Details of Schley’s Attack 
from Various Sources. 


OFFICIAL ADVICES AWAITED 


No Confirmation of Report that 
Harbor Entrance Was Forced. 


LAND ATTACK LIKELY 


Force of Insurgents Said to be Prepar- 
ing to OCo-operate with Our 
Warships. 


CAPE WAITIEN, June 1—A dispatch 
from Santiago says: 

“The American squadron which bombard- 
ea Santiago yesterday was composed of 
fourteen vessels, among which were recog- 
nized the Iowa, Brooklyn, Massachusetts, 
Texas, and Amazonas, (New Orleans?) be- 
sides a gunboat and an auxiliary cruiser, be- 
lieved to be the Columbia. The five vessels 
which were recognized opened fire on the 
batteries at Punta Gorda, El Morro, and 
Zocapa, and also on the cruiser Cristobal 
Colon, which had advanced toward the en- 
trance of the harbor, and wae visible from 
the high sea. 

“The Americans fired projectiles of thir- 
ty-two centimeters, and the batteries, as 
well as the Cristobal Colon, kept up an in- 
Two shots landed 
Iowa, causing 


cessant responsive fire.

“On the Spanish side the damage was 
insignificant. The American squadron with- 
drew at 6 o’clock last evening. 

“‘This morning the American squadron re- 
appeared before Santiago, but contented 
itself with firing two shots, which are be- 
lieved to have been signals agreed upon 
with the insurgents, who, numbering 2,000 
or 3,000, are said to have concentrated three 
or four miles from Santiago. 

“Great events are expected hourly at 
Santiago. The Spanish awthorities have 
taken extraordinary precautions, and have 
placed in the narrow pass at the entrance 
of the harbor special contrivances which 
permit the closing and opening of the port 
at will.” 

The Havana papers, it is said, publish a 
dispatch from Madrid declaring that the 
Americans intend to attack Santiago by 
sea while the insurgents are making an at- 
tack by land, and also to land reinforce- 
ments at Guantanamo, east of Santiago. 

The condition of the population of Santi- 
ago since the beginning of the blockade has 
grown rapidly worse, and it is now said to 
be nearly desperate. Food is very scarce, 
and the poor people are finding it almost im- 
possible to obtain any, because of the enor- 
mous prices. 

The expectation is general that Santiago 
must soon fall into the hands of the Ameri- 
cans, 

The United States torpedo boat Porter 
put into the harbor of the Mole St. Nicolas 
at 1 o’clock this morning, in all probability 
with dispatches for Washington, and left 
there again at 2 o’clock. 

This afternoon the American steamer 


Fanita arrived at Cape Haitien from New 
York and Port de Paix. She reports that 
she did not see any warships. 

The Fanita came half empty. She brought 
from New York a cargo of provisions for 
the navy, which she ianded at Matthew- 
town, Great Inagua, in the Bahamas. Her 
Captain says the rest of her burden is a 
heavy supply of coal, but there is good rea- 
son to suppose that it is something very 
different from coal. 

The vessel is ostensibly seeking a cargo. 
If possible, she will ship here seven roust- 
abouts who speak Spanish. The Captain is 
trying to engage Dominicans, and this is 
probably the chief reason for her coming to 
a port in this island. 

It is expected that the Fanita may slip 
out before daybreak. 


The cruiser Columbia did not take part 
in the engagement at Santiago. The Co- 
lumbia is now in the Brooklyn Navy Yard 
undergoing repairs. 


A FRENCH VERSION.

GAPE HAITIEN, Haiti, June 1.—The 
daily bulletin issued by the French Cable 
Company here to-day apparently confirms 
the news of Spanish origin that a battle 
has been fought before Santiago de Cuba, 
using, in French, the following terms: 

‘Santiago de Cuba, May 31. 

“To-day at 2 o’clock the American fleet, 
composed of fourteen ships, of which one 
appeared to be the New York and flew the 
flag of Admiral Sampson, and a few tor- 
pedo boats, opened fire on the forts and on 
the roadstead with heavy guns. The fire 
of the Americans appeared to be directed 
principally on the roadstead and on the 
forts of Bl Morro, Socapa, and Punta Gor- 
da. The cannonade was very brisk up to 
3:45. The shells fell in the bay, but did 
not reach as far as the town. 

“ After 8:45 the cannonade weakened, and 
cannon shots were heard in the offing. The 
Americans completely ceased firing after 4 
o’clock in the afternoon.” 


SPANIARDS CLAIM A VICTORY. 


MADRID, June 1.—The following undatod 
official dispatch from Havana, forwarded 
by Admiral Manterola, in command of the 
regular Spanish fleet in Cuban waters, has 
been received here: 

“The American squadron, commanded by 
Commodore Schley, composed of large iron- 
@ieds and cruisers, attacked the fortifica- 
ffons at the entrance of Santiago de Cuba 
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Our tron-clad, Cristobal Colon, closing the 
mouth of the port and supported by the 
fire of the forts, repulsed the attack, caus- 
ing damage to the enemy. re 
oe 
MANTEROLA. 

The Minister of Marine, Capt. Aunon, on 
leaving the palace this afternoon after a 
visit to the Queen, said: 

“The American squadron has bombarded 
and tried to force the Santiago forts, which 
replied vigorously. ‘The Cristobal Colon ad- 
vanced to the mouth of the harbor, ex- 
changing shots with the enemy, who fired 
seventy shots against the forts. The dam- 
age done is not reported. The Colon hit 
an auxiliary American ship, damaging it. 
The Colon was not hurt. Further details 
are withheld.” 

Subsequently, in the Senate, Count Casa 
Valencia asked if “‘the news of the Amer- 
ican repulse at Santiago de Cuba was of- 
ficial.” 

The Minister of Marine replied affirma- 
tively, adding: 

“The news is a good augury for further 
victories, which the courage and high merit 
of our sailors give reason to hope for.’’ 

The Senate then unanimously “‘ noted with 
satisfaction the brilliant victory of the 
Spanish fleet.” 

Capt. Aunon says he has not received any 
confirmation of the report that Admiral 
Cervera’s squadron, especially the Vizcaya, 
is in bad condition. Naturally, he says, the 
Vizcaya would be fouler than the others, 
as she has been longer at sea.

HAVANA, June 1.—The following Spanish 
account of the reported engagement off 
Santiago de Cuba has been issued here: 

“The American fleet, consisting of the 
Iowa, Massachusetts, Brooklyn, Texas, New 
Orleans, Marblehead, Minneapolis, and an- 
other cruiser, in addition to six small ves- 
sels, took up a position on May 31 on the 
western side of the mouth of Santiago de 
Cuba channel, opening fire from the first 
five vessels. 

“The Spanish cruiser Cristobal Colon was 
anchored toward Punta Gorda, and could 
be seen from the open sea. 

“The fire of the American fleet was an- 
swered by the Morro, Socapa, and Punta 
Gorda batteries and by the cruiser Cris- 
tobal Colon. 

“The American fleet fired seventy shots, 
“with projectiles of 32,’ without causing the 
least damage. 

“The bombardment lasted ninety minutes, 
and the American fleet retired, with a 
transatlantic steamer (auxiliary cruiser?) 
damaged. Two shelis were seen to explode 
on the Iowa’s stern, and there was fire on 
board another battleship. 

“Several projectiles fell inside the har. 
bor, near the Spanish warships. 

“There is great enthusiasm at Santiago 
de Cuba and here.”’ 


It is reported here this evening that Ad- 
miral Cervera was not at Santiago during 
the bombardment. Had he been there, it is 
declared, the Spanish warships would have 
entered the combat against the Americans, 
confident of a victorious exit.

PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti, June 1.—The 
following additional detafis have been re- 
ceived here from a Spanish source at Ha- 
vana of the engagement reported off San- 
tiago de Cuba yesterday: 

The American squadron was composed 
of powerful vessels, and one of them is sup- 
posed to have been the flagship New York, 
though other reports have it that she was 
not present. 

The Spanish batteries at first answered 
the fire of the Americans in a lively man- 
ner. After twenty minutes of firing direct- 
ed in a superior manner upon the part of 
the American ships, the Spanish batteries 
began to weaken their fire, and their ad- 
versaries concentrated a violent fire upon 
El Morro, destroying it completely. The 
forts at Socapa and Punta Gorda fired tho 
last. shots. 

The Spanish losses must have been con- 
siderable. Details are lacking as to the 
American losses. 

The Spaniards pretend to have struck 
the American vessels several times, but this 
information is accepted here under reserve. 

At 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
American squadron ceased firing. At that 
hour there was no Spanish vessel in sight. 

No news has been received here from the 
dispatch boats. 


CONJECTURE IN WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—Up to a late 
hour the Navy Department had received 
no information, additional to that contained 
in the press dispatches last night relative to 
the reported attack on Santiago, but the 
agreement of all dispatches, from whatever 
sources, that there had been an attack 
served somewhat to modify the positiveness 
with which the reports were last night dis- 
credited. Still, it is doubted at the Navy 
Department, whether the engagement was a 
serious one. 

Commodore Schley, it is reported by one 
well-informed officer, had enough discre- 
tion allowed him to justify him in opening 
up on the fortifications if he saw any dis- 
position ‘to strengthen them. If he had 
learned of an intention on the part of any 
of the Spanish vessels to escape from the 
harbor, it would have been a very serious 
matter for him to neglect to show his pow- 
er to destroy the ships if they should vent- 
ure out. The fleet, it is insisted, is never to 
be permitted to leave Santiago, unless it 
comes away under the United States flag. 

One theory advanced at the Navy De- 
partment to-day for the reported engage- 
ment is that Commodore Schley took that 
means of assuring himself of the presence 
in the harbor of all the vessels of Cervera’s 
fleet and to endeavor, by an offer to fight, 
to draw him out into the open and then en- 
gage him. If the reports were correct as 
to the appearance of the Cristobal Colon, 
Commodore Schley has at all events shown 
that the harbor is not empty of Spanish 
warships, and that not more than three 
of Cervera’s fleet of four seen at Curacao 
can be anywhere else. 

The intimation at the Navy Department 
that Admiral Sampson has been sent to 
Santiago has not received official confirma- 
tion, To those who have heard the report, 
it sounds as though a hurried attempt were 
being made to prevent a further attack just 
at present, ahd it is construed to mean 
that the department is disposed to carry 
out a plan that will assure the capture of 
the fleet, garrison, and everything else that 
is Spanish in the harbor and city. 


Schley May Not Wait. 


It is, however, considered by no means 
certain that Commodore Schley, if he has 
found that the entrance to Santiago Harbor 
can be forced, and the ships of Cervera 
overcome by a sudden dash, will not under- 
take the hazardous business. There is 
some anxiety lest, having pushed by the 
fortifications without much injury, he may 
drive the Spanish Admiral to the extremi- 
tty adcpted by Admiral Montojo at Manila, 
and go within reach of the four armored 
cruisers only in time to see them blown up 
to keep them from falling into our hands. 

The utmost secrecy is maintained by the 
Gecretary, ef the Navy, and naval officers 


about the reported military expedition to 
Santiago, but there seems to be no doubt 
that some of the forces being embarked 
at Southern ports are to go to that place. 
The Spanish force at Santiago is known 
to be not in excess of 7,000 or 8,000. The 
probability is that a force not inferior to 
that will be employed to support the war- 
ships in their attempt to obtain possession 
of the forts and harbor. 

Naval officers are inclined to believe that 
the expedition which is understood to be 
in preparation for an attack upon Puerto 
Rico will be sent to Santiago first. It is 
pointed out that the regulars could be used 
to advantage there, and be subsequently 
withdrawn to allow some of the best pre- 
pared volunteers now near Tampa to take 
the work off their hands while they are 
sent on to Puerto Rico. 


Attitude of the Spaniards. 


The Department of State, regarding tho 
matter from its point of view, directs at- 
tention at this time to the fact that the 
Spanish have not made one aggressive 
movement during the war that has lasted a 
little more than a month, The Havana 
papers have talked to their readers about 
the imminent invasion of the United States, 
the recovery of Manila, and other rubbish, 
but thus far the war has been a succession 
of misfortunes for Spain. State Department 
opinion is that one or two strong blows 
upon Spain will bring the Spanish mind to 
the consideration of peace as the only way 
to save further home and foreign trouble. 

“If you will only look over the actions 
of the Spanish since April 21,” said this 
diplomatic officer, ‘‘ you will see that Spain 
has been constantly watching for an oppor- 
tunity to let go. It looks to me as if Cer- 
vera had gone into Santiago in the hope 
of affording one more opportunity to the 
United States of bringing Spain to terms. 
It is a war of waste and hopelessness to 
her, and it is without glory to us. There 
is no glory to be won in an encounter with 
so contemptible a foe. They just wait for 
us to crush them, making no resistance 
worthy of the name. It is my opinion that 
when we come to try them on the land we 
shall wonder that so much preparation was 
necessary to crush so limp and feeble an 
enemy.”’ 

The War Department officers who talk 
about the outlook say that Gen. Miles is 
right in insisting that preparations should 
be made for encountering a foe that will 
offer all the opposition possible to 100,000 
men. Secretary Alger held the opinion that 
@ small force could begin operations suc- 
cessfully. Gen. Miles insisted that a small 
force, that might be beaten ought never to 
be landed, and that there must be no de- 
feats in this war. 

That view is said to have been supported 
by Gen. Schofield, who has said that he 
would waste six months in preparation 
rather than two weeks in regret over a 
mistaken enterprise at a time when the 
troops were not at hand in sufficient num- 
bers or in sufficiently good condition, 


CONFLICTING NEWS IN LONDON. 


LONDON, June 1.—This city is bewildered 
by the conflicting reports from Santiago de 
Cuba, which are reaching here from all 
sources. ‘“‘ The Spanish Fleet Destroyed or 
Surrendered!”’ alternates with ‘‘ Reported 
Battle Discredited at the Navy Depart- 
ment!” on the news placards. 

Some of the special dispatches have seem- 
ingly minute details as to how “ the Brook- 
lyn, standing well in shore,” opened the 
battle yesterday afternoon, and how “a 
heavy fire was concentrated by the whole 
squadron on Morro and the other defenses, 
to which they replied furiously.’’ 

“Commodore Schley,” says one account, 
“after exploding many mines in the chan- 
nel, ran the Texas far enough into the har- 
bor to engage and sink the Reina Merce- 
des.”” 

It appears certain that there were two 
separate incidents—the Spanish torpedo at- 
tempt Sunday night. and the American 
bombardment or reconnoissance Tuesday 
afternoon. Probably neither will turn out 
of great importance, except as proving that 
the entrance to the harbor is better pro- 
tected by mines and guns than might have 
been anticipated from Admiral Dewey’s ex- 
perience at Manila. 

It is believed here that this is all the 
American commander desired to discover, 
and that the Spanish Senate had little to 
exult over. Admiral Cervera is expected to 
repeat the torpedo-boat attempts, with a 
view of keeping the American Squadron as 
distant as possible, in order to facilitate his 
escape. Unless he can do this the Ameri- 
cans are almost certain eventually to cap- 
ture the three or four Spanish cruisers now 
known to be inside Santiago. 

The anxiety the Spaniards betray in pub- 
lishing reports as to evolutions of a squad- 
ron outside Cadiz leads to the surmise that 
Admiral Camara is already on the way. 
This, as The Daily News suggests, may ex- 
plain Admiral Cervera’s torpedo movement 
on Sunday, and also Commodore Schley’s 
tardy action. 

“Therefore,” as The Daily News argues, 
“if Admiral Camara is nearing Cuba, an- 
other complication has arisen, and Admiral 
Sampson will have to take care to prevent 
him joining Cervera.” 

The Daily News also suggests that Com- 
modore Schley’s bombardment may have 
covered countermining operations, with a 
view of forcing the channel, and that if 
his vessels were damaged, a fresh attempt 
will probably be postponed. 

The Times says that little seems to have 
been done on either side, except to consume 
gunpowder, remarking also that there is 
one thing at least the Admirals and Gen- 
erals on both sides are accomplishing with 
great steadiness—‘‘ they are spending large 
sums of money which their Governments 
must provide.’ 


SANTIAGO CABLE NOT CUT. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, June 1.—The West 
Indian and Panama Cable Company is still 
receiving messages from Santiago de Cuba, 
and the company avers that the cables are 
not cut. 


CAPH HAITIEN, June 1.—The Spanish 
Government, according to advices received 
here from Havana, intends to cut the cables 
which connect that city with Key West if 
the otber Cuban cables are cut by the 
Americans. 


WASHINGTON, June 1—A published 
story that Secretary Day told M. Thiebaut 
of the French Embassy that the United 
States proposed to cut the French cable 
from Santiago is met by the statement 
that no such interview occurred. 

The agent of the French cable company, 
fearing that the story might cause mis- 
chief, telegraphed this morning that the 
French company had no line by way of 
Canada which could be used by the Spanish 
officials in Canada, as the story alleged 
was being done. 

He added that the British cable line via 
Santiago, Bermuda, and Halifax was the

SPAIN’S FINANCIAL STRAIT 


‘War May Come to a Sudden End 
Through Lack of Means to 
Carry It On.

RUN ON THE BANK OF SPAIN 


All Classes of People, Fearing a De- 
preciation in the Value of Notes, 
Rush to Change Them 

y | Into Silver. 


MADRID, June 1—The attention of the 
public to-day was absorbed in the condition 
of the Bank of Spain, which is considered 
more serious than any reverse of the war, 
inasmuch as the impossibility of the bank 
to help the Government means impossibility 
to continue the. war, 

The Government has intrusted the Bank 
of Spain with the negotiations for a loan of 
1,000,000,000 pesetas at 4 per cent., which 
sum is to be raised as, and when, required. 
The bank will endeavor to raise the loan at 
home and abroad. 

There was a long procession at the bank 
during the day. All classes of people were 
represented, and many women were in line 
waiting their turn to change notes into sil- 
ver, fearing the notes would be subjected to 
a discount shortly. 

If the run continues there is danger of the 
bank’s store of silver becoming exhausted, 
which would compel the Government to re- 
sort to a forced currency, issuing notes of 
small denomination. It is hoped, however, 
that the panic will subside, leaving the 
bank a margin of silver. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—The statement 
from Madrid, in what seemed to be almost 
semi-official form, of the acuteness of the 
financial stringency there and the plain in- 
timation that the Bank of Spain, and conse- 
quently Spain, were nearing the end of their 
financial resources, was regarded at the 
State Department as of more real signifi- 
cance than many of the stories of battles 
on land and sea that have been coming over 
the cables for the past few weeks. 

The effect of this notice may be to has- 
ten the operations against Puerto Rico, lest 
the prize slip from our grasp through a sud- 
den and unexpected termination of the war. 

Secretary of the Treasury Gage, comment- 
ing to-night upon the run on the Bank of 
Spain, said: 

“The condition of Spain at sea and on 
land, in war and in finance, continues to 
grow worse daily. I am not surprised that 
the present condition confronts the Bank 
of Spain. In endeavoring to support the 
Government it has undertaken a tremend- 
ous contract.. The bank must continue 
Specle payments or it will be entirely dis- 
credited, and unless it does continue them 
the Spanish financial fabric will ge to 
pieces, Spanish bonds will fall still lower, 
and Spain will be in far more sérious con- 
dition financially than she has ever been. 

“ To-day’s developments indicate that the 
Spanish people themselves are alarmed at 
the financial condition of the country. They 
evidently fear that the bank will not be 
able to carry out its plans. If its own bank 
should prove to be an unsteady financial 
prop, Spain will, indeed, have immense diffi- 
culty in raising the sinews of war.” 


THE QUEEN REGENT ATTACKED. 


Article by Castelar Causes a Sensa- 
tion in Spain—Papers That Re- 
produced It Being Prosecuted. 
MADRID, June 1—8 P. M.—An articlo, 
signed by Sefior Emilio Castelar, the dis- 
tinguished? Republican statesman, which re- 
cently appeared in the Petite Revue Interna- 
tionale of Paris, and which has been re- 
produced in several Spanish papers that are 
being prosecuted for the reproduction, has 
caused a great sensation. Sefior Castelar 
attacks the Queen Regent, reproaching her 
with being a foreigner and unpopular, and 
with interfering unjustifiably in political 
affairs. He compares her present position 
with that of Queen Marie Antoinette on 

the eve of the French Revolution. 

The matter came before the Senate to- 
day, Duke de Roca demanding the prosecu- 
tion of Castelar, and other Senators ex- 
pressing in violent terms their indignation 
at Sefior Castelar’s conduct. 

Sefior Capdepon, the Minister of the In- 
terior, announced that the matter had 
already been piaced before the law officers. 

Marshal Martinez de Campos described 
Sefior Castelar’s conduct as “idiotic,” and 
called upon the Government to act energet- 
ically, declaring that parliamentary im- 
munity must not be allowed to degenerate 
into impunity. He said he feared the Cham- 
ber of Deputies might refuse to authorize 
a prosecution. 

The Duke of Tetuan, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs in the last Cabinet of the late Sefior 
Canovas del Castillo, and the President of 
the Senate, Sefior Mcntero Rios, indorsed 
the utterances of Marshal de Campos, while 
Senators generally extolled the Queen Re- 
gent and protested against the obnoxious 
article. 

El Impercial, which represents the Repub- 
licans, handles Sefior Castelar roughly for 
his “unpatriotic conduct,” and reproaches 
him for accepting the post of counsel to an 
English company at Algeciras and for 
“working entirely in favor of foreigners.” 
El Imparcial hints that “‘ senility threatens 
to deprive Sefior Castelar of the reputation 
of a great career.” 

Castelar’s article has had all the greater 
effect because it seems to .ndicate that he 
has modified his decision to retire from 

life in deference to the wishes of

BRITISH GENERAL STONED. 


Commander of Artillery at Gibraltar 
and Another Englishman Assault- 
ed by a Spanish Mob. 


LONDON, June 1—A mob of Spantards, 
according to a dispatch from Gibraltar, as- 
saulted and stoned Major Gen. J. B. Rich- 
ardson, Commander of the Royal Artillery 
at Gibraltar, and another Englishman while 
they were walking at San Roque, seven 
miles northwest of Gibraltar. 


SPAIN AND EUROPE. 


The Rumors of a Franco-Spanish En- 
tente—Goschen’s Visit to Gibral- 


tar—Sagasta on the Situation. 


LONDON, June 2.—The Daily Chronicle 
thinks the general situation is grave, and 
says the “rumors of a secret arrangement 
between France and Spain continue with 
singular persistence, and the reports of 
French designs upon the Canary Islands and 
Ceuta are gathering strength.”’ 

Continuing, The Chronicle says: 

“In commercial circles it is perfectly well 
understood that Great Britain will regard 
France taking the Canaries or Ceuta as an 
unfriendly act, and also that if France helps 
Spain, public opinion here will demand that 
we assist America.’’ 

Apparently Spain’s note complaining of 
America’s conduct in the war has not yet 
been sent to the powers. Certainly it has 
not arrived at Berlin, where, it may be 
mentioned, there is no belief in the alleged 
Franco-Spanish entente, it being argued 
that French trade relations with the United 
States and the desire to have America rep- 
resented at the coming Paris Exposition 
will suffice to prevent France from offend- 
ing the United States. 

The Gibraltar correspondent of The Daily 
Mail says: 

“*T have visited Ceuta, (in Morocco, op- 
posite Gibraltaryy) where I was arrested, but 
finally liberated. The authorities prevented 
me from viewing the fortifications. Appar- 
ently the place is in its normal condition. 
No new fortifications at Algeciras (on the 
Bay of Gibraltar) are visible from Gibral- 
tar.”’ 

The Madrid correspondent of The Daily 
Mail says: 

“Sefior Sagasta has informed me that he 
attaches no importance to the visit to Gi- 
braltar of Mr. George J. Goschen, First 
Lord of the British Admiralty. The Gov- 
ernment is not aware of any increase in 
the British garrison at Gibraltar. Sefior 
Sagasta said he did not believe that any 
action had been taken there recently in 
any way connected with the war. Spain 
had sent troops to Andalusia because there 
were special facilities in that province for 
embarking them for the Balearic Islands. 
the Canaries, the Antilles, and Spain’s 
African possessions, which are now strongly 
fortified, in case, as Sefior Sagasta put it, 
‘any enemy might wish to abet the in- 
solent conduct of the Americans.’ 

** Sefior Sagasta repeated that Spain would 
never consent to any negotiations involving 
a diminution of her territory, but would 
Wage twar on anybody attacking her or at- 
tempting to rob her of her rights. He said 
he doubted whether the alliances so much 
talked about would be realized. ‘I think,’ 
he observed, ‘their object is only that of 
disclosing Europe’s attitude. Something 
may be attempted, Dut nothing will be ac- 
complished; and in the end each will do as 
it pleases.’ ‘ 

** Sefior Romero Giron, the new Minister of 
the Colonies, told Sefior Romero y Robledo, 
the Weylerite leader, that he would con- 
sider it ridiculous to think now of legis- 
lating for the colonies, as the only consoli- 
dation that could be given now was in guns 
and bayonets.” 


Ovation to Weyler at Saztiander. 


LONDON, June 2.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Daily Telegraph says: 
“Tieut. Gen. Weyler has arrived at San- 
tander, on the Bay of Biscay, where he has 
been received with an ovation. Thousands 
greeted him at every railway station on the 
way, but the demonstration was particular- 
ly strong at Santander, where ‘vivas’ 
were shouted in honor of the modest gen- 
eral.’”” 


CHICAGO STOCK BROKERS FAIL. 


& Co. Do Not Open and the 
Leiter Deal Is Blamed, 


CHICAGO, June 1.—Jones & Co., stock 
brokers and commission firm, with offices 
on the first floor of the Stock Exchange 
Building, did not open for business to-day 
The failure to do so caused considerable 


surprise on the Stock Exchange, and was 
the subject of discussion to the exclusion 
of almost every other topic. *lhose who 
are near to the members of the firm claim 
to see some connection with the Leiter deal. 
It is thought that a member of the firm 
was cauzht in Leiter’s ‘‘scoop”’ yesterday 
on the “ tailers.’’ 

Harry Jones, who is the ostensible head 
of the firm, did nqt appear, and is reported 
to be sick at his home. A prominent mem- 
ber of the Stock Exchange, who is said to 
be connected with the firm; was also ab- 
sent, and no official statement was forth- 
coming. A number of customers thronged 
the office, anxiously inquiring for something 
official. The bookkeeper and confidential 
man of the firm says everything will be 
settled again within forty-eight hours, Spec- 
ulation in wheat and a short interest in 
the stock market are regarded as the causes 
for the failure to open to-day.

Operations in Cuba, Puerto Rice, re 
and the Philippines. ‘es 


AN OFFICIAL STATEMENT MADE 


War Department Purposes to Send 
70,000 Men to Cuba. 


Secretary Alger Asks $3,107,000 fos 
Repairs of Roads, Scouts, Dyna- 
mite, and Electrical Service 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—For the first 
time since the beginning of hostilities there 
appears to be something in the nature of an 
official statement of the plan of campaign 
of the United States Government. This is 
contained in a letter of Secretary Alger 
to the Speaker of the House transmitting 
certain recommendations and statements of 
Gen. Ludlow which disclosed the purpose 
of the War Department to send 70,000 men 
to Cuba, 20,000 to start at once and the re- 
mainder just as soon as they can be made 
ready for departure. Then there was an 
estimate for establishing electrical com- 
munications in connection with the army 
“in Cuba, Puerto Rico, and the Philip- 
pines,” showing for the first time officially 
an implied intention on the part of the 
Government to land troops in Puerto Rico, 
Of course, all these movements have been 
anticipated by the press, but nevertheless 
a strong element of doubt existed, and 
therefore the official statement of the Gov- 
ernment’s purposes, made even in this indi- 
rect fashion, created a profound sensation 
here. The three are to go together, Cuba, 
Puerto Rico, and the Philippines, and pass 
into the military occupation of the United 
States troops, inasmuch as the Secretary 
says that the second contingent of troops 
is to go forward as soon as they can be 
prepared. 

Secretary Alger’s recommendations were 
for appropriations aggregating $3,107,000. 
One recommendation is for $2,562,000 of de- 
ficlency in the appropriation for gun and 
mortar batteries, ‘‘ required immediately 
for the use of the War Department, to re- 
main available until expended.” This 
amount is needed to provide emplacements 
for carriages of high power and rapid-fire 
guns to be procured by the Ordnance De- 
partment with the funds already appropri- 
ated. 


For Electrical Communication. 


A second one is for $195,000 “‘ for the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of special 
electrical communication in connection with 
the army in Cuba, Puerto Rico, and the 
Philippine Islands. This amount includes 
the purchase, equipment, and repair of 
field electric telegraph, signal equipment, 
binocular glasses, telescopes, heliostats, and 
other necessary instruments, including nec- 
essary meteorological instruments for use 
on target ranges, war balloons, telephone 
apparatus, (excluding exchange service and 
maintenance of the same,) electric installa- 
tions, and maintenance at military posts; 
maintenance and repair of military tele- 
graph lines and cables, including the sala- 
ries of civilian employes, supplies, general 
repairs.” Then follows a significant recom- 
mendation for $350,000 for an expedition- 
ary force to Cuba “required by the War 
Department for immediate use.” The items 
are as follows: For machinery and equip- 
ment for the construction and repair of 
roads, $25,000; construction and equipment 
of military railroads, $225,000; additional in- 
trenching tools, electric appliances, photo- 
graphic and topographic outfits, instruments 
and maps, manuals, and for special and 
technical services, $50,000; contingencies in- 
volving immediate expenditure of impera- 
tive urgency that cannot be specified in ad- 
vanee, to be expended under the direction 
of the Major General commanding the army, 
$50,000.’’ 

Gen, Ludlow’s 


“he letter outlining the expeditionary 
project against Cuba is written by Gen. 
Ludlow, whose special engineering services 
were availed of by Secretary Alger to out- 
line what was needed. It is dated May 22, 
was forwarded by Secretary Alger, and 
says: 

‘Referring to my letter of April 26, cov- 
ering the project with estimates for the 
establishment in Cuba of an expeditionary 
force of from 3,000 to 5,000 men, I invite 
attention to the following: Provisional es- 
timates for this purpose amounted ‘to $150,- 
034, which has been appropriated and made 
expendible under the immediate direction 
of the Major General commanding the army 
in the Deficiency act approved May 4, 1898. 
This did not include several items that, 
while important, could temporarily be omit- 
ed, on supposition that no immediate move- 
ment would be made. 

“Furthermore, the project for transfer 
to Cuba of an expeditionary force has been 
materially modified in that instead of an. 
assumed force of 5,000 for the establish- 
ment of a depot and base of supplies, it 
is now proposed to forward an army of in- 
vasion to be composed of 15,000 or 20,000 
troops, to be followed as rapidly as prac- 
ticable by 50,000 more. It is therefore neces- 
sary to make provision for the greatly aug- 
mented scale on which the expedition is to 
be equipped, and for its forward mevement 
in the direction of Cuba.”

Rainy Season Reckoned With. 


Gen. Ludlow says for obvious reasons the 
plans in detail cannot be given, but that in 
a general way they can be outlined. “ The 
general nature of these engineering pro- 
visions, however, may be clearly indicated 
and, in fact, estimated for,” said Gen. Lud- 
low. ‘In the ensuing campaign account 
must ibe taken of the fact that the rainy 
season in Cuba covers the Summer months, 
and must be anticipated as affecting the 
time and means required for transportation 
in order not to delay movements and im- 
peril health. There are few regularly built 
roads in Cuba, the principal ones being 
westward of Havana. It is not likely that 
these roads have been kept in repair, and it 
is quite certain that others must be con- 
structed and maintained. This will re- 
quire road-making machinery as economiz- 
ing the labor of troops, and leaving them 
free for the purely military work. In addi- 
tion special means of transportation will be 
necessary, and portable three-foot gauge 
railroads must be provided both on the 
established lines and along such additional 
and connecting lines as may be feasible and 
expedient. For railways there should not 
be less than thirty miles of track and suit- 
able equipment, which may be estimated at 
$5,000 per mile for track and $2,500 per mile 
for equipment. The total of this item, there« 
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fore, is $225,000. Three outfits of read-mak- 
ing machinery, including rock-quarrying 
and crushing apparatus, road _ rollers, 
ditchers, and graders, will cost, at. $8,000 
each, say, $25,000. Further, there should 
be an additional allowance of, say, $100,000 
for electric lights, dynamite and torpedo 
appliances, &«., including the employment 
of scouts and spies.” 


MILES COMMANDS AT TAMPA. 


Activity in Camp Foretells the Hur- 
ried Departure of the Army of 
Invasion fer Cuba. 


TAMPA, June 1.—More activity was dis- 
played in Tampa to-day than has been seen 
in the past two weeks. The day opened 
with the arrival of Gen. Miles, his staff, 
and corps of clerks. As soon as Gen. Miles 
had breakfasted he had a lengthy confer- 
énce with Gen, Shafter, the commander of 
the Fifth army Corps. Then staff and line 
officers were kept astir. 

Orderlies were sent at a gallop to the 
various camps, and heavy four and six horse 
Wagons commenced to move. The signifi- 
cation of these orders might be explained 
if the censor would permit it, but he is in- 
exorable. 

There is much complaint among the 
newspaper correspondents here over the 
way in which the censorship is being en- 
forced. In Tampa, the rules are so rigid 
that not the slightest reference to the 
movements of troops, the arrival or depart- 
ure of regiments or comment on the plan 
of campaign is permitted. These are the 
orders of Gen. Greely to Capt. Brady, the 
censor, and he is simply acting up to his 
instructions. The same rules are supposed 
to apply at Washington and all other places, 
and yet news which is contraband here is 
permitted to pass over the wires else- 
where. 

In some ways the censorship is ineffect- 
ive, not that the censor is responsible, but 
because of the way in which the regulations 
are interpreted. For instance, the most im- 
portant military order which has yet been 
issued was this afternoon publicly posted in 
the lobby of the hotel. It was news of great 
military value to Spain, and it was there 
for any Spanish emissary to send to his 
Government. Under the guise of an inno- 
cent commercial dispatch to Lendon or Ber- 
lin the information is doubtless long before 
this in possession of the War Office at Ma- 
arid. Yet no correspondent is permitted to 
mention this order or to explain to the 
American public what it means. 

The troops in the various camps to-day 
had a taste of Cuban weather. This is the 
rainy season in Florida, just as it is across 
the Gulf, and it rains here quite as fre- 
quently when the season begins as it does 
there, 

For seven months not a drop of water has 
fallen in Tampa. But to-day the floodgates 
were opened and the rain came down in tor- 
rents. It rained steadily for three hours, 
drenching men to the skin, soaking tents, 
and giving the soldiers a taste of what they 
will experience later. 

A force of eight Paymasters has arrived 

‘here to pay off the troops before they pitch 
their tents somewhere else. It will take 
three or four days to pay, and in that time 
nearly $700,000 will be disbursed. This 
amount covers the enlisted men only. 

Lieut. Col. Theodore Roosevelt is at Lake- 
land, 

A firing drill of the whole brigade of light 
artiliery. ten batteries of four guns .each, 
was held along the beach at Port Tampa 
to-day. All the artillery manoeuvres were 
gone through with, and the sight was an 
impressive one. For over an hour the ar- 
tillerymen dashed* up and down the long 
beach through the shallow water and over 
the hummocks of Picnic Island, wheeling 
the guns into line at command and firing. 
The noise ofthe firing at times was deaf- 
ening. 


5,000,000 RATIONS AT TAMPA. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—An evidence of 
the elaborate preparations that are making 
for the subsistence of troops :nobilized and 
to be sent to Tampa, is obtained from the 
fact that the Commissary’s Department has 
now on hand at that place 5,000,000 rations. 
A ration is one day’s food supply for a 
acidier. On this basis there is subsistence 
at Tampa for an army of 50.000 men for 100 
days and for a smaller army for a greater 
number of days. The supply is being in- 
creased daily, in view of the arrival of ad- 
ditional soldiers to be employed in the army 
of occupation of Cuba and Puerto Rico. 


FOREIGN ATTACHES DEPART. 


WASHINGTON, June 1—An_ evidence 
that the actual forward movement of the 
army and navy has begun was given in 
the action of the foreign naval and military 
observers. They have been sojourning leis- 
urely in Washington for some time, but 
within the last week all of them have stari- 
ea@ for Florida... The British Naval and Mili- 
tary Attachés were the first to leave, and 
mow. they have been followed by the Ger- 
man, Austrian, Russian, Swedish, Norwe- 
gian, and Japanese observers. The Govern- 
ment of Norway and Sweden has no less 
than six military and maval experts to ob- 
serve various branches of the warfare. They 
include Commanders’ Anderson, Dahlgren, 
and Gude and Lieut. Gechnuyden of the 
Mavy, and Capts. Wester and Stang of the 
army. They left for Tampa last night. 


SPANIARDS EXPECT TO WIN. 


HAVANA, June 1.—The Spanish troops 
have orders to make un energetic, a slight 
or no resistance, according to circumstances, 
with a view of facilitatiny: the landing of 
American forces so that the latter may go 
into the interior of the country, where the 
Spanish are convinced they will be able to 
defeat them. 

The Spanish army ind navy are anxious 
to measure arms with the Americans and 
desirous that a propitizus occasion may soon 
present itself, trusting for the result to the 
courage of the Spanish soldiers and sailors, 
to their better organization, and to the 
greater skill of their commanding officers. 


A GLIMPSE OF HAVANA. 


New Fortifications Are Being Placed 
on Morro Heights. 


KEY WEST, June 1.—On Monday night 
a warship of the blockade squadron ap- 
proached within five miles of Havana, clear- 
ly distinguishing whole rows of lighted 
streets, thus contradicting the rumors of 
Havana being in darkness. The commander 
of the warship said new fortifications are 
in course of construction on Morro Heights. 
A steam donkey, carrying earth and sand, 
is running night and day. 

A warship just in from the blockade re- 


rts that on Sunday morning a smal]! Span- 
sh gunboat came out of Havana and ran 
along the line of batteries, close in. shore. 
Yesterday she again came out, venturing 
over two miles from land. She was chased 
and one shot was fired at her, whereupon 
she scudded back to port.

The Monitor Ordered to Proceed 
from San Francisco to the 
Philippine Islands. 


MORE REGULARS TO GO OUT 


Gen. Merritt Will Have the Fifteenth 
Infantry, and His Force at Its 
Maximum Will Amount to 
Over 20,000 Men. 


WASHINGTON, June 1—The™ Unitea 
State monitor Monadnock, now at San 
Francisco, has been ordered to Manila to 
reinforce the Pacific Squadron under Rear 
Admiral Dewey. The Monadnock will go 
into dry dock at once to be put in shape 
for the long journey across the Pacific. Her 
condition, however, is reported to be ex- 
cellent. No elaborate repairs are needed, 
and it is expected that inside of a week, or. 
at the outside ten days, she will be ready 
to sail. . : 

She will probably follow closely on the 
Monterey, but the understanding here ifs 
that the two monitors will not make the 
journey to the Philippines in company. ‘The 
Monterey will be ready to sail first, and 
will not wait for her sister ship. The 
Monadnock is a low freeboard coast defense 
monitor, with an iron hull and two steel 
‘barbettes, in which are installed four ten- 
inch breech-loading rifles and two four- 
inch rapid-fire guns as her main battery. 

In addition to this, she carries a second- 
ary battery of two six-pounders, two three- 
pounders, and two one-pounder rapid-fire 
guns, and two thirty-seven millimeter 
Hotchkiss guns. She has a’ displacement 
of 8,990 tons, and a coal capacity of about 
200 tons. 

In making the voyage to Manila the moni- 
tor will break the long-distance record for 
vessels of her class, she having made a 
voyage around the Horn many years ago, 
which is among the proud traditions of the 
navy, and which ranks with the famous trip 
of the Miantonomoh to Europe as a dem- 
onstration of the seaworthiness of the moni- 
tor type. With the two big monitors Mon- 
terey and Monadnock and the cruisers 
Charleston and Philadelphia added to his 
present force Admiral Dewey will, it is 
assumed by Navy Department officials, 
have a fleet capable of holding the Philip- 
pines against any combination of vessels 
that Spain has to send against him, even 
if she should make the foolhardy attempt to 
reconquer the islands. 

That the Administration is preparing to 
make its hold of the Philippines powerful 
enough to be permanent is shown as well 
by the further strengthening of the land 
expedition destined for the islands as in 
the dispatching thither of the Monterey and 
Monadnock. Orders have been issued by 
the War Department for the mobilization at 
San Francisco preparatory to joining Gen. 
Merritt’s forces of the scattered compa- 
nies of the Fifteenth Infantry. The Fif- 
teenth is the only regular regiment left on 
the Pacific Coast, and until Gen. Merritt 
insisted on having more regulars it was 
not intended that it should be withdrawn 
from there, its presence being deemed neces- 
sary to keep the Indians in order. It 
has been determined, however, to replace 
the regular companics at these Indian 
posts with volunteers from the Western 
States. ; 

At present the headquarters of the regi- 
ment and Companies C and H_ are at 
Fort Huachuca, Arizona; Company A is at 
Fort Logan, Col.; Companies B and F at 
Fort Grant, Arizona; Company Dat Fort 
Apache, Arizona; Company E at Fort Win- 
gate, N. M., and Company G at Fort Bay- 
ard, N. M. Just what volunteers will be 
sent to garrison these forts has not been 
determined, nor has it been settled what 
additional volunteer regiments, if any, will 
be ordered to San Francisco to reinforce 
Gen. Merritt. 

These questions are under consideration, 
however, and the Adjutant General's office 
was called on to-day for a list of all the 
regiments that have not been moved to 
camps, with a view to detailing some of 
them for this work. The strength of: the 
force of volunteers originally ordered to 
Gen. Merritt’s command was nine regi- 
ments and five battalions of infantry, two 
light batteries and two heavy batteries of 
artillery, in all 11,949 men, If these com- 
mands are recruited to their maximum, and 
if the regular regiments with the expedition 
are treated likewise, the entire force will 
amount to more than 20,000 without any 
new regiments being ordered out. 


DEWEY AND PRINCE HENRY. 


CHICAGO, June 1.—Charles N. Post, Vice 
President of the Lyon & Healy Company, 
who has just returned from an extended 
tour of ihe Orient, met Admiral Dewey in 
Hongkong March 25. Mr. Post tells of a 
social passage at arma between Dewey and 
Prince Henry, brother of Emperor William, 
commanding the German squadron at Hong- 
kong. Prince Henry immediately after his 
arrival at Hongkong gave a_ banquet to 
the higher officers of the other fleets, among 
whom was Rear Admiral Dewey. At the 
feast the Prince proposed a toast to his 
own country, then to Great Britain, then 
to all the other great powers except the 
United States. Finally, just before the 
dinner was over, the royal host proposed a 
toast to this country. 

When Rear Admiral Dewey saw that ap- 
parently his country was to be slighted he 
left the banquet without ceremony. The 
next day a representative of Prince Henry 
sent a roundabout apology to the American 
commander. Dewey sent word back to the 
Emperor's brother that he would accept 
nothing but a written or personal apology 
from the Prince. The latter then called 
upon Dewey and apologized, saying that in 
the confusion of the dinner he, the Prince, 
thoughtlessly neglected to put the Amer- 
ican toast in its proper place on the ‘pro- 
gramme. 

While Mr. Post was at Hongkong Prince 
Henry gave a ball, but Admiral Dewey, al- 
though invited, did not attend it. The ban- 
quet incident was not allowed to get out, 
and Mr. Post received it first hand from 
one of the officers of the American fleet, 


DEWEY THANKS THE PRESIDENT 


WASHINGTON. June 1.—The President 
to-day sent the following message to Con- 
gress: 

To the Congress of the United States: 

The resolution of Congress, passed May 9, 
1898, tending to Commodore George Dewey, 
United States Navy, commander in chief of 
the United States naval force on the Asiatic 
Station, the thanks of Congress and of the 
American people for highly distinguished 
conduct in conflict with the-enemy, as dis- 
played by him in the destruction of the 
Spanish fleet and batteries in the harbor 
of Manila, Philippine Islands, May 1, 1898, 
and through him extending the thanks of 
Congress and of the American people to the 
officers and men under his command for 
gallantry and skill exhibited by them on 
that occassion, required the President to 
communicate the same to Commodore 
Dewey, and through him. to the officers and 
men under his command. This having been 
done through the Secretary of the Navy, on 
the 15th day of May, 1898, the following re-

LEAVING CHICKAMAUGA. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn, June 1.—The 
first JOhe volunteer infantry left Chicka- 
mauga for Tampa to-day. The regiments 
which left were the One Hundred and Fif- 
ty-seyenth Indiana, First Ohio, First Dis- 


triét of Columbia, and Second New York. 
To-morrow the Third Pennsylvania, First 
_Jilinois, Fifth Maryland, and Sixty-ninth 
New York will leave. 

The Second New York broke camp prompt- 
ly at 6 o’clock this morning and started on 
the march to the railroad station. It was 
quite warm even at that early hour, and 
before Rossville was reached eighteen men 
had dropped by the wayside from ex- 
haustion. It is impossible to describe the 
enthusiasm and cheering and godspeeds 
that were showered on the troops from all 
sides. 

Col. Hardin and the entire regiment 
seemed to rejoice at the idea of going to 
the front. 

Gen. Carpenter accompanies the four reg- 
iments which left to-day. The General’s 
staff consists of Capt. Andrews of the 
Second New York, Adjutant General; Capt. 
Sims of the First District of Columbia, 
Quartermaster; Lieut. Donnelly of the First 
District of Columbia as Commissary and 
Ordnance Officer; Lieut. Marshall of the 
Fifth Maryland, and Lieut. Fleishman of 
the First Ohio. as aides de camp, 

The First District of Columbia departed 
from camp at ¥:30, and the sun was so hot 
as to cause eighty-three to fall out of ranks 
on the march. 

The One Hundred and Fifty-seventh In- 
diana broke camp at 6 A. M., and the First 
Ohio at 9 A. M., taking trains by way of 
Ringgold. 

The Fifth Maryland will leave camp for 
Rossville at 6 A. M, to-morrow. The whole 
regiment has been cast into gloom over a 
most unhappy aecident which befell Private 
Albert Thompson of Company L. Thompson 
was taking a bath in Chickamauga Creek, 
when he was seized with cramps and, un- 
fortunately, drowned. He was found “4 
Private McCann of Company H, Nint 
Pennsylvania; but it was too late to bring 
him to consciousness. 

The young man was twenty-two years of 
age. What has made this accident doubly 
unfortunate is that Capt. Thompson of Com- 
pany C of the same regiment is the young 
man’s father, The body will be temporarily 
interred at the National Cemetery in Chat- 
tanooga. . 

The Sixty-ninth New York will leave 
camp to-morrow at ¥ A. M. for Rossville. 
One of the officers must be left behind 
owing to illness. He may rejoin his com- 
mand within four or five days. Father 
Daly, the Chaplain, has been looking to the 
spiritual welfare of the troops by services 
largely attended this morning.

HELPING DISABLED SOLDIERS. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—Surgeon General 
Sternberg of the army has received numer- 
ous letters from patriotic ladies, asking 


what articles would be most acceptable for 
the use of our sick and wounded soldiers in 
the field or in the hospitals. For the pur- 
= of answering in a general way these 
ain es he has prepared the following 
“mieémocandtim, which will be sent to persons 
communicating with him on this subject: 


, .“* Money may be sent to the Surgeon General 
, of the army as a contribution to the hospital 
funds of the hospital ship Relief and of the 
United States general hospitals. This will be 
sent to the surgeons in charge, to be expended 
for delicacies for the sick, such as canned soups, 
jeliies, lemons, oranges, &c. Those who prefer 
may contribute canned soups, clam broth, orange 
marmalade, ginger ale, biscuit, water crackers, 
and similar articles in hermetically sealed cans 
for use on the hospital ship Relief, and at the 
United States general hospitals at Key West, 
Fia.;. Fort McPherson, Ga.; Fort Thomas, Ky., 
and Fort Myer, Va. Bandages, lint, and other 
surgical dressings are not desired, as these can 
now be obtained from the manufacturers steril- 
ized for use and of the quality which experience 
has shown to be best suited to our purposes. 
Shirts and drawers are provided by the Gov- 
ernment, but will be accepted and can be given 
convalescents upon their discharge from the 
hospital. Pajamas made of light gingham will 
be useful for the sick in hospital and on the 
hospital ship, as they can be worn by convales- 
cents who are able to be out of bed. Long 
nightshirts of light. muslin can also be utilized. 
Bread bandages of light flannel to protect the 
abdomen are highly recommended and may be 
worn to advantage by our soldiers in the field. 
| The articles mentioned may be sent direct to 
the Surgeon General of the army or to the sur- 
geons in charge of the general hospitals named.”

SPANISH BLOCKHOUSE SHELLED. 


The Auxiliary Gunboat Uncas Fires 
Shells Through the Building. 


KBY WEST, June 1.—The United States 
auxiliary gunboat Uncas, formerly the Wal- 
ter A, Luckenbach, arrived here this morn- 
ing from the Cuban coast. She reports that 
on Monday last, when about a mile and a 
half west of Matanzas lighthouse, she 
sighted a Spanish blockhouse on shore. Tak- 
ing up a position about 600 yards off shore, 
the Uncas fired two shots at the house, and 
the two shells went clear through the build- 
ing, which was wrecked. 

The auxiliary gunboat Leyden came up 
and also fired two shots. It is not known 
whether any Spaniards were killed, but they 
probably fled at the first shot. The block- 
house made no reply. This action upon 
the part of the Uncas and Leyden is.in ac- 
cordance with the policy of the patrol boats 
in shelling any blockhouse they may dlis- 
cover. The crews enjoy this target practice 
very much. All was quiet on the Havana 
blockade when the Uncas left last night. 


COL. DORST’S EXPEDITION. 


Four Hundred Men with Horses, 
Mules, and War Stores Safely 
Landed in Cuba. 


TAMPA, June 1.—An official notice of the 
complete success of the expedition in com- 
mand of Lieut. Col. J. H. Dorst, which 
sailed from this port on the steamer Florida 
two weeks ago carrying arms and ammuni- 
tion, commissary supplies, horses and mules 
for the insurgent army under Gen.. Garcia, 
besides one of the largest and best equipped 
bodies of men that has yet volunteered for 
service in the cause of Cuba, was posted 
on the bulletin board at army headquarters 
to-day. It reads as follows: 

**Col. Dorst returned to Key West yester- 
day after landing a successful expedition 
on the northeast coast of Cuba. He landed 


at Point Banes, directly north, across the 
island from Santiago de Cuba. He took 
with him from Tampa over 400 Cubans fully 
armed and equipped, and to some extent 
drilled, and landed these together with over 
a million rounds of ammunition, between 
’ and 8,000 Springfield rifles, and a 
steamer load of munitions of war, including 
horses and mules.” 


THE TEMERARIO NOT TO FIGHT.

BUENOS AYRES, June 1,—The Uoevern- 
ment of Paraguay has informed the United 
States’ Consul at Asuncion, J. N. Ruffin, who 
had protested against the continued pres- 
ence of the Spanish torpedo gunboat 
Temerario in Paraguayan waters, that per- 
mission had been granted to the 7'emerario, 
which is disabled, to remain at Asuncion, 
under the protection of Paraguay’s neu- 
trality, until the close of the wat between 
the United States and Spain. 


STEAMER’S CARGO CONDEMNED. 


Cadet Jones’s Charges of Cruel Treat- 
ment of Captives Disputed by 
the District Attorney. 


KEY WEST, Fla., June 1.—In the United 
States Circuit Court to-day Judge Locke 
ordered the condemnation of the cargo of 
2,400 tons of coal on the British steamer 
Restormel, captured off Santiago Harbor 
on May 25, while trying to enter, presum- 
ably to deliver coal for the Spanish fleet. 
The case of the steamer will come up to- 
morrow. 

Judge Locke also ordered an investigation 
of the charges made by Naval Cadet Need- 
ham L. Jones against the Deputy Marshals 
and Prize Commissioner in charge of the 
prizes, and requested Commodore Remey to 
appoint a naval officer to be present at the 
hearing. 

On April 27, Cadet Jones, who brought 
in the prize steamer Catalina, complained 
to Admiral Sampson that the Cubans and 
ignorant Americans employed by the Mar- 
shal to guard the ship treated the Spanish 
officers and crew with indignity, jeering at 
them, making insulting remarks about Span- 
iards, and using flagrantly discourteous lan- 
guage to the prisoners; also that the depu- 
ties and Cubans who were permitted to 
come on board plundered the ship. 

Similar abuses had been committed on 
the Pedro and the Miguel Jover, Cadet 
Jones alleged. Rear Admiral Sampson, in 
transmitting the letter of Cadet Jones to 
Secretary Long, said the offenses alleged 
were in violation of law and common de- 
cency, and he suggested that, owing to the 
large Cuban and negro population of Key 
West and the consequent prejudice against 
Spain, it might be wise to send future prizes 
further north, to Savannah or Port Royal. 

Secretary Long transmitted the corre- 
spondence to Attorney Gen. Griggs, who 
sent it to District Attorney Stripling, who 
wrote Secretary Long a reply, taking up 
Cadet Jones’s charges seriatim’ and dis- 
posing of them. Some charges he declared 
to be false, according to his own knowledge, 
he (the District Attorney) having been pres- 
ent at the time of the alleged commission 
of the offenses charged. 

The other charges District Attorney 
Stripling met by quoting the law. 
The deputies, he said, were laboring men of 
fair intelligence. Mr. Stripling’s letter did 
not mention Rear Admiral Sampson, who 
has taken no part in the controversy ex- 
cept to forward the correspondence to Sec- 
retary Long. 

On receipt of the District Attorney’s let- 
ter Attorney General Griggs handed it to 
Secretary Long, who made a bitter reply, 
defending Admiral Sampson, who, he as- 
sumed, had been attacked. 

District Attorney Stripling said to-night: 

“In my report to the Attorney General 
I had no intention of casting any reflection 
or suggesting any suspicion with regard 
to the motives of Admiral Sampson, and 
if anything in my report is capable of such 
constructiom, I promptly disavow it, as I 
hold Admiral Sampson in the highest es- 
teem and consider him worthy of every 
honor that has: been bestowed upon him 
and of every confidence that has been re- 
posed in him; but I was present on the oc- 
casion when Naval Cadet Jones alleges pil- 
fering took place, and I reiterate that every 
statement made by him reflecting upon the 
Deputy Marshals and the Prize Commis- 
sioner is absolutely without foundation or 
color of excuse.”’ 


WASHINGTON, June 1—The British Em- 
bassy has taken up the case of the British 
ship Restormel. which was captured off-San- 
tiago with a load of coal apparently des- 
tined for the Spanish fleet inside. This ves- 
sel was brought into Key West. with a 
prize crew, and although her British na- 
tionality was perfectly evident, the officials 
at that port, for some unexplained reason, 
positively refused to permit the Captain 


to communicate with the British Vice 
“Consul. ; . a : : 
“The British"Embassy here, being advised 
of the fact, made prompt representations | 
to the State Department, with the result 
that orders were forwarded without delay 
to the District -Attorney’s office at Key 
West to at once put the Captain of the 
Restormel in communication with the Vice 
Consul. 


Reported Capture of the Alfonso XIII, 


KEY WEST, Fla., June 1.—The last re- 
port received from Commodore Schley, 
dated Saturday night, said nothing about 
the capture reported in telegrams from him 
to-day_of the Spanish auxiliary cruiser Al- 
fonso XIII. by the United States auxiliary 
cruiser St. Paul or any other vessel. The 
officers of the St. Paul have heard nothing 
of the affair. 


THE EXPENSE OF MOBILIZING. 


The Government Cannot Reimburse 
the States Until Special Laws Are 
Passed Granting Authority. 
WASHINGTON, June 1.—The anxiety dis- 
played by the Governors of several States 
to have the question of reimbursment for 
the expense incurred in mobilizing volun- 
teers settled has directed attention to the 
fact that there is no law now on the stat- 
ute books providing for such reimburse- 

ment, 
It is taken for granted that Congress will 
appropriate money when the time comes to 


comperlisate the States for what they have 
spent in getting together recruits for the 
volunteer army, but there is no money now 
available for that purpose, and when the 
States get their money back it will have to 
be as the result of special legislation, such 
as was enacted for paying. similar claims 
after the last war. 

The volunteer act, it is pointed out, did 
not call on the States or the Governors for 
troops. It provided for the enlisting of 
volunteers direct. The only way in which 
the States, as such, were involved was ih 
that the troops were to be taken from them 
in proportion to population, and the Gov- 
ernors were to appoint the field officers. 
The War Department called on the Govern- 
ors to gupply the States’ quotas. 

y Governor might have declined to put 
himself to that trouble had he been of 
such mind, and the Government could have 
made no objection. When the Governors 
consented to look after getting together 
their State quotas they were really, it is 
urged, acting as recruiting agents by courte- 
sy for the War Department. When they 
used the State funds for this purpose, they 
did so at their own risk, it is urged, and 
were really doing something which many 
legal experts hold they had no authority 
to do, and which Congress never asked 
them to do. 

The opinion is held by more than one Gov- 
ernment official here that under a strict 
interpretation of the law every Governor 
who has used State funds to muster volun- 
teers for the National Army has exceeded 
his authority. 

Nevertheless, it is not doubted that all 
these irregularities will be waived in view 
of the emergency, and Congress will even- 
tually vote to pay the State bills, though it 
is considered not unlikely that claims of 
this class will be pending many years after 
the war closes, as was the case after the 
civil war. 

Not a few War Department officials hold 
that the Government would have saved an 
enormous amount of money had it enlisted 
the volur teers directly instead of through 
the State authorities. It is not doubted 
that money has been wasted in getting the 
volunteers together, and that the bills, when 
they come to be audited, will be drawn on 
the liberal scale that always obtains when 
the Federal Government is to foot them. 


TROUBLE AT THE OLYMPIA. 


A half hour of excitement followed Os- 
car Hammerstein’s arrival at the Olympia 
yesterday morning. Plans had been laid to 
keep Mr. Hammerstein out of the place, and 
when he appeared there at 10 o’clock he 
found that the outer doors were locked 
against him. Nothing daunted, however, by 


this discovery, he resolved to get inside in 
spite of everything, and by his ingenuity 
and determination he was not leng in suc- 
ceeding. Mr. Hammerstein, with his usual 
fertility of expedient, climbed nimbly up a 
fire escape to an upper window. He smashed 
it and crept it.. Instde the place he was 
confronted by. a policeman and a man 
named Callan, who said he was in charge 
of the building for Andrew Freedman, the 
receiver of the property. 

Callan held under Mr. Hammerstein’s nose 
@ paper, which, he explained, was an order 
of ejectment. This had not the slightest 
effect. Mr. Hammerstein was so indignant 
that he would not look at the alleged order 
of ejectment, nor could Mr. Callan persuade 
him to stop and arbitrate. 

Then Callan ordered him out, and Mr. 
Hammerstein refused to go. He told Mr. 
Callan that he had a perfect right in the 
place, and was going to stay there. It was, 
ne said, an outrage to attempt to put him 
out. Callan then called upon the police- 
man, who had been kept on guard in readi- 
ness for such an emergency, to eject the in- 
truder. The policeman, however, made up 
his mind. that he had no right to interfere, 
and this decision of the representative of 
the law left Mr. Hammerstein master of the 
situation. The policeman left the place, be- 
cause he held that he was no longer needed, 
and Callan also disappeared. 

Mr:- Hammerstein went to the box office 
and found it locked and the door knobs 
securely tied with wires. This difficulty 
Was more easily overcome than the first. 
He found a property axe and broke in the 
office door. his done, he restored Jimmie 
Hyde to his old position as doorkeeper and 
restored his own men to their places in 
the office. 

The effort tc eject Mr. Hammerstein was 
made on the ground that ten days ago he, 
as manager of the Olympia Amusement 
Company, fell behind in the payments which 
the contract called for, and also on the 
ground that he had been notified on May 31 
that if the payments were not made he 
would be dispossessed yesterday. 

Mr. Hammerstein, when asked about the 
matter, said it was a sin to attempt to 
dispossess him from the place on which he 
had spent so many thousands of dollars 
and to which he had given the best part 
of his hfe. He did not know, he said, 
whether or not the paper Mr. Callan had 
Was an order of ejectment, he was so in- 


‘dignant at the time that he had not looked 


at it, 

The order, it was asserted, was one 
signed in December, 1897, when Mr. Freed- 
man was appointed receiver. The case 
will be heard in. the Supreme Court to-mor- 
row.

Mrs, Paul Dana, on behalf of 
the woman’s auxiliary, advised the appoint- 
ment of a Red Cross agent at each of the 
New York State camps, and the appoint- 
ments will be made as soon as permission 
can be obtained. 

Miss Barton, when seen after the meet- 
ing, said: ‘“‘I am very glad of the oppor- 
tunity to state a few words concerning my 
relations with the Executive Committee. 
We understand cach other perfectly, and 
the meeting has been in every way harmon- 
ious. I have been interested in Red Cross 
work for the past eighteen years, and 
never had I hoped to see the Red Cross 
Society reach the breadth it has at the 
present time. The Red Cross Society is 
fortunate in having such able men as con- 
stitute the committee to direct its affairs. 


An Incident of the Police Parade, 


A curious incident occurred yesterday aft- 
ernoon during the parade of the Police De- 
partment. In the crowd that surged around 


the reviewing stand at Madison Square and 
before the parade reached that pojnt, jostled 
and ordered about by the men who but a 
short while ago had obeyed his command, 
stood John McCullagh, ex-Chief of the de- 
partment.

MILITIA STILL 
An Impression that. the Seventh 


May Not Be Called to 
Volunteer. 


APPLETON HEARS FROM ALBANY 


The Telegram Is Not Made Public— 
Men Anxiously Waiting for Orders . 
and Many Ready to Go—Pro- 
posed Regiment of Artillery. 


There was much excitement in the Seventh 
Regiment Armory last night over the re- 
ceipt by Col. Appleton of a dispatch from 
Albany, which the Colonel refused to make 
public, and about which he would give no 
information. It was intimated by some offi- 
cers to contain information about the order- 
ing of the regiment into camp, and by oth- 
ers that the call upon the State would be 
such as to preclude the possibility of the 
Seventh being called into service. 

All day and all evening there were meet- 
ings. Col. Appleton, Lieut. Col. Kipp, and 
Adjt. Weaver were in the armory all day, 
and numerous conferences were had. 


It is known that the Captains of the vari- 
ous Companies have been making up lists of 
the men who have signified their willingness 
to go to the front. Those of the men who 
had dependents and families ‘were told not 
to volunteer, and some even were told that 
the circumstanves were such that they 
would not be accepted. There will be a 
great number of men turned down by the 
Surgeons, but the waiting lists are, said to 
be large enough to supply any draft made 
on them, 


Men Are Uneasy. 


Much excitement was caused by the 
rumor that the regiment would neither 
be called into service nor asked to volunt- 
eer. By men who have viewed the situa- 
tion closely it was said that this would be 


a serious blow to the organization, and that 
it would be doubtful if it could survive. 
At any event the clamor that would be 
raised if the command was passed by would 
be so great as to result in a new board of 
officers taking control. 

There seems no doubt that the men have 
become thoroughly alive to the fact that 
they were badly advised when they were 
told not to volunteer, They have seen the 
other regiments from this State preserving 
their organization and honored in every 
way, while for the Seventh, once the pride 
of every citizen of New York, there is noth- 
ing but adverse criticism and condemnation. 

dome of the men stated positively that 
they would no longer put up with such a 
state of affairs, and unless there was a 
change they would join other regiments. 
This disaffection is general enough to seri- 
ously threaten the regiment. 

The regiment is being recruited up to the 
maximum strength allowed by the Hull 
bill, twelve companies of 106 men each. The 
formation of the two new companies, .& 
and M, is nearly completed, and these of- 
ficers have been chosen for them: Com- 
pany I-—Captain, William 8S. Scott, former- 
ly First Lieutenant of Company K; First 
Lieutenant, Color Bearer M. Nicoll, ex- 
First Lieutenant of Company H; Second 
Lieutenant, George H. Clark, a son of Gen- 
Emmons Clark, and Corporal in Company 
B. Company M—Captain, Robert Mazet, 
formerly First Lieutenant of Company D; 
First Lieutenant, G. M. Carnochan, Assist- 
ant Inspector of Kifle Practice; Second 
Lieutenant, T. C. Wiswell, First Sergeant 
of Company F. 

There aré those inthe regiment who pro- 
fess to know that the command will before 
long be ordered to Camp Black, there to 
take a vote. What they will do for tents 
there is not known, as the State has none, 
those owned by them having been disposed 
of to the United States Government for the 
use of the troops going South.

On Monday afternoon they will examine the 
new officers of the One Hundred and Highth 
and One Hundred and Sixty-ninth Regiments. 
The One Hundred and Eighth will be mus- 
tered in to-night, and the remaining three 
companies of the One Hundred and Seventy- 
first on Monday night. 

The artillery officers of the National 
Guard of New York are now working on a 
scheme to bring about the reorganization of 
the artillery service of the State on the 
basis of a regiment, with complete regimen- 
tal officering; and with a large increase in 
the strength of that branch of the State 
militia. ; 

Within the last few days the leading 
artillery officers have consulted about the

These would be formed into three battalions 
of four batteries each, with twenty-four 
guns, or a total of seventy-two guns. Capts. 
Wilson and Wendel admitted yesterday that 
important changes were in contemplation, 
but declined to discuss the details. If the 
regiment is formed, Gen. Howard Carroll, 
Chief of Artillery of the State, it is thought, 
may become Colonel, 


THE ENGINEERS’ REGIMENT. 


Many Men of High Reputation Are 


Joining This Volunteer 
Organization. 


Gen. George L. Gillespie and Col Eugene 
Griffin, constituting the board for the ex- 
amination of applicants for commissions in 
the First Regiment of Volunteer Engineers, 
continued their work yesterday in the Army 


Building. 

Among those examined and approved were 
Lawrence L. Gillespie, son of Gen, Gillespie, 
and a member of this year’s graduating 
class at Harvard; Walter Abbott of Boston, 
a prominent clubman and connected with 
the American Projectile Company; Joseph 
Allison Steinmetz, electrical expert; Lieut. 
William V. Judson, Adjutant at Willets 
Point, and Capt. H. F. Hodges of the Corps 
of Army Engineers. 

Many applicants waiting to be-examined 
are men of almost National reputations in 
their professions. Among these is Lieut. 
Willoughby Walke of the Fifth Artillery, 
now stationed at Fort Slocum: He is one 
of the best authorities on high explosives in 
the army, if not in the country, and is the 
author of ‘Gunpowder and High Explo- 
sives,”” which is used as a textbook at Wést 
Point, and other military schools. 

William G. Ramsay, who is also on the 
list, is a son of Col. Ramsay, commanding 
the forces at Fort Hamilton. He has con- 
structed some of the most important levees 
on the Mississippi, was one of the engineers 
on the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal, and 
is now the resident engineer of the Baiti- 
more and Ohio Railroad. Merritt H. Smith 
of Yonkers was for nine years a member 
of the Seventh Regiment and three years 
in Squadron A. He was on the engineer 
staff of the Pittsburg and Western Rail- 
road, and was for several years connected 
with the Department of Public Works of 
this city. 

John. Griswold Livingston, who has ap- 
plied for a commission in the regiment, is 
the General Superintendent of the Hondu- 
ras Railroad, but owing to the unsettled po- 
litical condition of Honduras left that coun- 
try.

THE VOLUNTEER RECRUITS 


The Astor Mountain Battery Now 
Complete and Being Drilled 
in Barracks. 


THE PALMA MOUNTED RIFLES 


Whis Organization of 405 Men Is to 
Join the Cuban Army—The Work 
of Lafayette Post and of 
Senator Ford. 


The full complement of 102 officers and 
men forming the Astor mountain battery of 
light artillery were in barracks yesterday 
@t 552 Broadway, where, during the day, 
they were drilled by Lieuts. March, Koehler, 
and Williams. They will remain in the pres- 
ent quarters and be drilled daily until next 
Tuesday, when they will leave to join Gen. 
Merritt’s Manila expedition at San Fran- 
cisco. Lieut. March said yesterday that 
while no definite orders had been received 
from Washington there was no reason to 
believe that the plan to start for the coast 
will be changed. 

The battery is now in the hands of the 
War Department, and the officers endeavor 
to show this principally by refusing admit- 
tance to every one and refusing to give out 
any information. The orders may be some- 
what relaxed when the men have acquired 

‘ proficiency in drill. The men have been 
measured for uniforms, which are to be 
ready by the end of this week. Leave of 
absence for short periods have been granted 
to some members who are in business here 
50 as to enable them to close up their af- 
‘fairs preparatory to leaving. All are re- 
quired to be present, however, at the drills. 

The desire of some men to get into ser- 
vice, and especially in the Astor Battery, 
is shown in the case of Lieut. Gordon, for- 
merly of the Sixth Canadian Artillery, who 
applied for admission several days ago, and 
Was rejected because he was,a married 
man. Nothing daunted, Lieut. Gordon went 
with letters to Washington and saw some 


of the officials of the War Department from 
whom he obtained leave to enlist. Mrs, 
Gordon accompanied her husband and 
signed — in which she stated that she 
Was willing to have him go to the front. 
Lieut. Gordon is an expert artillery man 
and horseman. He presented his papers to 
Lieut. March yesterday morning and was 
Sworn in as a private. 


Palma Mounted Rifles. 


Another organization, soon to leave for 
Cuba, although not as United States troops, 
are the Palma Mounted Rifles, who have 
been recruiting at 1,389 Broadway. Major 
George M. Barbour, who it is said served 
through the civil war and thereafter for 
twenty-five years in the United States 
army, and who was in the Indian wars with 
Gen, Miles, will be the commanding officer. 

Capt. J. D. Beers, the Acting Adjutant, 
has oon recruiting the men, of whom there 
are now 405 enrolled. These will be formed 
into two battalions of three troops each, 
one troop to consist of engineers and 
another of sharpshooters, and the whole 
will join Gen. Gomez and become a part of 
the Cuban Army. 

A secret has been made of the persons 
who are backing the regiment, which claims 
to be acting under authority of the War 
Department and the Cuban National Junta 
in Washington, bat Capt. Beers said yes- 
terday that there were many prominent and 
wealthy persons who have contributed to- 
Ward equipping the battalions. 

“Tt is quite likely that the Junta here 
‘knows nothing of us,’ said Capt. Beers, 
“as we have acted quite independently of 
them and with the Junta in Washington. 
Every man in our organization has had 

ractical military experience, from Major 

arbour down to the privates, and we have 
been taking none who have dependents. We 
will leave here for Tampa, where our horses 
will be in waiting, betwgy#n June 15 and 20, 
and the day before our departure there will 
be a reception held, when the persons back 
of us will be disclosed. 

“Major Barbour has been in Washington 
for three weeks making arrangements. The 
Government has promised to furnish trans- 
ports, which will take us to Cuba under 
convoy of an American war vessel, and at 
some Cuban port we will make a junction 
with Gomez’s army. In our troop of en- 
gineers we have some of the ablest men in 
the country, and as Gomez has no engineers 
these will be particularly welcome. They 
will build bridges, make roads, and lay 
mines under the protection of the troop of 
sSharpshooters. The uniforms of white duck 
are now being made, and we expect to get 
the use of an armory in which to drill. We 
‘will not be mustered into the United States 
service, but into the Cuban Army, as soon 
as we reach Cuban soil. We will be paid 
by the Cuban Government, the pay being 

+$80 per month for privates and $50 for non- 
commissioned officers, besides which each 
gman will be ceded 160 acres of land when 
=. the independence of Cuba is assured. We 
") Shave as fine a body of men as there is in 
' Bervice anywhere, and we have been par- 
* ticularly careful in our selection of them. 
» Bvery man is anxious to get away, and we 
will leave in about two weeks.” 

Capt. Beers declined to say whether there 

‘vas any truth in the rumor that Helen 
Gould was a subscriber to the funds for the 
troop.

The result was 
that a man who became Captain on April 
830 drew No. 1 and became, if the order 
holds good, the senior officer of a regiment 
commanding a company. Men who have 
grown old as company commanders drew 
places away down in the line. The same 
thing occurred in drawing for seniority in 
the rank of Lieutenant. 

Col. Barber has been appealed to by the 
Officers, and at their request he issued per- 
mission for them to draw up a petition ask- 
ing that ‘ty of service be allowed to 
count. All the officers, even those who 
gained by the new plan, signed the peti- 
tion, which was forwarded by the Colonel to 
Gen. Pennington, and after being approved 
by him may be sent to Gen. Alger. 

The men are complaining that their fare 
is not so good now as it was. They say 
the rations either have been cut down or 
are not handled as well as they used to be. 
The men. want bread. The Government 
does not issue bread to troops in camp. 
Flour is issued instead. The company cooks 
are supposed to bake the bread. The efforts 
of the cooks of the companies have been 
failures thus far. One or two have turned 
out fair bread occasionally, but for the most 
part the failures have been most dismal. 

In Capt. Oldin’s tent at the head of Com- 
pany D, Forty-seventh, hangs a _ loaf of 
bread which the company cook selected as 
the best one of a batch he made. Capt. 
Oldin says he is preserving the loaf to use 
as a weight to hold his tent down in windy 
weather, or if the regiment gets to the 
front, he will contribute it to the nearest 
heavy ed, command for use as a pro- 
jectile. The bread. might be chipped by a 
man with a cold chisel and a hammer. It 
measures 9 by 5 inches, and is alleged to 
weigh fifteen pounds. The man who baked 
this loaf has a reputation in a fashionable 
restaurant in New York as a bread and roil 
baker. Still, he says, this is the best he 
can do under the conditions, and with the 
grade of flour furnished him by the Gov- 
ernment. The men, too, get much less fresh 
meat than they did, they assert, and say 
their meals are not what they should be. 

Pay is another thing which is bothering 
the men. There is but little money in camp 
just now. In some of the companies there 
is less than $1 as combinea capital. Gen. 
Pennington said this afternoon he did not 
think the men would receive any money 
for at least a week, and possibly not for 
ten days or two weeks. 


TO INSPECT MONTAUK POINT. 


Gen. Frank May Be Planning to Move 
Troops from Hempstead. 


Acting under orders received from the 
War Department, Gen. Royal T. Frank, 
commanding the Department of the East, 
will make a visit of inspection to Montauk 
Point to-day. He will be accompanied by 
Col. James Gillis, Quartermaster General 
of the Department of the East, and Lieut. 
Leroy Lyon, Aide de Camp. It was said 
yesterday by army officers that Gen. 


Frank’s visit follows the decision of the 
War Department to abandon Camp Black at 
Hempstead for a more favorable site for 
the encampment of the volunteer regiments. 

Montauk Point was inspected several 
weeks ago by Lieut. Hale of Gen. Merritt’s 
staff, and was reported as being especially 
fitted for the encampment of an army corps. 
It affords excellent facilities for the speedy 
embarkation of troops, and has an excel- 
lent water supply and drainage. It is said 
to possess many advantages over Camp 
Black, among thém being its superior alti- 
tude and abundance of shade, which are 
important for the sanitary welfare of the 
troops during the Summer. It is believed 
that Montauk Point will be selected for the 
principal encampment, although there may 
be a camp established further east, prob- 
ably near Boston, where the upper New 
England coast defense reserves may be gar- 
ped and newly recruited regiments 
rilled. 


COMPLAINTS FROM THE CAMPS. 


WASHINGTON, June 1—The Quarter- 
master General's Department, in response to 
the complaints coming from the various 
concentration camps of the delay in secur- 
ing supplies and equipment, claims that it 
is doing the best that can be done in view 
of the shortage in the available materials 
for outfitting troops and the necessary de- 
lay incurred in having uniforms, tents, 
hammocks, and such articles manufactured. 

It is stated that uniforms and clothing 
for two-thirds of the volunteer army have 
been provided, and that the remainder will 
be ready inside of a week or ten days. The 
new uniforms now being manufactured 
of regulation blue cloth are made with un- 
lined blouses, and with trousers of light- 
weight flannel so as to be available for use in 
Cuba in case it is not possible to supply 
the men with both canvas and regulation 
suits. By many it ‘ss believed that these 
unlined blue flannel suits will prove as 
cool as the canvas ones. Canvas uniforms 
fer the Manila expedition are being manu- 
factured in San Francisco. 

Orders have been placed for several thou- 
sand hammocks for the Cuban army, but no 
apparatus is provided with which to hang 
them, so that the soldiers will have to im- 
provise devices of their own where it is not 
practicable to swing the hammocks to trees. 
How this will be managed is worrying some 
of the volunteers considerably. 

In spite of the assurance of the Quarter- 
master General’s Department that the equip- 
ping of the volunteers is progressing satis- 
factorily, complaints continue to reach here 
of suffering and inconveniences to which the 
men are being subejcted for lack of equip- 
ment. From Camp Alger, near this city, 
comes the report that a table carefully com- 
piled there shows that of the 18,360 men in 
camp, the number ready for active service 
is only 9,801. From Richmond comes a 
story that the Virginia troops encamped 
there are disheartened for lack of supplies. 
Half of them, it is claimed, are without uni- 
forms. Fifteen hundred of them need shoes 
and underclothing. Half of them have noa 
guns. Similar stories come from other 
camps, 


GOOD WATER IN CAMP THOMAS. 


Gen. Brooke Sets at Rest the Reports 
About Bad Food. 


CHICKAMAUGA NATIONAL PARK, 
June 1.—The War Department received a 
dispatch to-day from Gen. Brooke, in com- 
mand of the forces in Chickamauga, set- 
ting at rest the reports as to inadequate 
food and water supply there. When these 
reports were circulated recently, Secretary 
Alger telegraphed an inquiry to Gen. 
Brooke, whose reply is as follows: 

“There is no reason whatever for com- 
plaint as to the quality and kind of food 
furnished the troops in this camp. Some 
regulars arrived here with food rations 
only, but defects of this kind are quickly 
remedied and the vegetable component im- 
mediatéty, provided. The water question is 
being sqlved as to quantity, and it has al- 
ways béen good as to quality.” 


MEN TO JOIN TROOP C. 


Twenty-two Will Leave Brooklyn for 
the South Soon. 


Twenty-two members of Troop C C, the 
organization now being recruited in Troop 
C’s Armory in Brooklyn, will start for the 
South soon to join the troop now in the 
field. Under the new law increasing the 
size of companies, Troop C is twenty-two 
men short. 

The departure of these men will still 
leave Troop C C in good shape numerically. 
Lieut. L. B. Smith, who has been recruit- 
ing the new troop, is meeting with great 
success. Fifty-three men were formally 
mustered into the State service at the ar- 
mory last night by Gen. McLeer. An elec- 
tion for Captain was held at the armory 
last night and Lieut. Smith was unani- 
mously elected. The Lieutenants will prob- 
ably + ana from oldmembersof Troop C. 


The men who are to join Troop C have 
not yet been decided upon, but a list is be- 
ing prepared by Capt. Smith, and the men 
will be in readiness to start as soon as the 
order comes. 


SEVENTH AND TWENTY-THIRD. 


Gen. Tillinghast Says They Have Not 
Been Ordered to Camp Black. 


ALBANY, N. Y., June 1.—All rumors that 
the Seventh and Twenty-third Regiments 
have received orders from the Governor to 
move to Camp Black some day this week 
are idle. Gen. Tillinghast stated this after- 


noon in most positive language that no 
orders of the kind had been issued, and he 
supplemented this statement by saying that 
no such orders could be issued until the 
Governor received the definite order from 
Washington’ telling him just what this 
State’s quota under the call would be. 

The War Department has notified State 
military authorities that it will send United 
States Army officers to the various home 
stations of the twelve volunteer regiments

that went to the front for the purpose of 
recruiting the 4,000 men which this State 
is to furnish to recruit those regiments to 
the maximum strength of 106 enlisted men 
to a company. 


VOLUNTEERS AS VOTERS. 


Bill to Enable Soldiers in the Field 
to Participate in Congression- 
al Elections. 
WASHINGTON, June 1.—Representative 


Lacey of Iowa has introduced a bill to en-° 


able volunteer soldiers in the field to vote 
in Congressional elections during the’ pres- 
ent war. Mr. Lacey says he believes the 


measure has been framed so as to avoid’ 


unconstitutionality, and wants it brought 
up for action to enable participation in the 
coming elections, if possible. 

It involves: a unique departure, likely to 
give rise to many intricate questions. 


Where States have failed to prescribe meth- 
ods, soldiers are to vote for members of 
Congress in the places and manner pro- 
vided. Every lawful elector may vote 
wherever he is stationed, provided he is en- 
listed and engaged in service, or is a com- 
missioned officer. Soldiers who would have 
been qualified at their muster but for age, 
and arriving at lawful age by such elec- 
tion, are also to vote. These votes are to 
be considered as cast in the respective 
States, but State requirements as to regis- 
tration and places of election will not apply. 

Any detached company, battery, or regi- 
ment serving in the military service during 
the war is authorized at the time fixed for 
such Congressional election to open a poll 
and hold an election for Representative, and 
the electors are to select three judges of 
election from among themselves, to be, if 
practicable, not of the same politics. Any 
company or detached portion of a regiment 
may, ‘f necessary, open a separate poll. 

The manner and certification of these 
elections are to conform substantially to the 
laws of the States, and mere informalities 
will not invalidate the elections. 


KEIFER AS MAJOR GENERAL. 


Ohioan to Have the Place Declined by 
Gen. Grenville Dodge. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—The President 
is expected to send to the Senate to-morrow 
the nomination of J. Warren Keifer of 
Ohio, formerly Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, to be a Major General. 

Gen. Keifer’s nomination is made to fill 
the vacancy created by the declination of 
Gen. Grenville Dodge. He has not occupied 
a prominent position in the public eye 
since he left the Speaker’s chair. 

Politically it is admitted by Ohioans that 
he is no longer a quantity, but the appoint- 
ment is due to his record in the war of the 
rebellion, which is said to have received 
the favorable consideration of Gen. Grant 
and other commanders. 


SECOND (N. J.) GOES SOUTH. 


Ten Hundred and Twenty-three 
Strong, It Heads for Chickamauga. 


SEA GIRT, June 1.—The last of the New 
Jersey Volunteers, the Second Regiment, 
left Camp Voorhees this afternoon for their 
new post, Chickamauga, Ga., amid the 
hearty plaudits of thousands of Jerseymen 
who had journeyed to Sea Girt to wish the 
patriots godspeed on their long journey. 
The regiment, 1,023 strong, marched out of 
camp in columns of four, with its crack 
drum and flute corps playing “ Dixie,” 
“When Johnnie Comes Marching Home 


Again.” and ‘‘ America.” On their way to 
the station they passed through a lane of 
enthusiastic spectators that numbered fully 
5,000. Gov. Voorhees, Senators Skirm and 
Francis, Gens. Donnelly and Stryker, Col. 
Oliphant, andanumber of prominent military 
officials reviewed the troops as they swept 
by the Governor’s headquarters. 

Four special trains were required to trans- 
port the volunteers. The horses, baggage, 
tents, and ammunition—100,000 rounds—filled 
ten freight cars. Each battalion occupied 
twelve cars. The officers rode in Pullman 
sleepers and the men in ordinary day 
coaches. Each private was assigned an 
entire seat, in order to prevent crowding. 
The trains went over the Pennsylvania 
Road to Harrisburg, the Cumberland Val- 
ley to Hagerstown, the Norfolk and West- 
ern to Bristol, Tenn., the Southern Railway 
to Chattanooga, and the Rome and South- 
ern Road to Camp Thomas,

Mr. Jenkinson has authority to 
raise troops in any part of the United 
States and expected to go South for the pur- 
pose, but because of the desire of colored 
men of this part of the State to obtain rep- 
resentation in the army he decided to be- 
gin work here. The quick response has de- 
termined him to raise at least one more 
company here and possibly a third.

PLANS FOR RECRUITING 


Fifty-two Thousand Volunteers 
Needed to Fill Out Strength 
of Existing Commands.

ONLY 23,000 FOR NEW ONES 


Official Announcement from the Adju- 
tant General’s Office of the Policy 
to be Pursued in Making Up 
the Units of the Army. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—President Mc- 
Kinley’s decision to insist wpon the recruit- 
ing of the volunteer organizations already 
enrolled in the National service before new 
ones are accepted under the second call, 
announced in THE NEw York TIMES to-day, 
was made public officially to-day by the 
promulgation from the War Department of 
a copy of the telegram sent to the various 
Governors as follows: 

Under the first call for 125,000 men, it was con- 
templated that the number of original organiza- 
tions called for should have the maximum 
strength, but on account of additional organiza- 
tions having to be accepted, this maximum had 
to be reduced to eighty-one enisted men per com- 
pany. The maximum now contemplated is 106 
enlisted men per.company of infantry, 100 per 
troop of cavalry, 173 ae light battery, 200 per 
heavy battery, 1,326 of all grades per regiment, 
infantry, consisting of three battalions of four 
companies each. The Secretary bids me say it 
is now the wish of the President to apply, in ac- 
cordance with the law, so much of the second call 
for 75,000 as may be necessary to fill organiza- 
tions already in the service from your State to 
the maximum just stated. The Secretary of 
War bids me say that the recruiting officers will 
be detailed to make and superintend, under army 
regulations, enlistments for this purpose. 

Under the first. call, the maximum 
strength of the regiments of infantry mus- 
tered in was 1,026. Under the army re- 
organization act, in compliance with which 
they are to be expanded, the maximum 
strength will be 1,326, an increase of exact- 
ly 300 men. As at present constituted, the 
maximum strength of the unit organizations 
of the volunteer army was as follows: Com- 
pany of infantry, 81 enlisted; troop of cav- 
alry, 81 enlisted; heavy battery of artillery, 
146 enlisted; light battery, 121 enlisted. 

These will now be recruited so as to make 
the maximums of enlisted men as men- 
tioned in the above instructions. It is 
recognized at the War Department that it 
is not the fault of the Governors of the 
States that the regiments were not made 
up to the maximum at the outset. The 
Governors went according to the figures 
given them by the Adjutant General’s Office, 
which fixed 1,026 as the maximum strength 
of a regiment of infantry. This was 300 
less than it should have been and 300 less 
than the law intended. 

The Adjutant General’s Office, in turn put 
the maximum at this low figure because of 
the pressure brought to bear by the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of War to make as 
many regiments as possible out of the 
125,000. It was done contrary to the judg- 
ment of the military experts of the depart- 
ment, 

Authority for reducing the regiments 50 
far below the figures prescribed by the 
newly enacted reorganization law was found 
in the section of that statute which says 
that, in the event of a call by the Pres- 
ident for volunteers, he may accept the 
quotas of the various States and Terri- 
tories in companies, troops, and batteries, 
each to contain ‘so far as practicable” 
the number of enlisted men authorized in 
the act. The provision was never intended 
to violate the uniformity of the law, it 
being the idea of its framers, according to 
Representative Hull, that it would result 
in the commands being practically of the 
same size. 

Having started wrong through the inter- 
ference of political influences, the War De- 
partment was unable to correct this error 
until the second call for volunteers made it 
possible to raise the skeleton commands to 
their proper strength from out of the new 
levy. It is stated on very high authority 
that the President has been in favor of this 
course from the first. His experience in the 
past war and his knowledge of military af- 
fairs in general were sufficient to convince 
him of his wisdom, and, added to this was 
the unanimous advice of his military coun- 
selors. 

The fact that the President and the Secre- 
tary of War were responsible for making 
the regiments too small under the first call 
operated, however, to make them seek to 
deal rather gingerly with the State Execu- 
tives in enforcing the regulations for the 
second levy. The Administration, in view 
of its own responsibility for allowing the 
attenuated regiments, in response to the 
importunities of the National Guard under 
the original call, was not in a position to 
insist as strenuously on mustering being 
done right this time as it might otherwise 
have done. 

That it finally decided on requiring the 
existing commands to be raised to the prop- 
er level is felt by army officials to be a 
most fortunate outcome, and one upon 
which the Administration and the country 
are to be congratulated. It is only hoped 
that the good effect of this rule will not be 
spoiled by too many exceptions being made 
to it. It has been decided to withhold the 
apportionment of the different States and 
Territories from publication for the present 
for the reason that such publications at this 
time would tend to embarrass and delay 
the officials of the department in the organ- 
ization of the new regiments. 

Favorable responses have been received 
from the Governors of nearly all the States, 
and the Adjutant General’s office has been 
enabled to go ahead with the plans for the 
equipment of the troops under the second 
eall. According to the plans already formu- 
lated, 52,000 troops will be required to re- 
cruit the regiments of the existing organi- 
zations up to their maximum strength, leav- 
ing only 23,000 troops to be mustered in 
for the organization of entirely new regi- 
ments. Several of the States and Terri- 
tories have already furnished troops under 
the first call in excess of their quotas under 
both calls, and Adjt. Gen. Corbin is au- 
thority for the statement that none of them 
will at this time be called upon to furnish 
any additional troops. The District of Co- 
lumbia and the following named States are 
included in the list: Delaware, Vermont, 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Montana, 
Idaho, and Wyoming. 


NEWS ABOUT THE ARMY. 


Five Carloads cf Ammunition Are 
Shipped from Governors Island. 


Five carloads of ammunition from Gov- 
ernors Island were shipped by the Old Do- 
minion Steamship Line to Norfolk yester- 
day, whence it will be forwarded by rail to 
Tampa. Four of the carloads consisted of 
heavy projectiles, which will be used in tha 
siege guns sent with the armies of invasion 
to Cuba and Puerto Rico. 

Forty ambulances arrived in this city yes- 
terday from the Studebaker works at South 
Bend, Ind., and were taken to Governors 
Island. 

The two war balloons purchased by the 
Government in France have been varnished 
and placed in perfect condition for service 
and will be shipped from Governors Island 
to Tampa before the end of the week. Major 
Joseph E. Maxfield of the Signal Corps, 
who is an expert aeronaut, has one balloon 
at Tampa already, and is engaged in or- 
ganizing a corps of military balloonists. 

Officials of the Transportation Department 
of the Army Quartermaster’s office yester- 
day inspected the Cromwell Line steamship 
New Orleans. The vessel will probably be 
chartered for use as a transport. 

Fifteen recruits assigned to the Fourth 
Cavalry left Fort Slocum yesterday for 
San Francisco, where they will embark for 
Manila. 


NAVAL CADETS SENT TO SEA. 


Only the Fourth Class and the New- 
Comers Left at Annapolis. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—The Naval Acad- 
emy will be a deserted school this Sum- 
mer. The first class, which was entitled 
to be graduated and sent off on ships at 
the end of this month, was shipped some 
time ago. The second class, which, under 


ordinary circumstances, would have been 
assigned ic warships next year, was soon 
afterward assigned to the different fleets, 
in order that the cadets might have the 
experience of actual war as a part of their 
gry 

Great dissatisfaction was felt by what will 
be the first class until the cadets were fa- 
vored with assignments, and then the third 
class put in some work to obtain like favors. 
A day or two ago a few of the third class 
obtained assignments. The effect of this 
departure was to break down the bars. In- 
stead of taking the practice cruise or spend- 
ing the Summer at the Academy, in study 
of naval blackboard propositions, all the 
members of the present third class have 
been ordered aboard naval vessels. 

Now the fourth class, the “ plebs” of a 
year ago, are worrying. The assignment of 
the first, second, and third classes will leave 
at the academy only the fourth c'ass and 
the new men who come in under the Spring 
exe-minations, and those that are held in 
Sep tzmber.

MORE SHIPS FOR THE NAVY. 


The Topeka, Newark, Philadelphia, 
and Buffalo Soon to Go Into 
Service. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—Thanks to the 
extraordinary efforts put forth by the Bu- 
reau of Construction and Repair of the 
Navy Department, what amounts to a new 
fleet of fighting ships will be added to the 
National navy ‘during the present month. 

The cruiser Topeka, formerly the Diog- 
enes, one of the Government’s foreign pur- 
chases, which has been undergoing renova- 
tion at the New York Navy Yard, will be 
completed and ready for service during the 
month. 

The cruiser Newark, which has been un- 
dergoing repairs at the Norfolk Navy Yard 
for months past, will be ready for sea by 
June 15. Her crew is made up, and there 
will be no delay beyond that date. 

The Philadelphia ig being hurried to com- 
pletion at Mare Island, and will go into 
commission by the last of the month. 

The former dynamite cruiser Nictheroy, 
bought from Brazil and renamed the Buf- 
falo, now on her way to this country, will 
go into dry dock at ‘Norfolk as soon as she 
can reach that port, which ought to be in 
a few days. She will be thoroughly re- 
paired and overhauled and equipped as a 


fighting, rather than an auxiliary, cruiser. 
A belt of armor 2% inches thick will be put 
on her, and she will have a strong battery. 
The Bureau of Construction and Repair ex- 
pects to take advantage of the time neces- 
sary to put the Buffalo’s machinery in order 
to make a first-rate fighting ship out of her, 
and it is predicted that she will prove to be 
one of the most efficient of the auxiliary 
purchases. The armor, ammunition hoists, 
and, part of the armament for the cruiser 
are already at Norfolk, and work will be 
rushed on her from the moment she gets in 
the dock. 

The torpedo boats Mackenzie, Rowan, and 
Davis are expected to be completed and 
ready for service during the month. 

The gunboat Princeton, which recently 
had her trial trip, is in the dock having 
her copper sheathing put on, and will prob- 
ably be ready for service in a week. 

These are additions to the fighting 
strength of the navy which amount to 
something. That these vessels have been 
made ready so soon is largely due to the 
efforts of Chief Constructor Hichborn, who 
has been rushing work in all the Govern- 
ment departments night and day since tho 
war began, and hurrying forward the ships 
under contract as much as possible, 


SPAIN BUYS CATTLE AND CORN. 


Attempt to be Made to Smuggle Them 
Out of Mexico for Cuba, 
It Is Said. 


MEXICO CITY, June 1,—It is reported 
that the agents of the Spanish Government 
are buying cattle and grain here, hoping 
to smuggle them out of the country in 


tramp steamers, which will endeavor to run 
the Cuban blockade. 

The matter will be looked into by the 
Government, which is determined to main- 
tain a strict neutrality. The Spaniards are 
working very secretly in the matter. 


A SURPRISE AT THE JUNTA. 


A Cuban Editor Appears After Years 
Spent in Spanish Prison, 


Juan Gualberto Gomez, a Cuban revolu- 
tionist who ‘had escaped from the Spanish 
prison in the penal colony of Ceuta, sur- 
prised the members of the Cuban Junta 
yesterday by walking into their headquar- 
ters. <All were overjoyed, and the Junta 
members decided to give him a banquet to- 
morrow evening at some place that they 
had not settled upon last night. 

Sefior Gomez was formerly editor of a 
newspaper in Havana, and for espousing the 
cause of Cuban liberty he was lodged in 
jail. That was in 1875, and later he was 
released under the general amnesty granted 
by the Spanish Government. After this 
formality had been complied with, the Span- 
ish Government arrested him again on 


charges of having furnished arms and am- 
munition to the insurgents. He was con- 
victed and sentenced to imprisonment for 
life. 

He was subjected to many indignities, 
and was not even allowed to correspond 
with any of hfs friends. He managed, how- 
ever, to get a piece of paper and a pen, 
and used his own blood instead of ink to 
write a letter to his wife. The letter was 
smuggled out of prison and reached his 
wife. Gomez managed to make his escape 
from prison last March and by a circuitous 
route reached New York. 

Another welcome visitor at the Junta’s 
rooms yesterday was Major Henry Brooks, 
who belongs to one of the wealthiest fami- 
lies in Eastern Cuba, and who was among 
the first to take the field for Cuban liberty. 
He was in several engagements under Gen. 
Garcia, but became ill and was compelled 
to leave. He came here by way of Jamaica. 

T. Estrada Palma said that he ‘had not 
received direct news from Cuba for over a 
week, but he knew that the Cuban forces 
regarded the war as almost over. There 
were over 1,000 Cuban soldiers on the out- 
skirts of Santiago, he said, who were wait- 
ing for the American Navy to strike, so 
that they might co-operate from ;the land. 
Mr. Palma thought it best for the United 
States not to make any direct attack upon 
Havana until they have taken Puerto Rico 
and Santiago. 


HUNT FOR SPANISH SPIES. 


William A. Pinkerton Undertakes 
Work Similar to His Father’s. 


CHICAGO, June 1.—William A. Pinker- 
ton, son of the famous detective and Gov- 
ernment spy, Allan Pinkerton, has been 
called into the Government Secret Service 
to hunt for Spanish spies. 

Mr. Pinkerton was called to Washington 
in much the same way that Allan Pinkerton 


was summoned by President Lincoln thirty- 
seven years ago. He started on almost the 
first train after receiving the message. 

When he went away, Mr. Pinkerton left 
word that he would be back in two weeks, 
but his friends say he expects to be absent 
much longer than that, and that the time 
of his return depends entirely on his success 
in running down a coterie of Spanish spies 
and plotters who have been hampering the 
work of the Navy Department. It is the 
same work that Allan Pinkerton was 
charged with by President Lincoln at the 
outbreak of the rebellion.

BRYAN HAS CONFIDENCE. 
He Has Had No Military Experience 
and Does Not Know What Kind 


of a Soldier He Will Make. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—The following is 
a copy of a telegram sent by Secretary 
Alger to. the Governor of Nebraska con- 
cerning the acceptance of an additional full 
regiment from that State under the Presi- 
dent’s second call for 75,000 men: 

“There will be accepted from your Stato 
one additional regiment of infantry of a 


maximum strength under the law not to ex- 
pons 1,826 of all grades as per your re- 
que ” 

This action of the War nt will 
permit the appointment of Wiliam Jen- 
nings Bryan to the Colonelcy of the regi- 
ment if the Governor desires to confer upon 
him that office 


LINCOLN, Neb., June 1.—W. J. Bryan’s 
leap to military prominence, while sudden, 


was not entirely unpremeditated. Mr. Bryan 
is wholly without military experience, 
either as a military man or otnerwise. He 
admitted as much very frankly when dis- 
preg the proffer of his services to Presi- 
dent McKinley the day war was declared. 

Commenting on the failure of the Presi- 
dent to accept his services and his further 
effort to become a soldier, Mr. Bryan 
said: ‘“*I suppose his (McKinley’s) failure 
to assign me to duty was due to my lack 
of military experience. Thinking that a 
second call for volunteers might neces- 
sary, and feeling that I could go in upon an 
equal footing with all the volunteers who 
were raw recruits, I undertook to raise a 
regiment, and have had no difficulty in 
securing the necessary companies. I do not 
know what kind of a soldier I shall make. 
That remains to be seen. Certainly, no 
one owes more to his country than I, and 
no one ought to be more willing to fight 
for his country. I believe that every citi- 
zen should support the Government when 
final action is taken, whether he approves 
of the action or not, but in this case I 
have an additional incentive in the fact 
that I believe the war to be a just one.” 

Mr. Bryan, however, is proving an apt 
pupil in military knowledge, and is confi- 
dent he will lead a regiment to war.

YACHTS FOR COAST WORK 


Naval Auxiliary Board Recom- 
mends Ten for Purchase. 


THE VESSELS NOW ON DUTY 


Admiral Erben’s Plans for Defense in 
the Various Districts—The Elfrida 
May Become a Torpedo Gunboat. 


The Naval Auxiliary Board yesterday aft- 
ernoon forwarded to the Navy Department 
a list of ten yachts which are recommended 
for purchase, to be used in the coast de- 
fense service. The fact that the board 
allowed the names of the vessels to be 
made public is considered as evidence that 
the negotiations for their purchase are 
practically concluded, and they will prob- 
ably be turned over to the Government to- 
day. 

The yacnts are the Shearwater, Sylvia, 
Stranger, Eugenia, Vidette, Rival, Neira, 
Casette, Lagonda, and Althea. While not 
of the larger class, the vessels are of the 
size ynost suitahle for the service required 
of them by the-Government, and are among 
the best of their size in Atlantic Coast 
waters. 

The Shearwater is 124 feet long, 18 feet 
in beam, and 6 feet in draught, and is 
owned by Henry Wolcott of Denver, a 
brother of Senator Wolcott. The Sylvia is 
148 feet long, 18 feet in beam, with an 11- 
. foot draught, 1nd belongs to ex-Commodore 

E. M. Brown of the New York Yacht Club. 
The Stranger is owned by Mrs. Mary Lewis 
of this city. The vessel is 187 feet long, 2: 
feet in beam, and 10 feet draught. The 
Eugenia is owned by J. G. Cassatt. She is 
149 feet long, 19 feet beam, and 10 feet 
draught. The Vidette is 124 feet long, 18 
feet in beam, and 6 feet draught, and is 
the property of M. C. D. Bordan. The Rival 
is owned by Gen. C. C. Dodge. She is 102 
feet long, 17 feet beam, and 6.6 feet 
draught. The Neira is 130 feet long, 20 feet 
beam, 7 feet draught, and is owned by 
Charles A. Gould. The Casette is 97 feet 
in length, 12 feet beam, 5 feet draught, and 
is owned by Charles H. Tatum. The La- 
gonda is owned by S. H. Austin, Jr., and the 
Althea by T. Edwin Ward. 


Admiral Erben’s Plans. 


Admiral Erben, commanding the coast de- 
fense system, is preparing to at once 
strengthen every district on the coast, as 
nearly all are practically without even 


sufficient vessels to protect the mine fields in 
the various harbors. 

The first district, including the Maine and 
New Hampshire coasts, has at present one 
monitor and two patrol boats. The sec- 
ond district, extending from Hampton Har- 
bor, N. H., to Warren Point, has two moni- 
itors and two ferryboats. The monitor Le- 
high and ferryboats are at Boston Har- 
mor and the monitor Catskill is at Glouces- 
er. 

The Third District, which extends south- 
ward to Shrewsbury Rocks, N. J., has head- 
quarters in this city. In this district the 
yacht Hist is at Newport. The monitor 
Jason and the Mahopac are in Gardiner’s 
Bay, and the monitor Nahant and the 
yachts Aileen, Restless, Freelance, and Vik- 
ing are in this harbor. 

The Fourth District, which includes 
Hampton Roads and the Chesapeake, has 
only one yacht, but the ice boat Philadel- 
phia is being fitted up at League Island 
and will go on duty in a few days. A mon- 
itor and another yacht will be assigned to 
this district. The wrecking tug J. D. Jones 
is being fitted up at Norfolk for use in the 
Fifth District, which extends from Norfolk 
to New River Inlet, N. C. The Sixth Dis- 
trict, including the harbors of Charleston 
and Savannah, has no boats at present, al- 
though three vessels are being fitted up in 
Charieston for the service. The Seventh 
District, which includes Key West, Tampa, 
and Pensacola, has no patrol boats. The 
Eighth District, extending from Mobile to 
the southern point of Texas, has the Poto- 
mac stationed at the mouth of the Missis- 
sippi.. The tugs Choctaw, Powhatan, and 
Tacoma are being fitted up for this district. 

Word was received by the Naval Auxil- 
jary Board yesterday that Dr. W. Seward 
Webb’s yacht Elfrida, which was reported 
wrecked on Barnaby Island, in the St. 
Lawrence River, is safe, and is now en 
route for this port. She will report at the 
Navy yard, and will probably be converted 
into a torpedo punbest 

The board is looking for a second hospital 
ship for duty in Southern waters, The 
Plant Steamship Company has offered for 
this service its new steamship La Grande 
Duchesse, now building at Newport News. 
She will be ready for sea within two weeks. 

Chief Engineer Dixon was Tmoreex de- 
tached from the Naval Board and ordered 
to the Brooklyn Navy Yard.

ALBANY, June 1.—Capt. Miller, com- 
mandant of the State Naval Militia, has

An Inquiry to Place the Blame for the 
Collision of the Columbia 
and Foscolia. 


An inquiry is now being made at the 
navy yard to place the blame for the col- 
lision between the cruiser Columbia and the 
tramp steamer Foscolia, through which the 
Foscolia was sunk and the Columbia badly 
damaged. The board, presided over by 
Capt. Miller, appointed to make the inquiry, 
began its work yesterday morning, but 
only the members of the board and wit- 
nesses examined were allowed to be present. 
The Captain and some of the crew of the 


Foscolia were the first witnesses. After 
they have finished their inquiry a report 
will be sent to Washington, and then, if 
their findings charge any one with negli- 
gence, there may be a court-martial. The 
question of damages to be awarded to the 
owners of the .cscolia will not be consid- 
ered by this board. ; 

How long it will take to get the Columbia 
ready for sea again no one will say, but 
it is hinted that she will be protecting the 
coast again in about ten days. All the 
damaged plates have been ripped off, and 
the work of repairing the injured frames 
has begun. ; 

Capt. Burrell, who has been appointed to 
the command of the collier Alexander re- 
ported for duty yesterday, and the vessel 
will be put in commission to-day. 

The transport Badger, formerly the Ward 
Line steamer Yumuri, which has been over- 
hauled at the Morgan Iron Works, was 
taken lo the yard in the afternoon by the 
tugs Nina and Narkeeta. She was moored 
at Cob Dock, and will be ready for, serwice 
in a few days. 

Admiral Erben has ordered the monitor 
Jason to New London to protect the harbor 
there. She will leave the yard to-morrow 
and proceed down the Sound under her own 
steam. The Jason is manred by a detail 
from the Second Battalion of New York 
Naval Militia. 

The Atlanta, which is in Dry Dock No. 1 
has been painted and cemented, and will be 
floated out to-day, and the Chicago will be 
fioated in the dock in her place. Men were 
at work yesterday painting the Chicago. 

The collier Scindia, in command of Capt. 
Wayson, left the yard at 3:20 o’clock 
bound south. 


FLAGS FOR NAVAL MILITIA. 


A Sword Also Presented to Commander 
Stayton in Brooklyn. 


The members of the Defenders Auxiliary 
Corps presented a set of Meyer’s signal code 
flags to the Second Battalion, Naval Militia, 
in the old Thirteenth Regiment Armory, 
Brooklyn, last evening. Miss Margaret Sey- 
mour Hall, the President, made the presen- 
tation address, and Commander tayton 
made an address of acceptance. 

A handsome sword, with a gold handle, 
was presented on behalf of the Second Na- 
val Battalion to Commander Stayton, On 
the handle were engraved his initials. 

The commander gave a drill for the ben- 
efit of the women of the auxiliary. Com- 
mander Stayton then mustered out the bat- 
talion.

The battalion decided to go 
to the yard in a body to be examined by the 
Surgeons and to decide their future course 
later.

Mortally Wounded His Wife. 


MOUNT VERNON, N. Y., June 1.—John 
Sweeney, an employe of the Street Depart- 
ment here, shot and mortally wounded his 
wife, Mary, in front of their home at North 
Fifth Avenue and Bridge Street to-night. 


Mrs. Sweeney was taken to the hospital in 
a dying condition and her husband was 
placed under arrest. Jealousy is supposed 
to have caused Sweeney to commit the 
crime. On the way to the police station 
Sweeney drew his revolver and fired at Po- 
liceman Ember. Ember swung his club and 
hit Sweeney on the head just as he fired. 
The bullet struck the policeman’s helmet 
and, fearing Sweeney would shoot at him 
again, he rendered him unconscious with 
arotber blow of his club. 


Cigarettes and Rejected Volunteers, 


In an article printed in THE New Yorr 
Times of May 11, referring to the comment 
heard in Washington upon the large num- 
ber of rejections of volunteers, it was 
stated that “the physicians who have 
actually conducted the examinations say 
that outside of the ranks of cigarette 
smokers there are even fewer rejections 
than there were in the days of the civil 
war,” and that “among habitual users of 
the cigarettes the rejections are about 90 
per cent.” This statement was misleading, 
and had no foundation in fact, inasmuc 
as the examination on the part of the phy- 
sicians showed no such results. 


Passengers and Crew from Wrecked 
Steamer Arrive at Philadelphia, 
Among Them Senor Capote. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 1.—The Norwe- 
gian fruit steamer Kong Frode, Capt. Gun- 
derson, arrived at her pier in this city to- 
day from Port Antonio, having on board the 
crew and passengers of the British steamer 
Belvidere, which was wrecked on the night 
of May 25 on the coast of Cuba, near Cape 
Maysi. All on board the Belvidere were 
saved, but the passengers and most of the 
crew lost nearly all their personal baggage. 

Prominent among those on board the Bel- 
videre was Domingo M. Capote, Vice Presi- 
dent of the Cuban Republic; M. Despaigne, 
his private secretary, and A. Herrera, his 
chief of staff. These men bear important 
dispatches to the Cuban Junta in this coun- 
try, and it was by mere chance that Sefior 
Capote and his companions are not now 
prisoners of Spanish soldiers in Cuba. After 
coming ashore from the Belvidere on Cape 
Maysi they encountered a small body of 
Spaniards, with whom they conversed, but 
managed to remain unrecognized. 

The Belvidere, which was an 873-ton ves- 
sel, left Kingston May 25 for Boston. All 
went well until nearly midnight of the same 
day, when the weather became thick and 
the rain fell in torrents. Cape Maysi Light 
was passed during the night, and about 
11:80 -o’cleck -the vessel crashed into the 
cliffs about two miles southwest of Que- 
nado. Most of the passengers were below at 
the time, and for a while there was con- 


siderable confusion aboard. It was soon 
noticed, however, that the steamer was 
lying about six yards from the cliffs and 
was hard and fast on the rocks. A line of 
long planks was run to the shore, and with 
the aid of First Officer Crowell and Chief 
Steward Leonard, the passengers were 
taken to the top of the cliff. The first to 
go were the women on board, Mrs. S. M. 
Da Costa and daughter of Jamaica. Then 
Sefior Capote and his companions were put 
ashore. 

After all had been safely landed a num- 
ber of the crew returned and secured some 
of the ship’s awnings, from which a tent 
was rigged and all hands huddled beneath 
it for the night, sheltered from the rain. 
The next. morning it was decided to reach 
Cape Maysi Lighthouse. A number of the 
party, accompanied by the ladies, started 
out, and after walking about seven miles 
reached the lighthouse. Lieuts. Hernandez 
and Estabano and about eighteen Spanish 
soldiers returned to the scene of the wreck. 
Vice President Capote and Sefior Herrera 
were inside the tent and were unobserved 
or passed by unnoticed by the soldiers. 
Secretary Despaigne, however, was in con- 
versation with the Spanish officers, but as 
he spoke English well they did not suspect 
him. They left soon after supplying the 
wrecked persons with liquors and dry cloth- 


ing. 

Chief Officer Crowell of the wrecked 
steamer speaks highly of the Spanish offi- 
cers’ conduct, and stated that one of them 
had said: “We would do this even if ws 
knew you were Americans.” 

On Thursday night the weather cleared, 
and or. Friday morning the Kong Frode 
hove in sight. The Belvidere had settled 
somewhat, and the water was up to her 
cylinders. The Norwegian was hailed by 
Capt. Paine. She stood off about seventy- 
five yards, and sent small boats to the side 
of the Belvidere. The twenty-four passen- 
gers were first taken on board the Nor- 
wegian steamer, and then the crew and 
officers of the Belvidere, in all sixty-five 
persons. 

The voyage to this city was uneventful. 
Capt. Paine and his crew succeeded in sav- 
ing the greater part of the mail in the Bel- 
videre, and said that the mext hard blow 
would surely break the ship to pieces. 

Vice President Capote, in an interview, 
said that he and his party left Cuba in an 
open boat. After being on the water forty 
hours they reached Falmouth, Jamaica. 
From there they went to Kingston and em- 
barked on the Belvidere. Sefior Capote re- 
fused to state his mission to this country, 
except that he carried important papers 
from the Cuban capital to the Junta in the 
United States. 

The Vice President said that the Cuban 
Army is not in the best of condition for 
effective co-operation with the American 
Army. He stated that the Cubans are 
armed with Remington and Mauser rifies, 
most of which have been captured from the 
Spaniards. He said that at present there 
are 10,000 Cuban soldiers in the Province of 
Santiago, under the command of Gen. Calix- 
to Garcia. They are scattered throughout 
the province, and are only about fifteen or 
twenty miles from Santiago City, in front 
of which Admiral Cervera’s fleet is now 
supposed to ibe. As to the number of Span- 
ish soldiers in the city, he could not say, 
but thought there were about 3,000 of them 
concentrated there. Sefior Capote and party 
ine to-night or to-morrow for New 
York. 


FENCES FOR TELEPHONE LINES. 


New Jersey Farmers to Put the Wires 
to Practical Use. 


NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., June 1.—The 
farmers of Washington Valley, near here, 
are seriously considering the project of a 
telephone line, which may be constructed at 
a minimum expense. They have heard of a 
primitive line that is in use in the southern 
part of the State, and intend building one of 


their own if it be found practicable. Near] 
all the farms in the valley are surrounde 
by wire fences, and it is proposed to use 
these fences for telephone wires. The only 
thing necessary is to replace the nails that 
hold the wires to the posts with insulators. 
At stations and farmhouses wires will be 
run from the fences to connect with the in- 
struments. 

The cost of conducting such a line will be 
very small. All each farmer will have to 
do keep the wires along his place in res 
pair, and as he would do that whether they 
were telephone wires or not, it will entail no 
extra expense. An expert electrician will 
be secured to put the connecting wires in 
place, which can be done in a few days. 
he farmers intend to operate one line unti} 
they see how it works, and in case the line 
is a success the valley will soon be a net- 
work of telephone wire fencea. 


| CORPORATIONS NOT TAXED | 


General Proposition Defeated in 
the Senate, but the Standard 
Oi: Company Must Pay. 


SUGAR TRUST ALSO NAMED 


Many Features of the War Revenue 
.Bill Have Been Passed with Vari- 
ous Amendments—Bimetallism 

. Brought Up by Mr. Chandler. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—When the War 
Revenue bill was taken up in the Senate 
Mr. Chandler (Rep., N. H.,) assuming, he 
said, that the majority of the Finance Com- 
mittee would insist upon its proposition to 
coin the silver seigniorage, and that the 
Republican minority would press its bond 
proposition, thought it proper to offer some 
remarks upon an amendment which he had 
offered to the pending bill. The amendment 
follows: 

‘* And it is hereby declared to be the policy of 
the United States not to commit the country 
more thoroughly to the gold standard, but that 
the efforts of the Government in all its branches 
shall be steadily directed to secure and main- 
tain the use of silver as well as gold as standard 
money, with the free coirage of both under a 
system of bimetallism which will insure the 
parity in value of the coins of the two metals, 
furnish a sufficient volume of metallic money, 
and give immunity to the world of trade from 
violent fluctuations in exchange.”’ 

Referring to the general features of the 
bill, Mr. Chandler declared that the oppo- 
nents of the existing war should not be 
allowed to make it unpopular by the in- 
fliction upon the people of onerous and ill- 
advised taxation. He urged that it were 
better to await the developments of the 
war before making extensive provision for 
it. A few months hence, he thought, it 
would be far easier than it now is to deter- 
mine what amount of taxation should be 
levied. 

Mr. Chandler announced his opposition to 
the issue of legal-tender notes. The war, 
he said, could be fought to a triumphant 
close without endangering the parity of 
gold and our existing paper money. In his 
opinion, however, the proposed coinage of 
the silver seigniorage was an entirely differ- 
ent thing. He saw advantages that would 
accrue to the country from the conversion 
of the seigniorage into money and not the 
least danger. He felt, therefore, that it 
would be wise and healthy to coin the 
seigniorage. He also favored an issue of 
ten-year three per cent. bonds as the cheap- 
est way of raising needed funds for the 
prosecution of the war. Mr. Chandler then 
began a discussion of the financial question, 
in which he opposed the gold standard and 
advocated bimetallism. 


Mr. Chandler on Bimetallism, 


In the course of a discussion of the Ad- 
ministration’s effort to secure international 
bimetallism, Mr. Chandler criticised Secre- 
tary Gage sharply for the position he had 
assumed in attempting irrevocably to com- 
mit the Administration to the gold stand- 
ard. Following a reference to the work of 
the bimetallic commission in Europe, he in- 


troduced in his speech a letter which he 
wrote to the President last September, in 
which he prophesied the failure of the com- 
mission’s efforts. 

“To this letter,” said Mr. Chandler, at 
the conclusion of the reading, ‘“‘1 received 
no reply.”’ 

Mr. Chandler then referred to the mess- 
age of the President transmitting the ac- 
tion of the Indianapolis Monetary Commis- 
sion, and said the House hastened to take 
action in favor of the gold standard. He 
continued to discuss the action of Secretary 
Gage, and criticised his hostility to silver 
and international bimetallism, Speaking of 
the action of the ‘Teller resolution, which 
reaffirmed the Stanley Matthews silver res- 
olution, he said that Secretary Gage had 
many supporters in the Republican Party. 
He said that at the head of those who 
voted for the Matthews resolution in the 
House was William McKinley, now Presi- 
dent, and in the Senate William B. Allison 
of Iowa. 

He thought it remarkable that what was 
true and honest twenty years ago was true 
but dishonest now. Mr. Chandler said the 
Republican Party did not hesitate to reor- 
ganize the Supreme Court in order to assert 
the right of the United States to issue irre- 
deemable paper money. He reviewed the 
various decisions of the Supreme Court on 
this subject, and said that national honor 
was not in danger by coinage of silver if 
it was not endangered by the issue of paper. 
eae Chandler spoke for an hour and a 

alf. 


Senator Hoar Indignant, 


Mr. Hoar (Rep., Mass.,) made a reply to a 
part of Mr. Chandler’s remarks, manifest- 
ing much indignant feeling. He said that 
whether the Secretary of the Treasury was 
in financial accord with the Administration, 


with the President personally, or with the 
Senate, did not'seem to him much to affect 
a bill providing the sinews for the existing 
war. 

Referring to the charge made by Mr. 
Chandler that the Supreme Court had been 
packed by President Grant for the purpose 
of reversing the decision against the consti- 
tutionality of legal-tender notes, Mr. Hoar 
declared that it was “an infamous and 
vile slander upon an eminent citizen of 
Massachusetts, (Attorney General Hoar,) a 
man long since dead, whose. reputation is 
untarnished, and whose fame is dearer to 
~ than is the remaining portion of my 

e. 

“Stating my belfef that the honorable 
Senator (Mr. Chandler) has been misled, I 
declare upon my responsibility as a Senator 
and as a gentleman the charge that the Su- 
preme Court was packed to declare the 
issue of legal-tender notes constitutional is 
as vile a slander as ever thrust its dirty 
head from the stump.”’ ; 

Mr. Hoar then gave a circumstantial ac- 
count of the constitution of the Supreme 
Court at that time and of the changes in it 
that were made about that time. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Hoar’s remarks, 
Mr. Chandler immediately disclaimed any 
intention tu criticise President Grant or 
Attorney General Hoar, “ that distinguished 
son of Massachusetts,’ and he did not think 
such a charge was a fair deduction from his 
remarks, 

Mr. Stewart (Silver, Nevada,) made an 
extended statement concerning the Supreme 
Court’s decision upon the legal-tender notes 
and the incomes tax law. 

Mr. Bate (Dem., Tenn.,) read a prepared 
specch upon the general features of the 
pending bill. He particularly opposed the 
issue of bonds, saying that because we were 
able to triumph over Spain in war it was 
not necessary to smother her with a bond 
issue. He intimated that the bond issue 
proposition bore with it the shackles of 
the gold standard, and, while freeing the 
people of Cuba, it was the purpose of the 
Administration to enslave our own people 
by fastening upon them the gold standard. 

Mr. Bate supported the contention of a 
majority of the Finance Committee for a 
corporation tax, coinage of the silver seign- 
iorage, and the issue of legal-tender notes. 
Mr. Allen (Pop., Neb.,) offered as a pro- 
viso to the bond amendment of the minority 
of the committee the following: 

** Provided, that except that as in this act 
provided the Secretary of the Treasury shall not 
have hereafter authority to issue any bond or 
interest-bearing obligation unless specifically au- 
thorized to do so by Congress.’’ 

The pending question was upon the 
amendment of M® Gorman levying a gross 
receipt tax on corporations, but Mr. Gor- 
man withdrew the amendment temporarily, 
saying that he desired to offer it later in 
such form as would insure a direct vote 
upon his proposition. 

Consideration of the committee amend- 
ments to the bill was then resumed. The 
proviso allowing a discount of 7% r cent. 
on sales of beer stamps was modified by 
inserting the words, ‘‘ By collectors to brew- 
ers.”’ 

The special taxes were made to take “ ef- 
fect on and after July 1, 1898.” 


The Tax on Banks. 


The paragraph relating to a tax on bank- 
ers is so changed as to reduce the tax from 
$50 to $25 on banks employing a capital 
not exceeding $25,000, ‘“‘ when using or em- 
ploying a capital exceeding $25,000 for every 
additional thousand dollars in excess of $25,- 
000, $2; and in estimating, capital surplus 
shall be included. The amount of such capi- 
tal tax shall be computed on the basis of 
capital and surplus of the preceding year.” 

e paragraph relating to the tax on in- 
surance agents was made to read: “ Insur- 
ance agents shall pay $12. Every person, 
firm, or corporation having an office or 
place of business and acting as agent, &c., 
shall be regarded as an insurance agent.”’ 

The tobacco taxes were modified as hereto- 
fore announced to have been agreed upon 
by the committee. The proviso of the para. 
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graph levying taxes on tobacco was modified 
on as to ead: That in -. to the yrs 
y 0 acco and snu packages 
authorized by law, there may be packages 
thereof containing 1% ounces and 8%

co, the committee offered 
this eubstitute: ‘Dealers in leaf tobacco 
whose gnnual sales shall not exceed 50,000 
pounds shall each pay $6; where the annual 
Sales exceed 50,000 und: , and do not ex- 
ceed 100,000 pounds, Rio: over 100,000 pounds, 
$24.” e substitute was adopted. 
In the remaining paragraphs relating to 
tobacco the tax was levied upon the number 
of pounds handled instead of upon the ag- 
gregate price of the tobacco, and upon the 
number of the cigars manufactured instead 
of upon the cost of the cigars. The change 
was made, it was explained, in order to fa- 
cilitate the work of collection of the tax. 

Section 11 of the bill, providing for the 
cancellation of stamps, was eliminated, 

The provision requiring a stamp to be 
placed on certain medicines was amended 
so as to exempt receipts of prescriptions 
written by practicing physicians and sur- 
geons, “or which may be put up or com- 
pounded by a druggist or pharmacist.” 

The tax on money orders was restricted to 
original domestic money orders issued by 
the Government. 


Corporation Tax Defeated. 


Mr. Gorman then offered his amendment 
taxing corporations upon their gross re- 
ceipts as a substitute for the committee 
amendment levying a tax upon express and 


freight packages and upon all telephone 
messages upon which toll is paid. As 
finally proposed, Mr. Gorman’s amendment 
provided that the tax upon the gross re- 
ceipts of corporations Noten J business ex- 
eee | $250,000 a year should be one-quar- 
ter of 1 per cent. 

Mr. Pettigrew (Pop., S. D.,) sharply at- 
tacked the amendment, holding that the ex- 
emption of $250,000 ought not to be made.

Mr. Pettigrew then offered the original 
Gorman amendment, with the $250,000 ex- 
emption stricken out, as an additional sec- 
tion of the bill.

Mr. White (Dem., Cal.,) offered as a sub- 
stitute for the committee amendment levy- 
ing a tax upon corporations the Gorman 
amendment with all corporations eliminated 
except those engaged in the refining of 
sugar and petroleum, the amcunt of the tax 
being one-quarter of 1 per cent. Mr. White 
expressed his desire to lay a tax upon the 
Standard Oil Company and the Sugar Trust.

Mr. Gray (Dem., Dél.,) strongly opposed 
the stamp tax as onerous and odious to the 
people. e did not think it necessary at 
this time.

After agreeing to meet to-morrow at 10 
o'clock, the Senate at 6:10 P. M. went into 
executive session, and shortly afterward ad- 
jourred. 


MENOCAL COURT-MARTIAL. 


It Finds the Accused Guilty and Sen- 
tences Him to Suspension—Rec- 
ommendation for Clemency. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—Lieut. Laucheim- 
er, Judge Advocate of the Menocal Court- 
martial, to-day brought the proceedings of 
the court to Washington and laid them be- 
fore Secretary Long. The court found A. 
G. Menocal, civil engineer, guilty of neglect 


of duty and carelessness and sentenced him 
to suspension from duty on furlough pay 
for three years, but united in a strong rec- 


ommendation for clemency. The report has 
not yet been acted on. The charges grew 
out of the defective construction of the New 
York dry dock. 

The reasons set out by the court-martial 
for requesting the exercise of clemency 
were that the officer had been absent very 
much from the dock during its construction 
on account of illness, that the contract was 
imperfect in construction; that he had in- 
sufficient assistance in inspection, and, 
finally, that all of the commanding officers 
under whom he had served united in testi- 
fying to his industry and ability. 


Civili Engineer A. G. Menocal was tried 
by court-martial for culpable inefficiency 
and neglect of duty in the, construction of 
Dry Dock No. 8, the timber dock at the 
New York Navy Yard. There were twenty- 
three specifications under each of these 
charges. The trial began on May 7, and 
the court was composed of Rear Admiral 
A. . K. Benham, retired; Capt. Edwin 
re) ot Capt. H. Picking, retired; Capt. 
A. E. Reid, retired; Capt. Yates Sterling, 
Capt. Thomas Nelson, retired; Commander 
G. R. Durran, retired, and Commander W. 
B. Newman, retired. 

First Lieut. C. H. Laucheimer, United 
States Marine Corps, was Judge Advocate. 
John Gillies was the contractor for the 
work of building the dock. He was to con- 
struct the dock in twenty-seven months, 
and the cost was to be $412,000. The con- 
tract was signed Nov. 13, 1892. On account 
of defective work, $160,000 has been spent 
in trying to make the dock serviceable. 


RECIPROCITY WITH FRANCE. 


Concessions to France Are 1.42 Per 
Cent... and to America 2.58 Per Cent. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—The reciprocity 
arrangement between the United States and 
France goes into effect to-day, and orders 
have been issued to all customs officials in 


this country to make the tariff reductions 
in accordance with the agreement. 

Similar instruetions have been given by 
the French authorities, so that goods now 
in transit and actually reaching France to- 
day and hereafter will receive the benefit 
of the reduced duty. The French Embassy 
has been informed that President Faure 
took occasion to mention this arrangement 
in a speech made at St. Etienne Ny, 
saying it was ‘the best proof of the good 
understanding existing between the Gov- 
ernments of the two countries.” 

It is said that while the agreement is 
based on the strictest reciprocity princi- 
ples, yet, on a calculation on the imports 
of 1897, it appears that the concessions 
granted by the United States to France 
amount to 1.42 per cent. of the total reve- 
nue paid by French imports, while the con- 
cessions made by France to the United 
‘States show a reduction of 2.58 per cent. 
of the amount of revenue paid by the 
United States imports into France. 


PARIS, June 1.—A decree was published 
to-day provisionally extending the benefits 
of the minimum tariff to various American 
products.

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PATRIOTISM IN THE HOUSE 


Senate Bill to Remove Political 
Disabilities Passed After Some 
Stirring Speeches. 


GEN. JOE WHEELER’S POSITION 


Debate Upon the Constitutional Right 
of Gen. Wheeler to Assume a Mil- 
itary Command Without Re- 
signing from the House. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—To-day’s session 
of the House was given to the consideration 
and passage of the Senate bill to remove 
all political disabilities incurred by the third 
section of the Fourteenth Amendment to 
the Constitution. The passage of the Dill 
will affect few persons, since the general 
acts passed in President Grant’s Adminis- 
tration and many special relief bills have 
removed all disabilities with the exception 
of those in a few hundred cases. 

The bill was called up by Mr. Jenkins, 
(Rep., Wis.,) and the debate quickly turned 
upon the constitutional right of Gen. Joe 
Wheeler, who, without resigning from the 
House, has assumed and now holds the 
office of Major General in the volunteer 
army. 

Mr. Lacey, (Rep., Iowa,) advocating the 
bill, referred to the present as an oppor- 
tune time for passing the bill, and incit- 
dentally spoke of Gen. Wheeler as being 
absent on leave, an ex-Confederate serv- 
ing in the country’s army, an ante-bellum 
West Pointer, whose disabilities had been 
removed by an act several years since. 

This brought to his feet Mr. Bailey, (Dem., 
Texas.) ‘I rise,’’ he said, ‘‘to correct a 
false statement of the gentleman from 
Iowa. The gentleman from Alabama is 
not absent on leave of the House, and will 
not be with my consent, so long as I am 
a member.” 

‘* Mr. Speaker,”’ cried Mr. McMillin, (Dem., 
Tenn.,) interrupting. ‘‘ There is not a mem- 
ber of this House who does not love the 
gentleman from Alabama for going to the 
front to serve his country.” 

“TI say,”’ continued Mr. Bailey, with con- 
siderable feeling, ‘‘I do not believe a man 
can hold, under the Constitution, a military 
and civil office at the same time, and I 
would object to a proposition that would 
embody the abandonment of this belief, 
even were it made for my brother.” 

‘“*I want to say, Mr. Speaker,” responded 
Mr. McMillin, ‘‘ I would not object to grant- 
ing leave to any man on this floor who 


might want to go and put his body to the 
fire of the enemy.” 


Mr. Bailey Explains His Position. 


Mr. Bailey later secured the floor and ex- 
plained his position, arguing at length the 
unconstitutionality of any one holding a 
military and civil office at one and the same 
time. He quoted precedents, and referred 
to the recent case of Senator Sewell as es- 
tablishing that the acceptance of a military 


office vacates the Congressional office which 
the party accepting formerly occupied. 

“That gentleman from Alabama,” con- 
cluded Mr. Bailey, “‘ cannot serve in the 
army and here in the House, and his peo- 
ple ought to have representation.” 

Mr. Grosvenor (Rep., Ohio,) indorsed the 
position taken by Mr. Bailey, and declared 
his belief that no man’s patriotism will be 
called ‘‘ in question because he stands rigid- 
ly by the terms of the Constitution and its 
manifest spirit.””. He digressed to speak of 
the reunited country and the universality 
of patriotism manifest upon every hand. He 
attributed the friendly attitude of Europe, 
now growing daily more pronounced, to the 
fact that Europe wes convinced for the 
first time that absolute loyalty prevailed in 
this land, “If there is anything that makes 
a soldier of the civil war feel grateful to 
Almighty God,” he said, “it is to be per- 
mitted to live to see the present union of 
his country.” Concluding, the gray-haired 
member from Ohio declared: ‘‘I am ready 
to vote to remove every vestige of legisla- 
tion such as is aimed at in this bill, and, so 
help me God, I will try to forget!’’ 

Referring to the statements that some 
not responded promptly to the 
call for volunteers, Mr. Grosvenor explained 
it on the ground that National Guard or- 
ganization in some States was not so well 
advanced as in others, and where raw men 
were to be presented it required longer to 
respond than in cases where well equipped 
National Guards were ready for instant re- 
sponse. He refuted the insinuation that de- 
lay was consequent to any want of interest 
or of patriotism in any quarter. 

Mr. Grosvenor’s remarks were loudly ap- 
planded. 

Mr. Settle (Dem., Ky.,) responded upon 
the part of the South. .He reviewed the 
growth of fraternal feeling between the sec- 
tions following the war, when neither loved 
the other, until the present, when a united 
country confronted the enemy. Referring 
to the South at the end of the civil war, he 
continued: ‘* Her sons laid down their arms 
in good faith upon the altar of their coun- 
try, and in the same spirit they now take 
their step to the music of the Union. I do 
not believe the American people were ever 
so united as they are to-day.”” The Ameri- 
can people, he declared, would free, not only 
Cuba, but themselves, and “out of this 
baptism of fire and blood wherewith we 
are now being baptized we shall come forth, 
I doubt not, new men and new women, 
clean every whit, with sectional hate and 
sectional bitterness clean gone forever. 
so Sa a consummation devoutly to be 
wished.” 


Mr, Settle Congratulated. 


When Mr. Settle concluded several min- 
utes elapsed before order was _ restored. 
Members from all. quarters of the Cham- 
ber crowded to the Kentucky member’s 
seat and congratulated him. Meantime the 


hall was filled with the hum of voices in 
complimentary comment. 

Mr. Parker (Rep., N. J.,) argued for the 
bill, and supported the construction of the 
Constitution as advocated by Mr. Grosvenor 
and Mr. Bailey affecting the present atti- 
tude of Gen. Wheeler to the House. 

Mr. Lewis (Dem., Washington,) read from 
a morning paper a purported interview with 
Mr. Overstreet, (Rep., Ind.,) in which he 
was quoted as referring to Southern States 
as being indifferent to the war, after hav- 
ing insisted through their representatives 
upon precipitating it, and to the failure 
of some Southern States to fill their quotas 
as an intimation of indifference and dis- 
loyalty. Mr. Lewis denounced the senti- 
ment as wholly unwarranted, 

Mr. Steele (Rep., Ind.,) called attention to 
the absence of his colleague, but Mr. Lewis 
disavowed any purpose to attack anything 
but the sentiment and proceeded. 

Mr. Gaines (Dem., Tenn.,) interrupted to 
declare that “no partiot would father such 
an interview.” 

Representative Henderson ep., TIowa,) 
advocated the passage of the bill. He 
thought the time propitious for it to be 
acted upon, and his hope was that the 
vote might be unanimous.

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Octagon Was Beaten in the Sprint Race 
- by Typhoon—Ethelbert and Au- 
tumn Won the Races for 
Two-Year-Olds. 


There was a very marked falling off in 
the attendance at the races at the Graves- 
end track yesterday, which was probably 
due to the fact that the card was made 
for horses of the moderate class rather 
than the stake animals. In fact there was 
mo, change for high-class horses, as the 
only stake on the programme, the May 
Stakes, was nothing but a selling race in 
disguise. It was by no means so much of 
@ race as was the other selling event, a 
run of a mile and an eighth, which was 
mot dignified with a stake christening. 

Sloan rode the winner of the stake race, 
George Keene, who was the favorite in the 
speculation. “ Jack’? McDonald’s Flax 
Spinner gave him a bit of a brush at the 
end, after Miss Miriam had raced herself 
to a stand-still before the head of the 
stretch was reached. It was not much 
of a race, for the field was a pretty cheap 
Tot. 

The Fleischmann Stable also furnished the 
favorite for the other selling race, Lehman, 
@nd he was an even hotter favorite than 
was George Keene, Sloane of course having 
the mount. For some unaccountable reason 
“Lehman was fancied at 1 to 4 even by such 
a good judge of a horse as M. F. Dwyer, 
the owner of Ben Roland, and that fact led 
to so good a price as 4 to 1 being laid 
@gainst Mr. Dwyer’s horse, for, naturally, 
the public thought that Mr. Dwyer should 
know about the abilities of his own animal. 
Yet Ben Ronald beat Lehman as “ easily 
as breaking sticks,’”’ and would probably 
have done so even had Sloan rode a decent 
race on Lehman. Instead, Sloan rode like 
‘the veriest novice, forcing his mount into 
@ pocket at the far turn and at the very 
crucial point of the race. He tried his old 
trick of trying to steal the pole on the turns, 
@ trick that has enabled him to win many 
races, but the other jockeys are now “on 
to his curves,”’ as the baseball crank would 
mut it. The last three or four times that 
Sloan has tried the trick he has been balked 
at it, and yesterday’s experience will prob- 
ably teach him that there are other boys 
who know a thing or two about riding race 
horses. Still, had Sloan succeeded in what 


he tried to do, it is dowbtful if he could 
have won, fcr when it came to racing 
through the stretch Ben Ronald was far 
and away the better horse of the pair, and 
he was by no*means all out at the end of the 
Struggle, in which he beat Lehman a length, 
the latter ridden out to the last ounce. The 
rest of the field was beaten away off. 

Typhoon won the opening sprint, at four 
and a half furlongs. from a field of a dozen, 
but Taral had to ride him hard all the way 
in order to make the victory certain. Octa- 
gon, the favorite, who was slow at the 
start, did not get well to going until the 
race was nearly ended, when he came on 
twith such a rush in the last eighth as to 
beat all but Typhoon home, and was so 
close to the winner then that the backers of 
Typhoon nearly had an attack of nervous 
prostration.

“DON’T WORRY” MOVEMENT. 


Theodore F. Seward Speaks Before 
the Central Circle. 


A band of about fifty members and friends 
of the Central Don’t Worry Circle gathered 
at the circle headquarters, at 67 Irving 
Place, last evening to hear Theodore F. 
Seward expound the principles and relate 
the history of the ‘‘ Don’t Worry ’’ move- 
ment, of which he is the originator and 
promoter. During his remarks he said: 

‘“ A large share of what we cgnsider our 
troubles is imaginary and much of the rest 
we magnify by imagination. Give up the 
idea that worrying is a necessity. Worry- 
ing is often mistaken for planning. It is 
the worst sort of hindrance to true planning. 
Forethought is not to be confused with 


‘fearthought.’ Avoid worry by realizing 
that it is as bad for the mind as poison for 
the body, by resisting it every moment and 
cultivating a spirit of gratitude in its place, 
and by cultivating faith in a Supreme 
Overruling Power and trusting life to its 
guidance. Yet let us remember that a life- 
long habit is not to be driven away with a 
say-so. It requires constant application. I 
have found that the prominence given the 
phrase ‘ Don’t worry’ is very helpful. We 
must cultivate a perfect faith that God’s 
plan is being perfectly unfolded.”’ 

After the address a gray-haired man who 
had been an attentive listener asked, in the 
ease of a wife whose husband had gone to 
fight in Cuba, by what mental process she 
could free herself from worry for his safety. 
Mr. Seward ire the question and sim- 
ply remarked: “It is a high attainment, and 
must be cultivated.’”’ 


The Reciprocal Treaty with France. 


Collector Bidwell received the following 
letter yesterday from Assistant Secretary 


of the Treasury W. B. Howell: 

The department has just received official notice 
of aproclamation issued by the President establish- 
ing a reciprocal commercial agreement with France 
under which the rates of duty heretofore imposed 
on several articles are changed. The depart- 
ment holds that articles in warehouse under the 
effect of the treaty, Section 33, of the act of 
July 24, 1897, providing that all goods, wares, 
and merchandise under bond for warehousing, 
transportation, or any other purpose for which 
no permit of delivery has been issued, shall be 
subjected to the duties imposed by this act and 
to no other duty upon entry or withdrawal 
thereof. As the reciprocal treaty is effected un- 
der the provisions of Section 8 of the act of 
July 24, 1897, the laws of Section 33 will apply 
thereto.

At 9:30 o’clock the great civic parade 
Started on its march from the centre of the 


city to the grounds. The Marine Band from 
Washington led the splendid pageant, and 
100 musical organizations from the various 
States of the middle West contributed to 
the occasion. The parade was three miles 
long, consisting of the officers and guests 
of the exposition in carriages, the semi- 
military organizations, ana all the secret 
societies of this and adjacent States. 

Early the special trains had begun to un- 
load their crowds, until the railroad men 
estimated that at least 100.000 people had 
arrived. These mingled with the citizens 
of Omaha, and formed one solid phalanx 
along the route of the parade for ten miles.

PENNSYLVANA’S CONTEST. 


All Three of the Republican Candi- 
dates for Governor Are Hopeful 
of Being Nominated. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., June 1.—The con- 
test for first place on the State Republican 
ticket, which is to be nominated to-morrow, 
is spirited. Col. William A. Stone of Alle- 
gheny is still the favorite, with Charles W. 
Stone of Warren a close second. John Wan- 
amaker of Philadelphia is making a strong 
fight, and will poll a large vote. Congress- 
man William Connell of Scranton an@ ex- 
Congressman John Leisenring of Hazleton 
have withdrawn, and their delegates ‘will go 
to one or other of the Stones. Connell’s ten 
delegates and six of Leisenring’s will vote 


for Col. Stone and the balance for C. W. 
Stone. 

There has been little or no contest for the 
other places on the ticket. Gen. J. P. S. 


Gobin of Lebanon will be nominated for 
Lieutenant Governor, Gen. James W. Latta 
of Philadelphia for Secretary of Internal 
Affairs, Galusha A. Grow of Susquehanna 
and Samuel A. Davenport of Erie for Con- 
gress at Large, and Judge William Porter 
of Philadelphia for Superior Court Judge. 

United States Senator Boies Penrose of 
Philadelphia wii: be temporary Chairman 
and Major Alexander McDowell, Clerk of 
the National House of Representatives, per- 
manent Chairman. 

There was an air of confidence about the 
headquarters of Col. Stone to-day that was 
very reassuring to his friends. Col. Stone 
says he will win on the first ballot, and 
that the opposition cannot form a combina- 
tion to defeat him. The anti-W. A. Stone 
people have made numerous efforts to amal- 
gamate their delegates in favor of his War- 
ren namesake without success. And yet the 
latter is as hopeful as his Congressional 
colleague.

PLAGUE SHIP AT SAMOA. 


Schooner Sophy Sutherland Arrives 
with Fever and Scurvy, 


APIA, Samoa, May 14.—The schooner 
Sophy Sutherland arrived here May 11 from 
the Solomon Islands with the passengers 
and crew in a horrible condition from fever 
and scurvy. The Sutherland left San Fran- 
cisco in 1897 with a party of eleven pros- 
pectors and a crew of four to search for 
gold in the Solomon Islands. 

At Florida Islands fever broke out, and 
the schooner sailed for Apia for medical 
aid. All the rest except two were too ill 
to move, and when the schooner reached 
Apia the Captain was the only one able to 
work. For days he worked the vessel alone. 
To add to the horrors of fever, scurvy 
broke out, and four men died at sea. They 
were named Kohn, Nicholson, Goldsmidt, 
and Dewitt. The survivors are in a hospital 
here and probably will recover.

SHARP DECLINES IN WHEAT. 


June Opens at $1.18 and Closes at 
$1.08—July Loses 5 3-4 and Sep- 
tember 2 5-8. 


CHICAGO, June 1.~—The magnificent pros- 
pects for the growing crop, the movement 
of new wheat from Texas, and the lower 
cables caused a sharp decline in the wheat 
pit to-day. July closed with a loss of 5%@ 
6 cents, and September lost 25% cents. 

With May out of the way, June became 
the regulator of cash prices. It opened at 
$1.18 and closed at $1.08, against $1.20 yes- 
terday. The market became extremely 
weak near the close, Liverpool cables ap- 
parently being the chief factor. July 
opened half a cent higher at 98@98% cents, 
sold at 97% cents, up to 98% cents again, 
fell to 91% cents, rallied to 95 cents, then 
weakened to 91%@92 cents, the closing fig- 
ure. September — 14%@1% cents better 
at 82144@821%4 cents, declined to 81% cents, up 
to 824% cents, down to 78% cents, then up to 
79 cents, and declined to 71814@785% cents at 
the close. 

There was a selling movement in provis- 
ions, brought about probably in sympathy 
with the weakness in wheat, and a marked 
decline resulted.

MURPHY AND CROKER. 


Quite the finest political tale of the year 
is that put forth by The Sun about the 
campaign plans of the Democrats in this 
State. Our ‘neighbor declares that “ for 
several months it has been one of the 
political secréts of the inner political tem- 
ples of Washington, New York, and Al- 
bany” that the Tammany Democrats 
have in mind the nomination of EpwarpD 
Murpnxy, Jr., for Governor, and the elec- 
tion of RICHARD CROKER to the United 
States Senate if a Democratic Legislature 
is chosen. 

If this is the real disposition of the 
Democratic leaders, we think that man 
would be a public enemy who should try 
to dissuade them from their purpose. 
MURPHY and CROKER should by all means 
head the ticket. They are intensely rep- 
resentative and perfectly typical. If the 
leaders of the party really believe that 
they ought to be elected Governor and 
Senator, respectively, then it is useless 
to hope for any better or purer nomina- 
tions. If MurRPHY and CROKER are set 
aside it will be for expediency’s sake, not 
for principle, and two dummies of theirs 
will be the best we can expect in their 
places. Give us the principals. We want 
no clerks or underlings. Put up the 
bosses themselves. 

Who can point out any reason, in poli- 
tics or morals, why the Democratic Party 
should hesitate to run Murpuy for Gov- 
ernor and CROKER for Senator? The sort 
of politics they believe in and practice 
had a tremendous triumph in this city 
last Fall. The people of the greatest city 
in the country turned it over to Mr. 
CROKER to administer. They voted in his 
candidate with great eagerness and em- 
phasis, thrusting violently into the back- 
ground a candidate representing exactly 
the opposite principles who had had the 
temerity to challenge their favor and 
support. The election was a great per- 
sonal] triumph for Mr. CROKER. He want- 
ed to run for Mayor himself. He returned 
from Europe possessed with that idea, 
and the most influential men in the or- 
ganization labored strenuously and long 
before they could persuade him to re- 
nounce that mad ambition. It did look 
mad then. Does it now, after the vote of 
unlimited confidence which this big city 
gave him last Fall? We defy any per- 
son familiar with the rules of the game 
of politics to set up any valid objections 
on political grounds to an avowed can- 
vass for the Senatorship by Mr. RicHarp 
CROKER. He is, in fact, the candidate 
naturally pointed out by the evolution- 
ary course and tendency of events. 

Senator MuRPHY has been Chairman of 
the Democratic State Committee since 
1887. Mr. CROKER publicly declares him 
to be the leader of the party in the State. 
Candor compels us to admit that under 
his leadership the party has gone to the 
dogs. He owed his seat in the Senate to 
the theft of the State Senate for which 
MAYNARD was held responsible, and Mar- 
NARD’s defeat by 100,000 majority in 
1893, followed by the election of a Repub- 
lican Governor in 1894 and 1896 hardly 
render illustrious his tenancy of the lead- 
er’s office. But if it must be said that 
some of the reverses suffered by the 
party under his direction, like that of 


1896, were occasioned by forces beyond 
his control, so it can be said that the 
Democracy is regaining its strength and 
its majorities in New York, and he is 
still its leader. The ill-fortunes of the 
past, therefore, are no bar to his present 
ambitions. By the laws of politics he is 
entitled to the nomination for Governor if 
he wants it. 

Morally, we favor the candidacies of 
MurpuHy and CRoKER in order that we 
may know where we stand in this State. 
If EpwaRD MuRPphy, Jr., is elected Gov- 
ernor of New York this Fall, then we 
shall know that the State has undergone 
a great change since the days when it 
raised such men as HoraTIo SEYMOUR to 
the Gubernatorial chair. -MuRPHY’s elec- 
tion would be wonderfully and fear- 
fully instructive as to the intelligence 
and morality of the electors. Why should 
we shrink from the test? If this is really 
a Murphy State let us not go on deluding 
ourselves with the belief that it is still a 
Tilden and Seymour State. MuRPHY was 
so acceptable to the people of Troy that 
they elected him Mayor four times suc- 
cessively for a two years’ term. Is it not 
worth while to know whether Troy, the 
town of MurpPHy and “ Bat” SHea and 
Gov. BLACK, is really representative of 
the State? The error of supposing that 
we are a high-minded community, like 
Massachusetts, when in fact we are a@ 
community on Murpuy’s level, would 
lead us into all sorts of embarrassing pre- 
dicaments. Let us find out the truth. 
Mr. Murpny has been five years in the 
Senate. His acts of statesmanship in 
that period are two. He “held up” the 
Wilson Tariff bill until the collar and 
cuff duties had been fixed at rates satis- 
factory to himself and the Troy manu- 
facturers of those articles, and he got his 
son appointed a Captain in the army. No 
words he has ever uttered in the Senate 
will be quoted against him in the cam- 
paign, for he has uttered none. He is un- 
doubtedly available. We want to know 
if he is eligible—that is, if he can be 
elected. . 

The same reasoning applies to CROKER. 
Is this the kind of State that wants that 
kind of man to represent it in the Sen- 
ate? If it is, the Senate and Assembly 
districts would send to Albany the kind 
of men who would vote for him next 
January. We know that this is an out- 
and-out Croker city. Is it a Croker 
State? We are really in doubt about it 
ourselves, and we see no reason why we 
should dodge the question. Even if it is 
answered in the affirmative, if MurRPHY 
becomes Governor and CROKER Senator, 
shocking as such a result would appear 
to those who take thought only of the 
facts immediately before them, it would 
be salutary. With underlings of these 
men in these offices we should continue 
to stumble along in the darkness, and re- 
generation would not begin. After the 
bosses themselves were in office we 
should look for a reaction, a sudden and 
sharp awakening. The days are past 
when showers of sulphur and brimstone 
fall on communities that are given over 
to vileness. Their sins are their scdiirge, 
and the reforming spirit leaps up spon- 
taneously within them or not at all. If 
it did not give a great jump in the com- 
munity within a few months after MurR- 
Puy took his seat at Albany and CROKER 
at Washington, in the chamber where 
SILAS WRIGHT and Marcy once sat for 
New York, then that spirit is dead within 
the breasts of the people of New York. 

It is possible that the Democratic lead- 
ers are wiser, if not better, than they are 
pictured to us by the Tammany gentle- 
men whose views have found their way 
into print. They may have no purpose 
to nominate either a boss or the tool of a 
boss for Governor. They may not favor 
the ambition which Crok®R perhaps se- 
cretly cherishes. It may not be altogeth- 
er foolish to hope that men whom all 
Democrats would support with pleasure 
and whom the State would view with 
pride in the high places of her service 
will be the candidates of the party for 
Governor and Senator. But if not, we 
decidedly favor MuRPHY and CROKER. 

A man who hangs forever on the edge 
of wickedness and debauchery, longing 
yet fearing, too weak morally to put 
Satan behind him and too irresolute to 
become a determined sinner, is a con- 
temptible being here and deserves to be 
damned hereafter. But the fellow with 
a leaning that way who plunges boldly in 
and makes a beast of himself frequently 
becomes so disgusted that he presently 
repents and lives clean ever after. 


THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 

Mr. PouULTNEY BIGELOW contributes to 
the current number of Harper’s Weekly 
an account of the camp at Tampa, which 
is in effect, and indeed in form, an ar- 
raignment of the military authorities at 
Washington. The troops, according to 
Mr. BIGELOW, and his description is in 
this respect confirmed by other observ- 
ers, are in a condition of unreadiness 
which is altogether discreditable to the 
staff departments of the army. They are 
not properly clothed, considering the 
work they will have to do, and even the 
work they already have to do in a tropi- 
cal climate. They are not properly fed 
in view of the same consideration. The 
camp has not been properly arranged, or 
arranged at all, for their accommodation. 
“No staff officer prepares anything in 
advance for them. Regiments go off in 
any direction that’ suits them, looking for 
the nearest place where they may cook 
their pork and beans.” 

The various specifications make a se- 
vere indictment. Of course it is an in- 


dictment of the chief of the staff depart- 


ments of the army—that is to say, of the 
Secretary of War. If the Quartermaster’s 
Department or the Commissary Depart- 
ment is inefficiently administered, it is 
the Secretary of War who is to blame. 
It would be absurd to demand the same 
rapidity and precision in the mobilization 
of an American army that may be wit- 
nessed in the annual manoeuvres of the 
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French or the German Army. There are 
many allowances to be made. But the 
men most fit to judge are the men who 
Judge most severely, and who declare 
that, after all allowance has been made, 
the conduct of the War Department has 
been discreditable. It is nearly three 
months since all the money that the de- 
partment needed to prepare for war was 
put at its service. The result, as Mr. 
BIGELOW sees it, is that there is not now, 
six weeks after the declaration of war, 
“a single regiment fit to take the field.” 

Why should Gen. AuGcrr desire to re- 
main in a place in which he can do the 
country no service and himself no credit? 
The talents of a first-rate man of busi- 
ness are needed at the head of the War 
Department. The Secretary is himself 
a highly successful man of business, and 
has accumulated a large fortune by his 
business. Unfortunately it seems that by 
inveterate habit he regards public office 
not from the point of view of business, 
but from the point of view of politics. 
Hence his lamentable failure. If he had 
conducted his private business as he con- 
ducts the War Department, by employing 
men without reference to their fitness for 
the work in hand, instead of being a mill- 
fonaire he would be a bankrupt. Fortu- 
nately for him, and unfortunately for the 
country, it is not at the expense of his 
private bank account, but at that of the 
public Treasury, that he is trying his 
experiment of appointing amateurs over 
the heads of professionals to do profes- 
sional work, and that, as Mr. BIGELOW 
puts it, “there are to be seen at Tampa 
manifold evidences of the incompetency 
of the staff department in the persons of 
“ staff officers, who are strutting about in 
new uniforms when they ought to be 
whistled out of camp as frauds.” 

Even if the Secretary were not really 
as well as nominally responsible for this 
condition of things, it would remain true 
that his chances of usefulness in his of- 
fice have disappeared. Hé has completely 
lost the confidence of the army, and it is 
impossible that he should regain it. Why 
should he continue to embarrass the 
President and endanger the country by 
retaining a place from which he can de- 
rive nothing but discredit? 


THE FUIURE OF SPAIN. 

Spain cannot be said to have in its 
Legislature any organized body of poli- 
ticians to whom could be applied the 
English term, “her Majesty’s Opposi- 
tion.” The conception is peculiar to Eng- 
land as the phrase is. A minority, dif- 
fering from the majority only on ques- 
tions of policy, agreeing with it cordial- 
ly in attachment to the country and its 
form of government, always keeping in 
view the responsibilities it will have to 
assume the moment it forces the rival 
body to give them up—this exists no- 
where else in the same degree of devel- 
opment as in England, and hardly exists 
elsewhere at all. 

The minority in the Legislature of 
Spain is made up of fragments, two at 
least of which contend not for a change 


'Of:Ministry-alone or of policy, but for a 


change in the very form of government. 
Of these the Carlists are the strongest 
in the character, energy, and skill of 
their leaders, and they have the decided 
advantage of singleness of purpose and 
direction and of something like party dis- 
cipline. But they are few in number; their 
chief is not a commanding personage in 
any sense, and the memories of his house 
are an obstacle to his success that only 
a very strange combination of circum- 
stances could overcome. The Republic- 
ans, though men of some talent, are di- 
vided among themselves, are weak in 
will, and without any efficient support in 
public opinion. No one doubts that if, in 
a sudden upheaval, they could secure the 
establishment of a nominal republic, it 
would promptly be followed by some 
form of military rule, either that of a 
dictator or that of a Military Committee. 
Acting for the present in opposition, 
there are, besides these two groups, the 
so-called Conservatives, of the more ex- 
treme type, led by Seflor RompRo ry Ros- 
LEDO. They occupy a curious ground. 
They are intensely anti-American, and 
clamor loudly for the vigorous prosecu- 
tion of the war. But they are, in reality, 
responsible both for the war itself and 
for the utter incapacity of the country to’ 
prosecute it vigorously. It was the ter- 
rible cruelty of their own agent, WEYLER, 
in Cuba that brought on the war; it was 
their corruption and imbecility that on 
the one hand wasted the immense ex- 
penditure of money and life in Cuba 
without suppressing the insurrection, 
and, on the other hand, left Spain with a 
numerous but feeble navy and with her 
entire fighting machinery stolen bare of 
arms and munitions. Obviously, though 
they may aid in the overthrow of the 
Sagasta, cr nominally Liberal, Ministry, 
they are in no condition to rescue the 
country from its pitiable situation. 

The only hope for Spain now lies in 
making peace on the best terms it can 
command, and the sooner the peace is 
made the better will be the terms she 
can get. Is there any leader who sees 
this and has sufficient force of character 
and intellect to secure a majority in the 
Cortes for that painful but really benefi- 
cent policy? It is impossible to say, but 
our latest advices from Madrid indicate 
that such a leader may yet be found in 
Sefior SILvELA. He has a reputation for 
ability and honesty, and while he has 
urged the most vigorous war policy prac- 
ticable he has not concealed his belief 
that it must be war for the honor of the 
country, not fcr ultimate victory. He has 
made known also his detestation of the 
corruption and greed that have reduced 
Spain to her present plight. In our Ma- 
drid correspondence published yesterday 
morning a prominent -member of the Sil- 
vela group—it is as yet hardly a party— 
was: reported as saying that Cuba had 
always been “a drag on Spanish re- 
sources,” “ draining it of its money and 
its best blood,” and that “it would be a 


godsend when the last connecting link is 
broken.” If these are the views of Sefior 
SILVELA—as they probably are—they in- 
dicate that he has at least the foresight 
and the \independence of judgment nec- 
essary to a leader who can rescue Spain. 
If he has also the personal force needed 
to unite or quell the opposing factions he 
may be able to open to his country a 
future of solid prosperity and real prog- 
ress. No people would be more gratified, 
could that be done, than those of the 
United States. 


THE PRESIDENT AND THE ARMY. 

An order issued yesterday from the 
War Department dispels the fear that 
the President might be induced to allow 
the organization and forwarding of skel- 
eton regiments, with new officers, to re- 
inforce regiments already enrolled which 
were not filled to their maximum 
strength. The order is that providing 
that the volunteers obtained under the 
second call shall be employed to form, 
for each regiment already in the field, 
twelve companies of the greatest num- 
ber allowed by law, before new organi- 
zations are authorized or accepted. 

Our Washington correspondent yester- 
day estimated that the effect of such an 
order would be to absorb in the existing 
regiments some 42,000 of the volunteers 
required by the second call, leaving only 
33,000 from all the States to be incor- 
porated in new organizations. There can 
be no sort of question that this is the 
method of recruiting that is best adapt- 
ed to promote the efficiency of the army. 
There is not and there never has been 
any question upon this point. The ques- 
tion has been between military efficien- 
cy on the one hand and “politics” on 
the other. If with every new call there 
were to be appointed for every thousand 
men called for a “full line” of green 
field officers, the patronage of Governors, 
members of Congress, and so forth would 
be greatly extended. 

The President deserves the highest 
praise for resisting the pressure that 
must have been put upon him to increase 
the army in the least efficient and most 
wasteful way by making every new levy 
the occasion of distributing in every 
State a fresh lot of commissions. The 
pressure must have been very great. How 
great one can judge from the fresh illus- 
trations. One is the response of the Gov- 
ernor of West Virginia to a demand for 
the filling of a regiment from that State 
which was 300 men short of its proper 
strength, a demand to which that Chief 
Magistrate is reported to have replied 
that he could not comply with it, but 
that he could send another regiment 
equally deficient in privates, but fully 
equipped with officers. The other is the 
ridiculous project, to which we have 
already called attention, of Senator Prrt- 
TIGREW to upset the organization of the 
army and authorize a special regiment 
by way of furnishing a job, in the form 
of a Colonelcy, to a friend and constit- 
uent of his own. 

Such, however, is the effectiveness of 
timely courage that there are already 
signs that the political pressure will be 
relaxed, now that the President has 
shown the firmness to resist it. Every- 
body knows that the political method of 
recruiting the army is incompatible with 
its highest efficiency, even those who are 
interested in that method. It may safely 
be assumed that the organization of the 
army for the war is now complete, that 
vacancies in its offices will henceforth be 
filled by promotion, and vacancies in the 
ranks by forwarding men to join the 
existing organizations. The President’s 
courage has relieved the army and the 
country from a serious danger. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—pDisinclination to wear a livery, once 
carried by Americans to the point of refus- 
ing as a matter of personal honor and dig- 
nity to wear any uniform at all - except 
those which indicated service of the Nation 
in a military or naval capacity, seems now 
to have almost disappeared. The change 
of sentiment has been constant for many 
years, but only when some whole class of 
employes was suddenly ordered into a spe- 
cial dress has it attracted much attention, 
and to-day most people if asked if they 
have noted the number of distinctive cos- 
tumes on our streets will hear in the ques- 
tion only a reference to the many soldiers 
who are moving about the city. We have 
almost forgotten that, ‘besides policemen, 
letter carriers, and firemen, who were 
among the first to put on “‘ badges of servi- 
tude,”” and who have forgotten how reluct- 
antly they did it, we have the employes of 
the elevated and surface roads, whose 
threats to revolt against this form of tyran- 
ny are well remembered, and armies of street 
sweepers and other municipal employes, 
messengers, watchmen, janitors, and ele- 
vator boys. When to this by no means ex- 
haustive list is added the multitude of 
“servants,” strictly so called, who dres in 
a livery more or less accurately modeled 
on those worn in monarchical countries, a 
considerable part of the American popula- 
tion is included. Does this imply a lowering 
of pride and self-respect? A few old-fash- 
ioned enemies of aristocratic ideas may say 
so, but in reality no harm has been done. 
On the contrary, there has been a marked 
gain in economy, efficiency, convenience— 
and honesty. It is the improvement, not the 
deterioration, of the times, that has removed 
the old stigma from liveries. The dignity of 
labor is recognized now, and nobody cares 
how many people know that he or she 
earns a living at this or that trade. Classes 
are impermanent, and a uniform is as easily 
changed as garments of any other sort. It 
says nothing of the wearer’s origin or of 
his future, so nobody objects to it—very 
much. 


—aIn declaring that they will appropriate 
money for an adequate display at the Paris 
Exposition, the Spaniards in all probability 
are only whistling to keep up their own 
courage, but if they do make a desperate 
effort and carry out the promise, what in- 
tensely interesting exhibits they will supply! 
There isn’t a country in Europe, perhay¢ 
not in the world, where objects picturesque 
curious, and antique—objects perfectly well 
adapted to catch and chain the attention 
of an exposition throng—can be found as 
easily as in Spain. A collection of her offi- 
cials, for instance, would illustrate the Mid- 
dle Ages far better than the few bits of 
battered armor that England can furnish, 
and what are the relics in Nuremberg Cas- 
tle beside the implements, shining with re- 
cent use, which the jailers at Montjuich 
might send? Spain is indeed the land to fill 
the cabinets of museums, and the French 
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will be unwise if they do not encou 
Spaniards to do their best, 


— 's discontent with its telephone 
Service is becoming acute, and immediate 
action of some sort is expected with the 
object of remedying the existing abuses. 
The English metropolis, like New York, 
complains that its telephones cost too much, 
and it has the added grievance that its tele- 
phones work very badly, and the same 
state of affairs is reported from all over the 
country. Representatives of the London 
County Council recently met with delegates 
from nineteen other cities and discussed the 
matter at great length. Then resolutions 
were adopted. The first affirmed the prin- 
ciple that the telephone service was so much 
in the nature of a monopoly that it ought 
not to be left permanently in the hands of 
a private company. Another explained that’ 
England did not utilize the telephone for 
business and private purposes to nearly the 
same extent as other nations, owing to 
excessive charges and an inefficient service. 
The proposition that “‘in the event of the 
Post Office being unable to take over the 
whole telephone service of the country, it is 
practicable and advisable that municipal au- 
thorities should be empowered to provide 
such service in their respective localities,’ 
excited some opposition, but it was adopted. 
Other resolutions on which the delegates 
agreed were to the effect that the only 
practical difficulty in the way of a municipal 
telephone service was the practical monop- 
oly. of the present company; that it was 
just and expedient that steps should be tak- 
en to protect the public against that monop- 
oly and its effects; that it was inequitable 
that in consequence of the watered capital 
of the company the Council should have to 
buy at the enhanced price caused by that 
Swollen capital; that Parliament should de- 
cide that no extension of the license should 
be granted to the company; that municipal 
licenses should not necessarily be terminable 
in 1911; and that such licenses should only 
be terminable on the payment by the State 
of the outlay on the undertaking; and that 
the power of breaking up the streets which 
was claimed on behalf of the National Tele- 
phone Company, acting through the Post- 
master General, was a gross interference 
with the rights of municipal authorities. 


PERSONAL. 


——Returned to Paris from Madrid, the 
Place to which a searcher after in- 
formation absolutely accurate, and opin- 
fons obviously disinterested, in regard 
to the Maine disaster, would natur- 
ally go, M. JULIEN ViaAuD, alias PIERRE 
Loti, has written for Figaro an article, 
which France will doubtless accept as free- 
ing Spain from any complicity in that great 
tragedy. Indeed, it may well be that his 
revelations will lead to a turning inside out 
of American beliefs, for not only does he 
present many facts wholly new to us—and 
we are a people highly appreciative of 
facts—but he utilizes, in making his state- 
ment of the case, the marvelous literary 
style whose influence over sensitive minds 
has been demonstrated more times than a 
Philistine has patience to recall. Did not 
the possession of that style—and seven ad- 
jectives—enable M. Viaup to neglect utterly 
his professional duties as a naval officer, 
and to travel free all over the world at the 
expense of a nation little noted for senti- 
mentality in money matters ? Was he rot 
able to persuade the guardians of Young 
Persons that those tender creatures could 
safely read a book describing in detail how 
M. Viaup bought, adored, and then 
abandoned, a particularly gentle Japanese 
maiden ? It is even so, and none can say 
what will be the consequences of his new 
tale about the Maine. He begins by saying 
that carelessness aboard the warship caused 
her destruction. Then come the proofs. The 
vessel, just before the explosion, was cleared 
for action; her powder magazines were wide 
open, and in them were melinite and a 
greenish explosive of unknown composition. 
Fifteen of the twenty officers were absent, 
attending a banquet, and nobody was on 
watch. One of the officers said later, be- 
fore witnesses, “I feared an accident of this 
kind, for smoke had been coming out of the 
hold for an hour.” In summing the whole 
matter up, M. Vraup declares: “In any 
other navy a court would have been ap- 
pointed to inquire into the responsibility of 
the commander. ._A commission, to be sure, 
was appointed to investigate the matter, but 
under the responsibility of the commander 
himself! In these conditions, how could 
impartial conclusions be expected ?”" How, 
indeed ! No wonder the Queen Regent has 
decorated this gallant and able defender 
of her—salary. 


—-So great was the wisdom evidenced by 
the appointment of Mr. Straus to be Min- 
ister to Turkey that there is danger of for- 
getting how unwise was the selection of his 
immediate predecessor, and therefore of 
imagining that our diplomatic system has 
improved more than is really the case. This 
should not be taken as an intimation that 
Dr. ANGELL is not a most estimable man, 
or that he Is incompetent to represent the 
United States worthily at Constantinople. 
The intention is only to recall the fact that 
he took the position for the avowed pur- 
pose of attending to some business in that 
part of the world, which, if not exactly 
private, was that of an organization in 
which the Government had no direct inter- 
est. Having settled that business, he has 
resigned, just as he said he would—and the 
Nation pays the bills. This was not com- 
mendable; it is charitable to call it absurd. 


—The Pope had the highest admiration 
for GLADSTONE, whom he regarded as the 
greatest Englishman of modern times, and 
during the illness of Mr. GLaDsTONE his 
Holiness followed the daily bulletins re- 
cording the condition of the great states- 
man with the keenest sympathy. His death 
is the occasion of great grief to the Pope, 
who feels that he will follow Mr. Gtap- 
STONE at no distant date. The Pope has 
on several occasions told Mgr. ANGBELI, his 
private secretary and confidant, that he 
would die soon after the death of one of 
the great ones of this century—that is, 
after the death of either Queen VIcToRIA, 
Mr. GLADSTONE, or Prince BISMARCK. It 
was therefore with great caution that Car- 
dinal RAMPOLLA broke the news of Mr. 
GLADSTONE’s death to him. The news 
reached the Vatican about 11 o’clock, while 
the Pope was at mass. After mass Car- 
dinal RAMPOLLA entered the Papal apart- 
ment and shortly afterward informed the 
Pope, who said ‘‘ Requiem eternam dona 
eis Domine,” to which the Minister replied 
“ Amen.” His Holiness was much affected. 
Later he requested to be kept daily in- 
formed of the health of Queen VICTORIA 
and Prince Bismarck. His mind is running 
on his own end, and a frequent remark of 
his to Mgr. ANGELI is, ‘‘ Remember that 
Pius IX. ascended to heaven a month after 
Victor EMMANUEL.”

A STANDING ARMY ? 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

It was my privilege during our civil con- 
flict to live next door to the war Governor 
of Pennsylvania, and the events that are 
rapidly succeeding each other at the pres- 
ent time bring vividly before me the scenes 
of those days. The outburst of enthusiasm 
that followed the President’s first call for 
troops was such as the world had never be- 
fore witnessed. ‘‘ Work was suspended in 
all industrial institutions. The drum and 
fife. resounded through the streets, while 
cities and towns, villages and hamlets, 
farms and factories vied with each other in 
their generous outpouring of men and treas- 
ure.”” Our Union was imperiled, and this 
grand uprising was to preserve intact and 
unsullied the Government that had been 
purchased by the sacrifices and sufferings 
of our fathers. 

The conflict of to-day has been entered 
upon not only to extend the sacred boon 
of liberty to a cruelly oppressed and down- 
trodden people, but to heal their sick, to 
feed their hungry, and clothe their naked. 
The same noble enthusiasm that impelled 
our forefathers and fathers to “‘ rush to the 
front’’ has gathered together another grand 
army, who are ready to brave the perils of 
pestilence and dangers by land and sea in 
a war for justice and mercy. 

“War is an accumulation of horrors,” 
said one of the Generals of our civil con- 
flict, and the present war has not only its 
peculiar phases, but complications have 
arisen that involve unforeseen delays and 


difficulties. The public is growing impa- 
tient over these delays, and remedies are 
being suggested and discussed in every part 
of our land. A few evenings ago I watched 
the smoke ascending from the “finest 
brand of cigars ’’ as it enveloped the luxuri- 
ous chairs and elegant furniture of a library 
in one of Madison Avenue’s palaces, while 
the occupants discussed the causes and 
remedies of our difficulties. The speakers 
waxed eloquent while describing the negli- 
gence of our Government in not providing 
a standing army, and competent navy for 
emergencies, and painted in glowing colors 
what might have been accomplished if we 
had had a sufficient force of well-drilled 
soldiers and sailors. 

A lady sat reading beside the portié@re that 
separated the :ibrary from the drawing 
room. She closed her book as the discussion 
grew heated, and, pushing back the silvered 
hair from her forehead, she waited for a 
pause. When it came, she bent forward 
and contrasted our country with those that 
possessed standing armies, and described 
the wars that had dragged their weary 
length—some for thirty, some ior forty, and 
some for eighty years. She described the 
mercenaries that had fought in these wars 
and the demoralization that had followed in 
their track, Then her color rose as she 
told of the volunteers of our civil conflict. 
Her voice grew tremulous as she described 
what she had seen, and we knew as we 
listened that we were in the presence of one 
who had soothed the last hours of many of 
our dying patriots. , 

One by one the company dispersed, and, 
picking up the book that lay beside the por- 
tiére, I saw it was “ Life’s Battle Won,” 
and the following passage was not only 
marked, but still moist from freshly fallen 
tears: ‘‘ Washington was transformed as 
if by magic into a great receiving camp, and 
a military administration rapidly estab- 
lished upon a basis which proved to an as- 
tonished world that the power of a nation 
is not in its standing army and navy, but in 
the hearts of its people, and in the love 
that is willing to sacrifice life itself to 
maintain its integrity. In that fierce and 
protracted struggle one of the grandest les- 
sons we learned was that in a righteous 
cause, the better the man the better the 
soldier. And the slave who had so long 
cowered beneath the lash was not the only

SAYS THE FRENCH DISLIKE US. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

My attention has just been called to an 
article in The Herald to the effect that 
Americans are as welcome and well-treated 
in Paris now as they ever were. I left that 
city less than two weeks ago, after a so- 
journ there of some seven weeks, as buyer 
for a Cincinnati firm. I do not doubt that 
the distinguished owner of The Herald, who 
has lived many years in France, is re- 
garded by the French as one of themselves 
and treated with all the consideration which 
that people entertain for the possessor of 
great wealth, but it is different with less 
fortunate Americans. My wife and I staid 
at the Hotel Jacob, on the south sid of the 
Seine. At the table d’héte dinner there 
were twenty-two peonvle, all French, except 
ourselves and one Englishman. When we 
first went to the hotel, the general impres- 
sion was that we were English, and we 
were treated very courteously by all; for, 
although the French are bitterly jealous of 
the English, they have a very wholesome 
appreciation of the fact tnat a war between 


Great Britain and France would inevitably 
end most disastrously for the latter, which 
would lose all her colonies, besides having 
her commercial prosperity well-nigh de- 
stroyed. 

When, however, it became known that 
we were Americans, a decided change took 
place in the bearing of our neighbors toward 
us. It is impossible for a Frenchman to 
treat any one with dignified coldness, and if 
he dislikes one he manifests it in a display 
of so-called French wit—esprit Francais. 
This was our experience. But, as French 
wit is always strongly tinged with inde- 
cency, (owing, I suppose, to the pronounced 
sensuality of the French character,) it 
would have been exceedingly unpleasant for 
me had my wife been able to understand 
the double meaning of the remarks that 
passed around the table. Fortunately, she is 
a poor French scholar, and I was thus able 
to regard with amused indifference the pet- 
ty malice and ill-feeling manifested by our 
neighbors. 

Taking courage, however, from my silence, 
which they probably attributed to timidity, 
they grew more and more aggressive, and, 
finally their remarks upon American women 
became so grossly insulting and indecent, 
(in spite of the presence of a considerable 
number of French ladies, who seemed to 
thoroughly enjoy this display of French wit 
and contribut some share to it), that 
took up cudgels for my countrywomen; 
whereupon, an explosion of wrath burst 
forth. All the French, men and women 
alike, seemed to jose their heads, and in- 
dulged in cries and screams of hysterical 
indignation against us unlucky Yankees. I, 
however. naturally maintained my position,

The Jane Grey Founders Ninety 
Miles West of Cape 
Flattery. 


THIRTY-FOUR PERSONS PERISH 


Vessel Was Bound from Seattle to Kot- 
gzebue Sound with Sixty-one Per- 
sons on Board—The Survivors 
Taken to Victoria, B. C. 


SEATTLE, Washington, June 1.—The 
schooner Jane Grey, which sailed from Seat- 
tle for Kotzebue Sound on the 19th of May 
with sixty-one persons on board, foundered 
Sunday, May 22, about ninety miles west of 
Cape Flattery, at 2 o’clock in the morning 
while lying to, in a moderate gale, under 
foresail. Ten minutes after the alarm was 
given she lay at the bottom of the ocean 
with thirty-four of her passengers. The re- 
mainder ,succeeded in embarking in a 
launch, and reached this city this after- 


noon.

A Family Dies Together. 


The Jane Grey’s passengers were pros- 
pectors, with the exception of the Rev. V. 
C. Gambel, a missionary who, with his wife 
and child, was on his way to St. Lawrence 
Island in the Bering Sea. He refused to 


place his wife and child on board the 
jaunch, saying: ‘‘ The vessel is doomed, and 
We will die together.”’ 

Among the prospectors was a party of 
sixteen, headed by Major Ingraham, who 
were outfitted by Prince Luigi of Italy for 
a two-years’ prospecting trip in Alaska. Of 
this party the only survivors are Major In- 
graham, L. M. Lessey, C. H. Packard, and 
G. H. Pennington. 

The survivors of the passengers suffered 
@ great deal of privation, and for thirty 
hours their only food was a sack of prunes 
and a sack of turnips from the ship’s stores. 
Sufficient water was caught by spreading a 
tarpaulin during a rainstorm. 

The news of the disaster and the expected 
arrival of the survivors from Victoria 
caused a large crowd to gather at the dock 
in this city. Carriages were waiting, and 
when the City of Kingston landed the sur- 
vivors they were all carried to their rooms, 
or to the residences of friends. The few that 
could be seen had not recovered from the 
shock, and consequently could not give a 
good account of the disaster. They were 
unable to account for the vessel’s springing 
@ leak and sinking so suddenly. They were 
‘warm in their praise of the work done by 
Capt. Crockett at the time of the founder- 
ing of the vessel. 

Capt. 

Capt. Crockett gives the following account 
of the wreck: 

“We were lying to, to mend our foresail. 
A moderate gale was blowing and the seus 
were running high. I had gone to bed and 
Was scund asleep when the watchman awak- 
ened me with tne announcement that some- 
thing was wrong. I arose at once and 
found the vessel leaking. A hurried investi- 
@ation showed that she would soon sink, 
and I at once notified the passengers of the 
situation. Most of them were asleep under- 
neath the deck. A scene of confusion then 
took place, and it is impossible to give any 
detailed account of the events that followed. 
The darkness added to the confusion. The 
Jane Grey carried two lifeboats and two 
launches. I at once ordered the boats low- 
ered. The first lifeboat was swamped. The 
launch Kennoma, belonging to the Ingra- 
ham party, was successfully lowered. 

“ At this time the Jane Grey was almost 
under water. A heavy sea struck her, 
throwing her on her beams. There was 
no time to launch other boats, The water 
was over her hatches and every one below 
was certainly drowned. Those on deck, 
however. got in the launch. A sack of 
prunes and one of turnips was hurriedly 
taken from the ship’s stores, and this was 
the only food we had till we reached Van- 
couver Island. 


Eight or Ten Disappeared. 


“As the launch drifted away from the 
almost submerged schooner we saw eight 


or ten men standing on the lee rail clinging 
to the rigging. Soon they disappeared from 
sight. Two of them, John Johnson and C. 
Reilly kept afloat by clinging to bundles of 
boat lumber. Two hours after they were 
picked up by our launch, making twenty- 
seven in all, we had with us. It is just 
barely possible that there will be four more 
survivors. 

“Before the Jane Grey disappeared under 
the waves we thought we saw the second 
launch that was on board, with four forms 
near it. They were 6o indistinct that we 
Were not sure. They seemed to be getting 
into the launch. We improvised a sail 
and paddles after drifting thirty hours in 
the launch, — ig landed inside of Rugged 
Point, Kynquot Sound, on Vancouver Isl- 
and, eighty miles from the scene of the 
wreck. A fire was built on the beach, and 
we made a meal on roasted muscles. We 
had eaten nothing since the night before 
the disaster, excepting the sack of prunes 
and turnips which we threw into the 
launch. We got our drinking water by 
mprenting out a tarpaulin in the driving 
Train. 

“An Indian who chanced to come along 
informed us that the village of Kynquot 
Was but six miles away. We went there 
and found the sealing schooner Favorite 
becalmed, and arrangements were made to 
carry our party to Victoria. We reached 
there just in time to catch the steamer for 
Seattle.” 

The Jane Grey was a schooner of 1,000 
tons burden. She was built in Bath, Me., in 
1887. She wos owned and operated by Mc- 
Dougall & Southwick of this city. Outside 
of the miners’ outfits she carried no cargo.

SAMUEL PLIMSOLL DYING. 


The Friend of Sailors and Originator 
of the Famous Mark. 


LONDON, June 1.—Mr. Samuel Plimsoll, 
known as “the sailors’ friend,’”’ originator 
of the famous ‘“ Plimsoll’s Mark,”’ to pre- 
vent the overloading of ships, is said to be 
dying at Folkestone. 

He was at one time President of the Na- 


tional Amalgamated Sailors and Firemen’s 
Union of Great Britain and Ireland, and is 
the author of ‘“‘ Our Seamen,’’ and ‘ Cattle 
Ships.”” He was born at Bristol in 1824 
and went into Parliament for the express 
purpose of helping the sailors. 


HUMBERT AND THE POPE. 


German Report that the King Wrote 
to the Pontiff. 

LONDON, June 2.—The Berlin correspond- 
ent of The Daily News says: 

“A Rhenish paper publishes a doubtful 
report that King Humbert recently wrote 
the Pope, complaining of the attitude of the 
Clerical party during the recent riots, and 


reminding his Holiness that ‘it is the Ital- 
jan monarchy which really protects the 
Vatican.’ 

“The Pope, it is said, replied, repudiating 
the attitude of some of the Clerical organs, 
and expressing the hope that such unhappy 
occurrences would not be repeated.” 


TACNA’S AND ARICA’S FATE. 


Spain Will Decide the Controversy 


Between Chile and Peru. 


BUENOS AYRES, June 1.—A dispatch 
from Lima announces the publication there 
of the protocol, signed on behalf of Peru 
by Senhor G. E. Billinghurst, First Vice 
President of Peru, as to title to and future 
eontrol of the Provinces of Tacna and 
Arica, which has long been a subject of dis- 
pute between the Chilean and Peruvian Gov- 


ernments. 

According to the terms of the protocol, 
the whole question will be submitted in the 
first instance for decision to the Spanish 
Government. 

Other advices say that the message of 
President Errazuriz to the Chilean Congress 


on the subject is pacific. 
FRENCH CHAMBER REOPENED. 


Another Kallot Must Be Taken to fiect 
a President, 


PARIs, June 1.—The Chamber of Dep- 
uties was reopened to-day with a big at- 
tendance of new members, and the gal- 
leries were filled. The House proceeded to 
the election of a President. The candidates 
were MM. Deschanel and Brisson, the lat- 
ter being the former President. M. Desch- 


anel, a former Vice President of the Cham- 
ber, was the Government’s candidate. 

The balloting resulted in a majority of 
1 for M. Deschanel, the vote standing 277 
for M. Deschanel and 276 for M. Brisson. 
The narrow majority caused an uproar, the 
Radica’s loudly claiming that a bare ma- 
jority of one did not invest M. Deschanel 
with adequate authority. An angry clamor, 
accompanied by the banging of desks, en- 
sued, and the temporary President was 
obliged to suspend the sitting without the 


matter being settled. 
The Chamber subsequently decided upon 
a reballot for President of the House,

The one that passes out of exist- 
ence has for many years done business un- 
der the name and style of Estes & Lauriat, 
at 299 and 301 Washington Street, and con- 
sisted of Dana Estes, Charles E. Lauriat, 
Jr.,. Isaac R. Webber, Frederick R, Estes, 
Eugene C. Belcher, and Francis H. Little. 

Their successors are the same, with the 
exception of Mr. Lauriat, Jr., and Mr. 
Webber, who retire, and the new firm name 
is Dana Estes & Co. Their place of busi- 
ness will be 196 Summer Street, where they 
will carry on a publishing and book selling 
business. They have purchased all of the 


stock, publishin plant, contracts, and 
rights of the old firm, and have assumed 
all of its contracts and abilities.

THOMAS W. KEENE DEAD. 


The Actor Passes Away at Staten Isl- 
and Following an Operation 
for Appendicitis. 


Thomas W. Keene, the tragedian, who on 
Saturday underwent an operation at the S. 
R. Smith Infirmary, New Brighton, for ap- 
pendicitis, died at the hospital at 5 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon. Mrs. Keene and the 
actor’s brother and sister, William Eagleson 
and Margaret Eagleson, were at his bed- 
side when he died. Mr.’ Keene, whose right 
name was Thomas R. Eagleson, resided at 
Four Corners, Staten Island, where he 
owned a pretty homestead. 


Thomas Wallace Keene was born in New 
York City Oct. 26, 1840, and in the hall of 
the old Chinese Buildings, Broadway and 
Spring Street, (afterward Barnum’s Mu- 
seum,) made his first appearance as an 
actor, Aug. 13, 1856, acting Lucius in 
“Julius Caesar” for the benefit of S. W. E. 
Beckner. The same year, John Brougham 
having taken hold of the old theatre in the 
Bowery, Keene secured a place in his com- 
pany to carry banners and announce distin- 
guished guests. Before Mr. Brougham gave 
up the theatre Keene had become perma- 
nently a member of the dramatic profes- 
sion. For nine years he acted chiefly in 
traveling companies, rising slowly to more 
important parts. He was in the support of 
‘‘ Falstaff’? Hackett in 1863-4, and the fol- 
lowing season was attached to the opera 
house in Newark, N. J. Here his Mercutio 
so interested J. W. Albaugh that he se- 
cured Keene a place as leading juvenile in 
George Wood’s company at the new Broad- 
way. Here he supported such stars as 
Owens, Chanfrau, Lucille Western, and 
Mary Provost, and was associated with 
Mrs, G. H. Gilbert, William Davidge, and 
other such artists. 

In 1866-7 he was in Cincinnati. At the 
Theatre Comique in that city he acted a 
variety of parts, including Major McTurk 
in ‘*The Overland Route’ and Gaspard 
Laroque in *“* The Romance of a Poor Young 
Man.” At this house he first attempted 
Richard III. Subsequently he was engaged 
at Wood’s Museum in this city as leading 
man, heavy villain, and juvenile all in one 
having become recognized as a popular an 
promising actor. In 1870 he went to Eng- 
land, and acted for a short, time at the 
Marylebone Theatre, London. He remained 
abroad until 1874, and when he returned he 
supported Davenport in the legitimate drama 
at Wood’s. Here John McCullough saw him 
and offered him an engagement at the Cali- 
fornia Theatre. In San Francisco Mr. 
Keene took a more prominent position than 
he, bad ever occupied. For eight weeks he 
acted with both McCullough and Edwin 
Booth. He was liked as Cassius and Marc 
Antony. 

In 1878 he went to Ford’s Theatre, in Bal- 
timore, and under John T. Ford’s manage- 
ment. starred in the South that Winter, act- 
ing Hamlet, King John, Cassius, Othello, 
Iago, and Richard. He supported Booth in 
the following Spring, and then returned to 
San Francisco. His répertoire was increased 
about this time by the character of Coup- 
eau in ‘ Drink,’’ Charles Reade’s version 
of ‘‘L’Assommoir.”” As Coupeau he made 
a hit at the Boston Theatre in November, 
1879, and afterward acted Richard III. at 
the same house. Since that time he was a 
star, under the management of W. R. Hay- 
den, and latterly under that of Charles B. 
Hanford. His principal characters have been 
Richard, Cassius, Bertuecio, Richelieu, 
Macbeth, Romeo, Louis XL, Shylock, and 
Othello. 

Of Mr. Keene a critjc has written: ‘ Mr. 
“eene rose from the lowest rank to be 
recognized as a competent impersonator of 
characters so complex and elevated as 
Shakespeare’s Gloster and Othello. He was 
not a genius, but he was, on the other hand, 
a diligent and ambitious man of alert in- 
telloct, who had mastered the technical dif- 
ficulties of his profession, and used its 
symbols in such a way as to make his con- 
ception of a part perfectly clear to a mis- 
cellaneous audience. His art lacked the last 
degree of refinement, his best work was not 
free from crudity and rawness, and some of 
the worst defects of an exaggerated style 
marred everything he did. But he was 
earnest and intelligent, and strove for im- 
provement. The loss of such an actor, in a 
day when actors worthy of the name are 
lamentably scarce, is not.to be passed over 
ligntly.”’ 

Besides his widow, Mr. Keene leaves a 
son and a daughter, the latter being the 
wife of Edward Arden, an actor, and is at 
present in Paris. He was a Mason, being a 
member of Naval Lodge, No. 69, F. and A. 
M., of New York. No arrangements have 
yet been made for the funeral. 


William Bell, 


William Bell, joint manager at the New 
York branch of the Palatine Insurance 
Company, Limited, of Manchester, England, 
Cied suddenly at his residence in Orange, 
N. J., yesterday morning, at the age of 
forty-eight years. Mr. Bell assumed his 
post with the American branch of the Pala- 
tine In 1894, coming from the head office in 
Manchester, where he had been superin- 
tendent of the foreign department for the 
preceding ten years. 

He was a native of Belfast, Ireland, and 
was educated at the Belfast Royal Academ- 
ical Institution. He entered the service of 
the Belfast Fire Insurance Company in 1871 
as an inspector, and on the absorption of 
that company by the Standard of London 
in 1879, he was transferred to its London 
staff. He visited this country several times 
in connection with the Standard’s entrance 
into the United States and its subsequent 
withdrawal in 1884. Upon the retirement of 


the Standard in 1884, Mr. Bell was appoint- 
ed foreign superintendent at Manchester of 
the United Fire Reinsurance Company of 
Manchester, the predecessor of the Pala- 
tine. When the United Fire was merged 
into the Palatine in 1892, he became foreign 
superintendent of the latter. 
Mr. Bell leaves a wife and two children.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stock market irregular. 

After showing notable activity and 
breadth in the first two hours yesterday 
the stock market lapsed into comparative 
dullness in the afternoon, showing a some- 
what reactionary tendency. Transactions 
during the morning were largely in excess 
of those of the last three hours, and the 
sharp advances were made before noon. Al- 
though reactions were the rule toward the 
close, most of the early gains of the atand- 
ard stocks were retained.

Early morning news telling of the suc- 
cessful attacks upon the Santiago fortifica- 
tions and definitely confirming the previous 
reports regarding the whereabouts of the 
Spanish fleet were most encouraging. Many 
Jarge buying orders were executed just after 
the market opened, and, as there was very 
little pressure to sell, initial advances were 
large. London quotations were again higher, 
and the arbitrage houses were buyers of 
stock, taking some 20,000 shares in the first 
two hours. Commission houses were nota- 
bly active, and there seemed to be more 
outside buying than has been seen since be- 
fore the Maine disaster.

Naturally, there were heavy realizing 
sales, and from this source the market re- 
ceived its check. At intervals there were 
sharp ‘reactions, but the buying demand 
proved amply large to absorb the offerings. 
In the afternoon the room traders combined 
on the bear side of the market, but although 
they worked aggressively they were unable 
to bring about any general selling. Wall 
Street’s professional contingent has _ for 
some time been convinced that stocks are 
about high enough, arguing that many of 
them are now above last Summer’s high 
point, and they have been speculating in an- 
ticipation of a considerable reaction. It is 
needless to point out that their profits can 
be easily calculated.

The action of Rock Island’s Directors 
upon the dividend was probably the chief 
topic of interest in Wall Street. News from 
Chicago was anxiously awaited, and when 
it was announced that the company had es- 
tablished a 5 per cent. dividend rate and 
had declared an extra dividend of 10 per 
cent. in stock much satisfaction was 
evinced throughout the Street. Naturally, 
when the announcement came, there was 
some realizing in the stock, and the traders 
sold it for the short account on the theory 
that all the good news~on the property is 
now known. Much more important than 
the mere increase in Rock Island’s divi- 
dend, however, is the fact that the repre- 
sentative men who go to make up the com- 
pany’s Board of Directors have the confi- 
dence both in Western business and in 
their own property to take such action as 
they did yesterday.

Chicago and Eastern Illinois made an- 
other notable gain yesterday, selling up to 
66, against 61, the closing price on Tuesday. 
Only 8,000 shares of the stock changed 
hands, but it was one of the most conspicu- 
ous stocks on the list. At the close it 


showed a net gain of 3% points. The eiciiais 
was on information regarding the early dec- 
jlaration of a dividend. Wall Street inter- 
ests identified with Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois talk of pending developments that 
are to greatly benefit the company. 


THE IRON COMBINATION. 


Illinois Steel sold up to 60 yesterday, and 
continued strength was shown by the stocks 
of all the iron and steel companies, which, 
according to gossip, are to be affected by 
the pending consolidation. Over in Phila- 
delphia Cambria Iron sold at 44. Wall 
Street interests identified with the big steel 
and iron properties are not inclined to say 
much regarding the stories of the deal 
which the Messrs. Rockefeller and Mr. J. P. 
Morgan are understood to be handling, but 
none of them are denying that there are to 
be developments of importance in the iron 
and steel trade. 


ROCK ISLAND’S DIVIDEND. 


The action of the Rock Island Directors 
at Chicago yesterday in declaring a 10 per 
cent. stock dividend and establishing a 5 
per cent. dividend rate on Rock Island met 
with satisfaction everywhere in Wall Street. 
To some extent, of course, the dividend has 
been discounted. although the Street really 
looked for a stock dividend of only 8 per 
cent. When Rock Island sells ex dividend 
it will be quoted, calculating upon present 
market price, at between 95 and 96, which 
will be low for a 5 per cent. Granger stock. 


LONDON AND LOUISVILLE. 


Louisville and Nashville was notably 
strong and active yesterday. It sold up to 
above 57, and was traded in to the extent 
of over 20,000 shares. London houses were 
again good buyers. Wall Street houses in 
touch with Capel Court say their advices 
from abroad are uniformly bullish on Louis- 
ville. The belief in a dividend this month 
seems to be more general abroad than it is 
in New York. 


THE PACIFIC STOCKS. 


Friends of Northern Pacific find new en- 
couragement in the new interest being 
taken in the property by European inter- 
ests, as shown by recent buying of both 
common and preferred stocks for European 
account. Northern Pacific insiders look for 
much higher prices for the stocks in the 
near future, arguing that, as a 4 per cent. 
dividend payer. the preferred is not selling 
at its proper level. The company’s earnings 
for the third week of May were most grati- 
fying, showing an increase of about 35 per 
cent. Much confident talk is also to be 
heard among Union Pacific interests. From 
authorities come predictions that Union Pa- 
cific preferred is to begin paying 4 per cent. 
dividends in a short time, and much higher 
figures are predicted for the stock. 


IRON TRADE CONDITIONS. 


In its review of trade conditions The 
Iron Age will say to-day: 

Reports from the Central West continue 
very discouraging. All the large plants ap- 
pear to be working under tremendous press- 
ure. This is true also of many works east 
of the Allegheny Mountains, but it is not 
general in that section, which suffers more, 
too, from the low prices prevailing. 

Additional large sales of material for the 
agricultural implement makers are reported, 
for season delivery, but prices are low. 
This must have led to considerable covering 
of requirements of steel for long delivery, 
although current reports do not indicate 
such a movement. 

The long lethargy of buyers of Bessemer 
vig in the Central West seems to have been 
broken. Our Pittsburg correspondent re- 
ports sales aggregating fully 30,000 tons of 
standard Bessemer at prices which were at 
first below the equivalent asked by the as- 
sociated furnaces, but subsequently rose. 
The feature is the continued heavy buying 
of basic pig, our Pittsburg correspondent 
reporting about 50,000 tons of chilled basic 
at $9.50 delivered, while Cincinnati reports 

25,000 tons of Southern. basic to Northeast- 
ern Ohio. 

The steel market is quiet at all the lead- 
ing points, and the only event in the rail 
trade is the sale of 12,000 tons by Illinois 
for Canadian delivery. 

Reports have been current in financial 
circles lately concerning a large consolida- 
tion of steel interests, the advance in the 
stock of the Illinois and Cambria companies 
being coupled with the project. This an- 
nouncement is premature, but it is a fact 
that negotiatic s looking to a very great 
‘consolidation have ‘been resumed lately 
after having been in abeyance for a con- 
siderable period. Very powerful interests 
are behind the undertaking, three of the 
large concerns of the country being named 
as the members of the new aggregation. 
As yet, however, matters have not pro- 
ceeded beyond the preliminary stages. 

The representatives of producers in va- 
rious sections of non-Bessemer pig iron have 
had a further meeting, but nothing final 
has been done, 

The cast-iron pipe trade, which takes 
more iron than any other single department 
of the foundry industry, continues in a de- 
moralized condition. While it is true that 
the demand is light, the suspicion is ex- 
pressed that some of the raids into distant 
territory are made to prepare the way for 
consolidation in the industry. The South- 
ern makers have succeeded in getting to- 
gether, and now the shops in the Central 
West are working on a similar scheme. 


THE SELLING OF MANHATTAN. 


Manhattan continues heavy, and evi- 
dences are many of inside selling. Although 
insiders are reticent upon the subject, there 
are many indications of dissensions among 
the Directors. Mr, Sage continues firm in 
his opposition to any improvements what- 
ever, and is deaf to all arguments regard- 
ing the approach of new and powerful com- 
petition in the form of the newly equipped 
Sixth and Eighth Avenue surface lines, In 
all of yesterday morning’s buoyancy Man- 
hattan did not get above 106%, 


AS TO GREAT NORTHERN RIGHTS. 


Prominent parties are trying to buy Great 
Northern “rights ’”’ at from 50 to 60, know- 
ing that the company intends to take them 
back from the holders at That all the 
stockholders should not be informed of this 
does not seem like old time Hill methods. 
The Great Northern preferred stock issue 
will be made shortly. The stockholders pay 
par for this new stock by giving up $60 
cash and reselling $50 of Seattle stock to 
the company at 80. 


BONDS IN GOOD DEMAND. 


The demand for bonds yesterday was 
heavier than on any day since Feb. 8. The 
total was $5,239,000, of which $3,292,000 was 
in the first two hours. The most active is- 
sues were Union Pacific 4s, $1,138,500; Atchi- 
son adjustments, $676,500; Texas Pacific 
seconds, $346,000; Rock Island 4s, $322,000; 
Southern Railway 5s, $271,000; Atchison gen- 
eral 4s, $217,000; Missouri Pacific consols, 
$182,000; Wabash seconds, $144,000; Union 
Pacific, Denver and Gulf firsts, $141,000, and 
Wabash firsts, $127,000. These ten issues 
made up $3,565,000 of the day’s total. 


BANK CLEARINGS IN MAY. 


Bank clearings, as reported by Brad- 
street’s, for the month of May, show a 
gain in the aggregate over that of April 
and over preceding months of May for a 
number of years past. There is only one 
May on record, that of 1890, when the total 
clearings were as heavy as in the month 
just closed. The clearings at seventy-seven 
cities for the month aggregate $5,330,000,- 
000, a gain of 7.4 per cent..over April, of 28 
per cent. over May a year ago, and show a 
decrease of only 10 per cent. from the rec- 
ord-breaking total of January this year. 
Gains were the heaviest in the grain-grow- 
ing sections and in the Middle States group. 
The only group showing a decline is that 
of the New England cities. For the five 
months of the present year the total clear- 
ings aggregate $27,446,000,000, the heaviest 
total on record for the first five months of 
the year, exceeding those of last year by 33 
per cent., those of the low-water-mark year 
1894 by 47 per cent., and those of the first 
five months of 1893, which were the heav-

MAY TREASURY STATISTICS, 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—The comparative 
statement of the receipts and expenditures 
of the Government shows that during May 
the receipts amounted to $30,074,818 and the 
expenditures to $47,849,909, leaving the defe 
icit for the month $17,800,000. This” deficit 
is accounted for by the increased expendi- 
tures on account of the war. The receipts 
from customs during the last month aggree 
gated $13,466,534, a decrease as compared 
with May, 1897, of about $3,600,000. The re- 
ceipts from internal revenue’ amounted to 
$14,492,208, a gain of nearly $4,000,000. For 
eleven months the receipts show an increase 
over 1897 of over $60,000,000. 

The monthly statement of the public debt 
shows that at the close of business May 
the public debt less cash in the Treasury 
amounted to $1,087,773,760, an increase over 
last month of $19,341,108. This increase 
is due to expenditures on account of the 
war. 

The debt is recapitulated as follows: Ine 
terest-bearing debt, $847,367,410; debt om 
which interest has ceased since maturity, 
$1,264,850; debt bearing no interest, $384,< 
896,315; total, $1,233,528,575. This, however, 
does not include $563,799,933 in certificates 
and Treasury notes outstanding, which ar@ 
offset by an equal amount of cash in the 
Treasury. 

The cash in the Treasury is classified ag 
follows: Gold, $207,701,263; silver, $514,072,< 
039; paper, $69, 489, 367; pond deposits in Na- 
tional banks, disbursing Officers’ balances, 
&c., $29,807, 698; total, $821,070,369, against 
which there are demand liabilities outstands 
ing amounting to $625,315,54, leaving a net 
cash balance in the Treasury of $195,754,815. 

The monthly coinage statement of the 
Director of the Mint shows coinage at the 
United States Mints during May as follows: 
Gold, $7,717,500; silver, $1,483,000; one-cent 
bronze pieces, $58,670. Total, $9,209,170. 

The monthly circulation statement of the 
Controller of the Currency shows that May 31 
the amount of National bank notes out 
standing was $227,612,845, a decrease for th 
year of $4,177,306, and an increase for th 
month of $1,582,709.

Prices were very low yesterday at the big 
auction sale of carpets and rugs which is 
progressing at 37 to 41 East Eighteenth 
Street under the direction of .W. & J.

Votes to Certify Pay Rolls of 
od. Education Board. 


THE VACATION INSTRUCTION 


-\ferm and Course of Study Are Fixed 
Establishment of Training 
Schools for Teachers. 


he School Board for the Boroughs of 
“Manhattan and the Bronx, at its meeting 
“yesterday afternoon, received from the 

Board of LHducation through Secretary 
Palmer a request to certify through its 
~ Committee on Supplies the pay rolls of the 
) @fficers, clerks, and other employes of the 
~ Board of Education, for March, April, and 
, Commissioner Anderson offered the follow- 
’ dng resolution in response to the request: 

Resolved, That the pay rolls of the officers, 
@lerks, and other employes of the Board of 
Education of the City of New York for the 
months of March, April, and May, 1898, aggre- 
gating the sum of $15,285.29, be, and the same 
@re hereby, approved and ordered paid from the 
appropriation to the Department of Education, 
entitled ‘‘Salaries of officers, clerks, and other 
employes,’’ Boroughs of Manhattan and the 
Bronx. 

Commissioner Little asked where the 
School Board derived its authority to take 
the action contemplated, and Commissioner 
‘Anderson answered him in a legal argu- 
ment, in which he maintained: First, that 
the salaries of the officers of the Board of 
Education are legally due to them for the 
entire period since their appointment; sec- 
ond, that the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment has the power to apportion any 
of the funds included in the budget of 1897 
to the purpose of the payment of these sala- 
ries; third, that the Borough Board of Man- 
hattan has the power, under Section 11 of 
the charter, to apply to the Board of Bsti- 
mate and Apportionment to make this ap- 
Plication of so much of the funds allowed 
for the year 1898 as may be required to meet 
these salaries, and has the power to direct 
that the moneys so appropriated shall be 
applied to the payment of these salaries. 


The Resolution Passed. 


After a general debate the resolution was 
carried by a vote of 13 to 4, Messrs. Lee, 
Little, Burlingham, and McSweeny being 
the minority voters. The board directed the 


Committee on Supplies to certify the pay 
rolls of the Board of Education’s officers 
and employes in accordance with the An- 
derson resolution, Chairman McSweeny 
having declare< that he would not certify 
the rolls unless ordered to do so. 

The appointment by the President of the 
following as physicians for the examina- 
tion of applicants for appointments as 
teachers was announced and approved by 
the board: Drs. W. Gill Wylie, J. R. Til- 
linghast, Josephine Walter, Nathan B. Van 
Etten, A. M. Jacobus, Matthias Nicoll, Jr., 
John Rogers, Jr., P. J. Lynch, and Samuel 
M. Brickner. 

-A report relative to vacation schools was 
received from the Board of School Superin- 
tendents, according to which the term for 
1898 is to begin on July 11 and end Aug. 
19, there being five morning sessions a 
week; all schools to be mixed and no class 
to have a register of more than forty pu- 
pils. Ten school houses are set apart, and 
@ teaching force of ten Principals, fifty ex- 
perienced teachers, and 150 junior teach- 
ers is to be employed. The departments 
are to be industrial work, nature study, 
English, music, drawing, and kindergarten. 

The Board of School Superintendents de- 
cided (1) that a license for Principal of va- 
cation school may be granted to any 
teacher who has had at least five years’ 
successful experience, and (2) that a license 
oe postion of assistant teacher may be is- 
gued to any graduate of a normal school 
approved by the State Superintendent or to 
a@ny graduate of a high school approved by 
the State Superintendent, provided that 

raduates of high schools shall have had at 
east one year’s successful experience in 
teaching. 

Training Schools. 


The board, following the recommendation

TAR PAPER FACTORY WRECKED. 


Explosion in East Nineteenth Street 
Injures Many Persons and Dam- 
ages Adjoining Buildings. 


An explosion which occurred shortly after 
7 o’clock yesterday morning in the tar 
paper factory of Tobias New & Co., at 529, 
531, and 533 Bast Nineteenth Street, seri- 
ously injured a number of persons and 
wrecked the entire plant, causing thousands 
of dollars damage. No person was killed, 
but it is feared that some of the injured 
may die. It was the twenty-third fire that 
had occurred in the place within the past 
three years. The injured were: 

Tobias New, the proprietor, of 80 Gates 
Avenue, Brooklyn; upper part of body and 
head scalded and eyes supposed to be de- 
stroyed; Philip Greenfield, engineer of 209 
East Eighty-eighth Street; severely burned 
about the face and hands; Victor Rosche 
of 405 East Twenty-second Street, chief en- 
gineer, badly scalded about the face and 


body; John O’Neill, engineer, of 532 West 
Forty-second Street, left leg fractured and 
face and body badly burned; Joseph La- 
mende, ragpicker, internally injured; un- 
known Italian woman, bruised; Leo J. Kahn 
of 304 East Fifty-first Street, bruised; Solo- 
mon Kahn of 335 East Fifty-first Street, hip 
and legs bruised; Thomas Ryan of 319 Ave- 
nue A, eyes injured, and John Judge of 409 
Bast Twelfth Street, head cut. New, Green- 
field, Rosche, O’Neill, Lamende, and the 
os woman were taken to Bellevue Hos- 
pital. 

New, Rosche, Greenfield, and O’ Neill were 
in the engine room of the building when the 
explosion occurred. Chief of Battalion Ma- 
her thinks the explosion was caused by an 
accumulation of tar gas. A glycerine tank 
was being cleaned at the time, and when 
the injured have recovered sufficiently they 
may be able to throw some light on the 
matter. 

The building extends through to Twen- 
tieth Street. Fourteen persons were at 
work there at the time of the accident. The 
explosion blew out the entire roof and 
wrecked a big piece of the side wall, hurling 
the men in all directions. The wall on the 
east side separating the factory from the 
East River Lead Company was blown in 
and several persons hurt there. 

Hot tar, scalding water, bits of iron 
pieces of machinery, splinters of wood, and 
pieces of glass were hurled in all direc- 
tions, some of the pieces landing many 
yards away. 

Mr. New was found in the middle of the 
street, apparently deranged. He was pick- 
ing pieces of the scalded and burned flesh 
off his hands, and was taken care of by a 
policeman until an ambulance arrived. The 
firemen from Engine No. 28, who were the 
first to arrive at the fire, which began to 
burn briskly, went into the building and 
earried out Rosche, Greenfield, Lamende, 
and the Italian woman. They were at once 
sent to Bellevue. 

The explosion. crushed in the roof of the 
East River Lead Company’s boiler room, 
upsetting the boilers and injuring several 
persons in the building. Leo and Solomon 
Kahn, the proprietors, were in the office 
on the second floor. Leo Kahn was thrown 
through a door, and Solomon was hurled 
down stairs. John Murphy heard the ex- 
plosion, but jumped through a door in time 
to save himself from being crushed. The 
roof fell in and tons of brick were deposited 
on the spot where he had been standing. 

A large piece of plate glass, about a yard 
square, was hurled through the air to the 
roof of 509 East Nineteenth Street, McCoy’s 
stable. It crashed through the roof and 
narrowly missed two men at work in the 
building. Every window in the paper fac- 
tory and in the lead company’s building 
was blown out. The machinery in New’s 
place was destroyed. The amount of dam- 
age has not been estimated. The firemen 
soon extinguished the flames. 


FALLING WALLS INJURE FIVE. 


Part of Old Building Collapses While 
Being Torn Down, 


When a section of an old building, which 
was being torn down, at 533 East Thir- 
teenth Street, collapsed yesterday after- 
noon, a dozen workmen who were in it 
were covered by falling walls. These five 
were more or less injured: 

Jacob Roth, thirty-nine, 525 East Thir- 
teenth Street; rib broken; taken to Belle- 
vue Hospital. Charles Abey, fifty-eight, 619 
West Forty-sixth Street; both hips injured; 
taken to New York Hospital. Paccicle 
Farolloza, twenty-eight, 443 East Thirteenth 
Street; contusions of body; taken home. 
Thomas De Garo, forty-one, 508 East Thir- 
teenth Street; left shoulder dislocated; 
taken to Bellevue Hospital. H. James 
Walsh, thirty-one, 539 East Thirteenth 
Street; left arm broken; taken to Bellevue 
Hospital. 

The building was owned and formerly oc- 
cupied as a rag warehouse by ex-Alder- 
man Arthur J. McQuade. When he de- 
termined to have the place torn down, with 
the house next door at 535, and set up 
apartment houses, he gave the contract to 
Diehl & Wercant. This firm in turn let 
out the job to Jacob Levy, saloon keeper 
and contractor of Chrystie Street and 
Grand. 

All of the building had been taken down 
with the exception of about ten feet of the 
two side walls above the first floor. Jacob 
Roth, one of the men injured, was a new 
hand, and did not know much about tear- 
ing down houses. He was instructed to 
knock onty a few bricks down at a time, 
but several witnesses of the accident, said 
the man disobeyed instructions, and with 
a crowbar pried down about four feet of 
wall. This, in falling went through the 
first floor, dragging it down, and taking with 
it all the walls that remained standing. 
The men went down with the floor, the 
walls falling on top of them. 

The falling walls and the shrieks of the 
buried men, caused much excitement in 
the neighborhood. The men were not 
buried deeply, as the floor had only partly 
given way. The workmen began at once to 
get the men out. 

Christian Diehl, of the firm to which the 
contract was originally let, went to the 
East Fifth Street Station, und explained 
that his firm was not responsible for the 
collapse. Several of the other workmen 
were taken to the station house, and ex- 
nlained how the collapse was due to the 
new hand. The police are looking for Jacob 
Levy and his son. Gustav Manfried and 
Edward Brown, foreman and assistant fore- 
man for Levy, were charged with criminal 
earelessness, and held for trial.

BOARD OF IMPROVEMENTS 


President Cromwell of Richmond 
~ Borough Is Shut Out. 


DR. FEENY’S APPEAL THE CAUSE 


The Subject of Private Water Supply 
Contracts Is Taken Up— Mr. 
Grout’s Objections in Vain. 


The members of the Board of Public Im- 
provements have decided to back up Dr. 
Feeny in his fight for the Presidency of 
the Borough of Richmond, and at their 
meeting yesterday afternoon took the first 
step toward that end. They refused to per- 
mit George Cromwell, the Republican Presi- 
dent of the Borough of Richmond, to take 
part in the proceedings of the board. 

Mr. Cromwell was declared elected to the 
Presidency of the Borough of Richmond by 
the courts, and at the meeting of the Board 
of Public Improvements last week he took 
the seat assigned to the President of the 
borough he represents, and the question of 
his standing in the board was not raised. 

Dr. Feeny, however, has taken an appeal 
from the decision of the courts which de- 
clared Mr. Cromwell elected by a few votes, 


and this will be argued in the Supreme 
Court next Monday. The board yesterday 
extended Mr. Cromwell every other cour- 
tesy than the right to take part in its 
proceedings. 

At the opening of the session President 
Holahan objected to the reading of Mr. 
Cromwell’s name as a member of the board, 
and declared that the certificate of the 
Board of Canvassers presented by him was 
not sufficient authority for the board. Mr. 
Cromwell declared that he would be pres- 
ent at the next meeting of the board armed 
with a certified copy of the order of the 
court, and that he would take his seat. 

Just before the adjournment of the board 
the matter of private water supply con- 
tracts was brought up. The Jamaica Water 
Supply Company brought up a petition to 
open the streets of Queens to carry out a 
contract made late in 1897. This matter 
was referred to Commissioner of Water 
Supply Dalton, against the protest of Presi- 
dent Grout of the Borough of Brooklyn, 
who moved that the petition be denied at 
once. He said that the contract referred 
to was one of those entered into just be- 
fore consolidation and branded it as an at- 
tempt to saddle ag ne upon the city. 
President Holahan, however, insisted that 
the petition be referred to Mr. Dalton. 

Commissioner Kearney of the Department 
of Public Buildings, Lighting, and Supplies 
said that an application had been received 
from the Ramapo Water Supply Company 
for a hearing by the board, and he moved 
that 4 Hearing be granted on Tuesday, June 
14; at 2')P. M. An attempt was made at the 
previous meeting of the board to have a 
date set for a hearing on the letting of pri- 
vate water supply contracts, but President 
Grout and several others defeated it. Some 
of Mr. Grout’s supporters were absent yes- 
terday and the date for the hearing was 
granted.

RICHMOND REPUBLICAN FIGHT. 


Ceurt Asked to Change Unit of County 
* Committee Representation, 


The dispute between the independent and 
organizatjon Republicans of Richmond was 
taken into the Supreme Court yesterday, 
when Louis H. Achilles, a voter of the 
First Ward of that borough, asked Justice 
Stover to make an order directing the Po- 
lice Board, as custodian of primary records, 
to reconvene and change the unit of rep- 
resentation for the County Committee from 
the Assembly district to the five wards of 
the Borough of Richmond, 

Mr. Achilles was represented by Paul D. 
Cravath and G. M. Pinney, Jr., who con- 
tended that the primary election law, in 
counties which are conterminous with bor- 
oughs specially provides that the County 
Committees shall be apportioned among the 
several wards of such borough. They 
claimed that the County Committee, in 
making the statutory application for the 
apportionment to the Police Board, made 
the unit of representation the First Assem- 
bly District, which comprises the Borough 
of Richmond. 

A. C. Butts of the Corporation Counsel’s 
office held that the action of the Police 
Board was perfectly legal, and that the 
unit of representation in Richmond Bor- 
ough, as elsewhere, was the Assembly dis- 
SS 

Mr. Cravath said that the primary law 
prescribed certain courses to be adopted 
for this year only. Next year the County 
Committee of Richmond would be entitled 
to make the election district the unit of 
representation, but this year the law pro- 
vided that it should be the different wards 
of that county. Justice Stover took the 
papers and reserved his decision.

POLICEMEN ON PARADE 


Four Thousand Bluecoats Make a 
Fine Showing in the An- 
nual Turn-Out. 


REVIEWED BY MAYOR VAN WYCK 


Unusual Popular Interest—Patrolman 
Frederick L. Stahl Receives the 
Rhinelander Medal for Valor 
and Is Promptly Made a 
Roundsman. 


A radiant sky and occasional mild, but 
cooling breezes produced satisfactory nat- 
ura] conditions for the annual police parade 
yesterday, and scores of thousands of Now 
Yorkers were enabled to enjoy an uncom- 
monly fine spectacle. This being the first 
parade of the police force of the greater 
City of New York, it was an event of more 
than ordinary interest, and it called into 
the streets, especially in the upper part of 
the city, enormous crowds of eager spec- 
tators. There were about 4,000 bluecoats 
in line, and with scarcely any exceptions 
they were stalwart and well-drilled men. 
Never before have so many policemen been 
seen together in this city. They made a 
most attractive appearance, and most of 
the companies behaved with military alert- 
ness and precision. 

The column started from the Battery 
about 1 o’clock P. M. There was some de- 
lay in the formation, owing partly to the 
lack of familiarity with the details on the 
part of the commanding officers from the 
suburban precincts. There were companies 
from Richmond and Queens Boroughs, 
Three battalions came from Brooklyn, and 
in their marching they showed the good re- 
sults of recent drilling by Sergt. Michael 
Smith of the Central Office. The bluecoats 
who were the most prompt in arriving at 
the starting point were obliged to wait un- 
der the trees in Battery Park for nearly 
an hour before the signal to start was given. 
Part of the delay was due to the necessity 


of clearing Lower Broadway of the cable 
cars and other vehicles. 

When the word “forward” was given, 
Broadway, as far up as the eye could see, 
was as free and clean as a drill room. One 
of the picturesque features of the parade 
was a section of the Street Cleaning De- 
partment, in spotless white. The men car- 
ried their bags and brushes, and used them 
occasionally as they went along. Precedin 
the street cleaners were a score of mounte 

olice, commanded by a Roundsman. Fol- 
owing the “ white wings” was the bicycle 
squad of nearly 100 men, under Sergt. 
Charles D. Kemp, This important branch 
ef the police force excited much popular in- 
terest, and the skillful handling of the 
wheels elicited no end of appreciative com- 
ments from the on-lookers. 


Crowds Along the Line of March. 


Acting Chief William F. Devery rode at 
the head of the column and sat ‘his horse 
well. The name of this horse, by the way, 
is Bullet, and he is one of the best of the 
Central Park equine squad. The Chief’s 
staff, which was also well mounted, in- 
cluded Capt. Anthony J. Allaire, Capt. Mc- 


Clusky of the Detective Bureau, and Chief 
Surgeon Cook, and Sergt. Flood of the 
Chief's office. Deputy Chief Cortright com- 
manded the first of the five regiments, and 
Inspector Cross marched at the head of the 
first battalion. The Chief’s flag was carried 
by a mounted patrolman. Each command- 
ing officer wyre a white dress parade helmet 
and the new style of uniform with standing 
collars, and the insignia of office in gold. 
The patrolmen wore their new Summer 
military helmets with the city’s coat of 
arms in silver, fastened in front, in place 
of the old wreath. Uniformity in appear- 
ance was preserved among the patrolmen 
in everything. except the shields. It was 
found impossible to have all of the new 
shields made and distributed in time for 
this parade, consequently the men from the 
various boroughs had different shields. 
There were three or four companies of Park 
policemen in line, but they were not dis- 
tinguishable by their uniforms, for the 
familiar light gray had given place to the 
regulation blue. 

As the head of the procession passed up 
from Bowling Green business was practical- 
ly suspended in the Produce Exchange, and 
the brokers snatched a few moments from 
their vociferous discussions over wheat, 
flour, and pork to give the soldierly blue- 
coats an enthusiastic send-off. And all 
through the Wall Street district the march- 
ing column of policemen received cordial 
attention many of the members of the Con- 
solidated Exchange sending out some lusty 
cheers from the open windows and doors of 
their building. There were hisses heard now 
and then, but all along a spirit of friendli- 
ness for the rank and file overcame indi- 
vidual prejudice. An unbroken mass of spec- 
tators stretched along each side of Broad- 
way from the Battery up to Madison Square. 
The line of march was up Broadway to 
Twenty-third Street, up Madison Avenue to 
Fiftieth Street, through to Fifth Avenue, 
and down past the reviewing stand at the 
Worth Monument. Inasmuch as the time 
for the official review of the parade had 
been set for 4 o’clock, the paraders had 
a long rest before they began their move- 
ment down Fifth Avenue. 

Never before has a police parade excited 
such lively popular interest in New York. 
Expectation of something uncommonly big 
and novel called to Madison Square a crowd 
that bore resemblance in point of size to 
the great masses of people that assembled 
there during the spectacular days of the 
Columbian centennial celebration. Both of 
the large stands left over from Decoration 
Day were packed with spectators, and hun- 
dreds of ticket holders were unable to get a 
foothold there. By 3:30 o’clock every avail- 
able point of observation in this locality was 
occupied, and hundreds of small boys were 
snugly on their perches in the overlooking 
trees and gas lamps. In the official booth 
which occupied a portion of the stand near 
the Worth Monument were Mayor Van 
Wyck, President York of the Board of 
Police Commissioners and his associates, 
Commissioners Sexton and Hess; Controller 
Coler, President Peters of the Borough of 
Manhattan, and a few other municipal offi- 
cers. Fifth Avenue was densely crowded 
from Madison Avenue up to Fiftieth Street, 
where the procession had halted to await 
the signal to march down for review.

cuing twenty persons at a fire in Liberty 
Hall, East Houston Street, on Jan. 2, 1897. 

The Mayor pinned the medal to the pa- 
trolman’s coat just above his shield and 
briefly complimented him for his bravery. 
Those persons who were near enough to see 
and comprehend the significance of this 
presentation cheered heartily. Commission- 
er York also addressed a few words of con- 
gratulation to Patrolman Stahl.. The Presi- 
dent of the Board was unstinted in his 
praise of the bravery of Stahl and of other 
members of the force who had distinguished 
themselves by fearless and helpful deeds. 

While che presentation and compliments 
were in progress an enthusiastic spectator 
called out: ‘‘ Why don’t you make him a 
Roundsman?” 

“That is an excellent suggestion,” said 
Mayor Van Wyck, nodding approval to 
Chief Devery, who stood nearby. The act- 
ing executive head of the Police Depart- 
ment promptly accepted the suggestion and 
added to Stahl’s abundant supply of happi- 
ness by telling him that he was a Rounds- 
man. This incident could not be seen or 
heard by many, but it was quickly passed 
from lip to lip and the surrounding crowd 
cheered vociferously. 

The review was well managed, and was 
pronounced highly satisfactory by the re- 
viewing party. The several companies cer- 
tainly bore themselves admirably. Their 
fine appearance and excellent marching elic- 
ited a great deal of applause. This police 
— differed from previous ones of its

Daniel Blake was in command of the com- 
pany from Richmond Borough, (the Bigh- 
tieth Precinct,) and Capt. Thomas J. Dia- 
mond was in command of the company from 
Newtown, L L., (the Seventy-seventh Pre- 
cinct.) 

At the close of the review Mayor Van 
Wyck ‘complimented Acting Chief Devery 
on the excellent showing made by the force, 
and he added by way of a friendly personal 
admonition: ‘‘ Eschew politics, Go ahead 
and do your duty. If any man under you 
refuses to perform his duty satisfactorily 
cut off his official head quickly. Do this and 
you will certainly succeed.” 


MEDALS GIVEN TO FIREMEN.

Commissioner Seannell 
Promotion as a Reward for 
Heroic Conduct, 


The annual presentation of the Bonner, 
Bennett, and Strong medals to members 
of the Fire Department who during the 
year earned distinction for bravery, and 
of the Stephenson medal to the foreman 
who as commanding officer distinguished 
himself for general efficiency, was made 
yesterday by Commissioner Scannell at the 
headquarters of the department in East 
Sixty-seventh Street. The Commissioner 
decided some time ago to have no parade 
of the firemen on this occasion on grounds 
of economy. 

Ex-Mayor Strong, who was invited to be 
present, did not appear. In the small com- 
pany that stood abvut in the Commission- 
er’s room were Deputy Commissioner James 
H, Tully, Chief Bonner, Lewis Nixon and 
wife, Mrs. A. T. Docharty, George F. Scan- 


nell, Abram Bernard, and the Rev. James 
Le B. Johnson. 

The winners of the medals were: Ben- 
nett, James Pearl, Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany No. 7; Bonner, John P. Howe, now 
Assistant Foreman of Engine Company No. 
21, but a member of Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany No. 7 when he won the medal; Strong, 
James J. Crawford of Engine Company No. 
24; Stephenson, Capt. John Riordan, Hook 
and Ladder Company No. 6. For the 
Stephenson medal, Commissioner Scannell 
chose the recipient by lot from among ten 
companies which had been judged equal in 
merit. 

In presenting the medals, 
Scannell said: 

I regret very much that, under the law at the 
present time, I have not the power to promote 
these who perform great acts of bravery, without 
having them undergo a civil service examination. 
Acts of bravery and strict atteftion to their 
duties as firemen, would surely outweigh with 
me any percentage that a lad fresh from the 
School of Mines at any college could get before 
a Civil Service Examiner. In my judgment the 
Commissioner and three of the chief officers of 
the uniformed force should constitute a board to 
pass judgment upon the fitness of a candidate for 
promotion in the uniformed force. Acts of signal 
courage, performed in the line of duty in this 
corps, should be rewarded as they would be upon 
the field of battle—by promotion. 

Howe and Pearl won their honors at a 
fire at 94 Lexington Avenue, on the morn- 
ing of Jan. 2, 1897. They entered an ad- 
joining building, went to the top floor, and 
opened the window next to two imperiled 
men. Howe straddled the window sill and 
was held by Pearl by one leg and waist- 
band of his trousers. In this way he suc- 
ceeded in reaching and drawing Max Hen- 
schel from the window of the burning build- 
ing and saving him. A moment later Fer- 
dinand Schmidt, the other imperiled man, 
who was crazed with fear and the pain of 
burns, jumped upon Howe’s back, grabbed 
him about the neck, and caused him to lose 
his balance. Pearl, who is a powerful man, 
managed to support Howe and Schmidt un- 
til a ladder was raised and they were saved. 

Crawford rescued George Shaw from a 
burning building at 133 Leroy Street on the 
evening of Feb. 13, 1897. He burst open a 
street door leading to the basement and 
then the door from the hallway into the 
front room, which he found charged with 
smoke and heat. He ran out, kicked in the 
windows, and returned. He then went on 
his hands and knees to a bedroom, whence 
@ groan had come. He found Shaw uncon- 
scious and pulled him about half way to 
safety when He had to leave him to seek 
fresh air. He then went back and pulled 
the man into the hallway, where help came 
and he was.taken to the street,

LEGAL NOTES. 





EMINENT DomaIn.—The Lewiston and 
Youngstown Frontier Railway Company, 
organized to construct and operate an elec- 
trical railroad between the villages of Lew- 
iston and Youngstown, in this State, insti- 
tuted proceedings to acquire a strip of land, 
thirty feet wide, through the farm of 
Charles Ayer. The farm lies on the east 


side of Niagara River, and is about thirty 
rods wide and a mile long. About forty of 
the seventy acres of the farm was devoted 
to raising apples, peaches, quinces, cherries, 
and plums. The Commissioners certified 
that in fixing the amount of compensation 
to be paid for the lands, they took into con- 
sideration testimony that the lands not 
taken were specially ana peculiarly hene- 
fited by the construction and operation of 
the railroad, by the greater facilities for 
the shipping of fruit and the conveyance 
of passengers, directly to and from the 
farm. The Fourth Appellate Division has 
‘affirmed an order vacating the award of 
the Commissioners, on the ground that an 
erroneous rule for determining the compen- 
sation to be paid had been adopted. The 
Court held, in an opinion by Justice Fol- 
lett, that the right of the owner of the 
farm to ride on the road or transport part 
of his property thereon wpon payment of 
the established toll, was a right of ‘“* pub- 
lic. use,’”” the benefits arising from which 
should not be considered by the Commis- 
sioners. It was held also that the rules 
for determining damages to improved city 
business real estate, resulting from the con- 
structing of street railroads, do not apply 
to farm property through which a railroad 
has been constructed.

PENALTY FOR CHARGING EXCESSIVE FARP. 
—The Elmira, Cortland, and Northern Rail- 
road Company was sued by Joseph Parker 
to recover a penalty of $50, and 7 centS over- 
charge, under the railroad law as amended 
in 1892, imposing that penalty for receiving 
‘*more than the lawful rate of fare, unless 


such overcharge was made through inadver- 
tence or mistake, not amounting to gross 
negligence.’’ On Feb. 25, 1895, the plaintiff 
was a passenger on the company’s road 
from Freeville to Cortland, the distance be- 
ing 10.41 miles. Before taking passage he 
purchased a ticket, for which he was 
charged 40 cents, The rate of charge under 
the railroad law was “3 cents for every 
such mile or fraction thereof.’’ The de- 
fendant claimed the right to charge 4 cents 
per mile, under the law of 1872. The Third 
Appellate Division has affirmed judgment 
given on the trial in favor of the defendant, 
dismissing the complaint, holding that the 
railroad law, being a general act, by impli- 
cation repealed the special act of 1872, 
whereby defendant was permitted to charge 
4 cents per mile, although the latter act 
was not included in the list of acts stated 
in the railroad law to be repealed by it. 
Yet, where a passenger was overcharged by 
the company, acting, as in this case, under 
the advice of counsel that it had a right to 
make the charge in question, and such right 
depended upon the question whether the 
special act authorizing it had been repealed 
iby implication, a matter not patent upon 
the face of the railroad law, the case came 
within the exception contained in Section 
89 of the railroad law, and was a “‘ mistake 
not amounting to gross negligence,”’ and the 

enalty prescribed by that section could not 

e recovered.

CHANGBD IN BENEFICIARY OF LIFE POLICY. 
—The John Hancock Mutual Life Insurance 
Company of Boston, issued a life policy to 
Cora Jones, payable upon her death to “ her 


estate.’””’ On March 17, 1896, at Albany, N. 
Y., she executed the paper necessary to 
change the beneficiary from ‘her estate,” 
to Emma Tillaman, and delivered it to one 
Coteman, a collector and solicitor for the 
company. He had superintended the execu- 
tion of the paper, and when he took it told 
her “it was all right.”” The paper was 
mailed the same day to the company’s home 
office at Boston, Mass. The company, with- 
out giving its consent to the change, re- 
turned the paper with questions indorsed 
thereon to the local superintendent, by 
whom it was received on March 20, the day 
after the death of the insured. In Emma 
Tillaman’s suit against the insurance com- 
pany upon the policy the Third Appellate 
Division has affirmed judgment rendered in 
favor of the defendant, by direction of the 
court. The policy provided that no one but 
the company’s President or Secretary was 
authorized to make, alter, or discharge con- 
tracts. The court held, by Justice Landon, 
that the consent of the company to a change 
of the beneficiary altered the contract, and 
the subsequent transactions did not show 
that any change of beneficiary was legally 
affected. 


A Trolley Car on Fire. 


Trolley Car No. 811 of the Bighth Ave- 
nue line caught fire yesterday afternoon at 
Central Park West and Sixty-fifth Street, 
and the fire engines were called to extin- 
guish the flames. Thomas Hall, the con- 
ductor, says the wires in the motor were 
out of order. There were few passengers 
in the car at the time, and all alighted 
before the blaze had gained any headway. 
The car will have to go to the repair shop.

A communication was read from the Mer- 
chants’ Protective Association commending 
Mayor Hoos for the stand he had taken in 
the matter. The ordinance was passed by 
a vote of 3 to 2. It will require four votes 
to override the veto.
